The grass-roots, 
non-political people are being 
inflamed by those for whom 
AB 101 is a contrived issue,” 
said Marty Keller, Log Cabin 
Club member and Gov. Pete 
Wilson appointee. 

The measure, AB 101 by 
Assemblyman Terry Fried¬ 
man, D-Los Angeles, adds 
“sexual orientation” to cate¬ 
gories protected by the Fair 
Employment and Housing 
Act. Amendments made in 
the Senate were passed in the 
Assembly last week, and the

bill is now on Wilson’s desk 
awaiting signature. 

Keller, just back in Sacra¬ 
mento from last weekend’s

Proof included two resolu¬ 
tions to kill AB 101, the civil 


rights bill that would prevent 
discrimination against gays 
and lesbians in employment.

“They really just don’t care 
about the issue,” he said, “ex¬ 
cept for a few fanatics like 
Knowles and Leslie.

Church Raided, Closed 

Sex Club 

Crackdown 

Inconsistencies

San Francisco’s gay sex 
club scene came under fire 
Sept. 13 when Mayor Art Ag- 
nos, saying this was not an 
AIDS or morals issue, an¬ 
nounced a crackdown on es¬ 
tablishments that failed to 
comply with city safety and 
business regulations. 

The first target was the 
Church of the S^ret Gospel 
on Tehama Street South of 
Market, which was raided lat¬ 
er that evening by a half- 
dozen uniformed police offi¬ 
cers and Fire Department of¬ 
ficials who cited operator Fa¬ 
ther Frank Finch for not hav¬ 
ing an occupancy certificate 
and shut the facility down. 

Less than 12 hours earlier, 
at a news conference in Ag- 
nos’ office. Chief of Police 
Willis Casey told reporters 
that police would not be raid¬ 
ing any of the clubs, appear¬ 
ing unannounced and forcing 
patrons out. 

“We don’t want to give the 
impression that the police are 
going to raid these places and 
immediately shut them 
down,” Casey said, adding 
that the city was also worried 
about other people trying to 
open new clubs. 

“We want to send a mes¬ 
sage to those who want to 
make money quick that this 
isn’t a good thing to get into,” 
Casey said. 

According to Finch, a Fire 
Department official inspected 
the 735 Tehama structure in 


August 1990 but never issued 
an occupancy limit certificate. 

Fire Commissioner Sharon 
Bretz took issue with Finch’s 
assertion that he had not been 
issued an occupancy certifi¬ 
cate. 

“Maybe he’s lying,” Bretz 
said.

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School Board Boots 
Scouts' Biased Agenda

The Boy Scouts of Ameri¬ 
ca can’t use San Francisco 
public schools to promote an 
anti-gay agenda, the Board of 
Education ruled in a 5-1 vote 
on Sept. 12. 

Board of Education Presi¬ 
dent Joanne Miller ducked 
the vote and member Fred 
Rodriguez voted against the 
resolution by Vice President 
Tom Ammiano that forbids 
sexual orientation discrimina¬ 
tion by any group conducting 
in-school programs. 

The Boy Scouts refuse to 
allow gay youth or adults to 
participate in their programs. 


“Discrimination is discrim¬ 
ination,” said Scott Shafer, a 
spokesman for Mayor Art Ag¬ 
nos. “The mayor encouraged 
Tom to pursue the resolu¬ 
tion. He felt it was the right 
thing to do.” 

“A two-tiered humanity is 
unacceptable,” Ammiano said. 
“The Boy Scouts of America 
discriminates, and we won’t 
allow that kind of educational 
indoctrination in our schools.” 

Ammiano disputed claims 
by the Boy Scouts that the in¬ 
school programs will hurt 
thousands of elementary and 
other students who have par¬ 
ticipated in the programs.

OCC Officer Steps Down 
After Drug Charge Revealed 


by Dennis Conkin 

A pro bono attorney serv¬ 
ing as a hearing officer for 
the Office of Citizen Com¬ 
plaints stepped down last 
week amidst revelations that 
he had once served time on a 
drug sales charge. 

David M. Zeff presided as 
the hearing officer in the 
agency’s hearing about re¬ 
opening the investigation of 
the Oct. 6, 1989 police sweep 
of the Castro. 

Zeff stepped down “in the 
interests of preserving the in¬ 
tegrity of the fair hearing pro¬ 
cess,” said his attorney, 
Bartholomew Lee. 

Zeff served six months in 
the Stanislaus County Jail and 
three years’ on probation fol¬ 
lowing a 1967 marijuana sales 
conviction at the age of 19. 

Attorneys for Francis¬ 
co Police Capt. Richard 
Cairns had sought to disqual¬ 
ify Zeff for failing to disclose 
the conviction. 

“It’s a big victory,” 
Eisenberg said. “The last 
thing the community wants is 
a tainted hearing. We need to 
get who was responsible for 
the sweep. 

" You C 2 m’t have a fair an 
impartial hearing if the hear¬ 
ing officer doesn’t lay his 
cards on the table from the 


beginning. Ideally you want a 
hearing officer who is accept¬ 
able to both sides, then if the 
hearing office decides against 
their client, a defense lawyer 
can’t call foul play,’’ Eisen¬ 
berg said. 

A motion by Eisenberg to 
force Zeff to disqualify him¬ 
self became moot, although 
Superior Court Judge Stuart 
Pollack called Zeff’s action 
“truly unfortunate” and “un¬ 
necessary.” 

Pollock also denied Eisen- 
berg’s motion for a prelimi¬ 
nary injunction to stop the 
hearing into Cairns’ role in 
the sweep pending a tried on 
the basis that the hearing pro¬ 
cess violated Cairns civil 
rights. 

“Judge Pollack found that 
there was no basis for Eisen- 
berg’s allegations and said 
there was no basis for grant¬ 
ing the preliminary injunc¬ 
tion,” American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union attorney Ann 
Brick said. 

According to Brick, the 
manner in which Eisenberg 
raised his concerns about Zeff 
“constituted an under served 
attack on the hearing officer.” 

She said that Eisenberg 
had plenty of time to raise the 
issue with the OCC and was 
critical of the fact that he de¬ 
layed his action until one 


court date before the OCC 
hearing was set to continue. 

The request for a prelimi¬ 
nary injunction also asserted 
that OCC Acting Director 
Eileen Luna violated Cairns 
rights when she complained 
to Chief of Police Willis 
Casey about Cairn’s de¬ 
meanor during the hearing. 

Eisenberg said in his mo¬ 
tion that Casey’s subsequent 
summons of Cairns to his of¬ 
fice and discussion of the mat¬ 
ter was disciplinary action. 

Following the incident, the 
Police Officers Association 
called for Luna’s resignation. 

Luna told the Bay Area 
Reporter that she would not 
resign from the post. 

Casey called Eisenberg’s 
assertion that his discussion 
with Cairn’s was disciplinary 
action “bullshit.” 

Casey called the Oct. 6 in¬ 
cident “an albatross around 
my neck” and said the hear¬ 
ings had been up too long. 

“It’s in the best interests of 
the police department to get 
the entire thing wrapped up,” 
Casey said. “We’ve changed 
police policies, we’ve trained 
people and disciplined people, 
yet it’s still alive.” 

The OCC hearing into the 
sweep will be delayed until a 
new hearing officer is ap¬ 
pointed. ▼

“That jusi doesn’t wash. 
They say that they can’t ac¬ 
cept gay youth because it vio¬ 
lates their ‘traditional family 
values.’ Most gay people I 
know come from traditional 
families.” 

A spokesman for the Boy 
Scouts told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that although the 
group did not allow gay 
youth to join or gay men to 
be scoutmasters, the group 
drew distinctions between ho¬ 
mosexuals and pedophiles. 

“I was a Boy Scout,” said 
Ed Bedard, a Queer Nation 
activist at the hearing. “My as¬ 
sistant scoutmaster was gay. 
He never made a pass at me. 
We never had sex.” 


Jon Mason, a black gay ac¬ 
tivist and a former Boy Scout 
who was also a volunteer 
with the BSA, said the 
group’s policies could also dis¬ 
criminate against people of 
color. 

“They discriminate against 
homosexuals, they discrimi¬ 
nate against blacks and any¬ 
one who might not be of Eu¬ 
ropean ethnic origin. It’s 
ridiculous.” 

Some gay activists ap¬ 
peared at the hearing in faded 
Boy Scout uniforms. 

For many, the Board of 
Education hearing reminded 
them of anti-gay experiences 
in their youth. 

“Gimme a break,” said 
Kurt Barrie, a Queer Nation 
activist. “I was getting beat up 


in baseball. Why would I 
want to join the Boy Scouts?” 

More than 60 people testi¬ 
fied during the hearing, in¬ 
cluding Boy Scouts and gay 
activists representing Queer 
Nation and other groups. 

According to Ammiano, 
Superintendent of School Ra¬ 
mon Cortines must now in¬ 
form all groups who sponsor 
in-school programs that if 
their organization discrimi¬ 
nates on the basis of sexual 
orientation, they will not be 
allowed to have such pro¬ 
grams during school time. 

Use of school property for 
after-school programs, includ¬ 
ing the Scouts, is not affected 
by the resolution because of 
federal law approving such 
activities. ▼

Police 
Accused 
Of Tearoom 
Entrapment

Local gay rights attorneys 
say that the San Mateo Coun¬ 
ty Sheriffs Department is set¬ 
ting up and entrapping gay 
men for sex crime charges at 
the I-280/Junipero Serra rest 
stop. 

They also charged prosecu¬ 
tors with the San Mateo 
County District Attorney’s Of¬ 
fice with “blatant homopho¬ 
bia” for requiring jail time in 
connection with the indecent 
exposure and lewd conduct 
charges. 

“The Sheriffs Department 
uses gorgeous young guys as 
undercover officers to entice 
men and then proposition 
them, and then they lie about 
it in police reports,” attorney 
Walter Parsely said. ”It’s a 
complete set up.” 

San Mateo County Sher¬ 
iffs Lt. Bruce Horan told the 
Bay Area Reporter that 
the sexual activity at the rest 
stop has been on going since 
the early ’80s and that the 
Sheriffs Department was en¬ 
forcing the law. 

According to Horan, oral 
copulation, masturbation and 
other public sex acts are com¬ 
mon in the bathroom and the 
grounds around the area. 

“Some people are trying to 
turn the place into a pervert 
park, but we’re not going to 
let them,” Horan said. 

The Sheriffs Department 
has received numerous com¬ 
plaints about the area. One re¬ 
cent complaint was from a 
man who said he walked into 
the rest stop to use the facili¬ 
ties with his 5-year-old son 
and a man was openly mas¬ 
turbating in the facility. 

Parsely criticized the San 
Mateo County district attor¬ 
ney for recommending jail 
time in the offenses. 

“I wonder how the prose¬ 
cutors sleep at night. Is this 
justice? I think it’s a reflection 
of great ignorance and homo¬ 
phobia and they should be 
ashamed of themselves. It’s 
disgusting and they are on no¬ 
tice that the gay community 
finds this absolutely unaccept¬ 
able,” he said. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Morley Pitts defended the dis¬ 
trict attorney’s prosecutions 
of the lewd conduct and inde¬ 
cent exposure charges. 

“We don’t make the laws,” 
he said. 

Pitts acknowledged that 
first offenders often receive a 
week of jail time in addition 
to counseling and a fine. He 
said the department had no 
statistics available on the 
numbers of people prosecuted 
and sentencing verdicts. 

He also acknowledged that 
repeat offenders could be 
charged with a felony and 
sentenced to three years in 
prison. In addition, convic¬ 
tions may require registration 
as a sex offender.

A skinhead who was found 
guilty of a vicious attack on 
two gay men in front of Or¬ 
phan Andy’s restaurant last 
year was set loose by a Supe¬ 
rior Court judge last week af¬ 
ter she wore a dress and cried 
in court. 

Mearra Spencer was set 
free by Superior Judge Don¬ 
ald Mitchell last week after 
she had been in custody less 
than a month, serving a sen¬ 
tence that included six 
months in jail (work furlough) 
and 500 hours of community 
service. 

Spencer was one of two 
then juvenile girls charged in 
the August 1990 skinhead as¬ 
sault on Jonathan Ebarb and 
Chris Minor. 

Two adult male skinheads, 
Brandon Rosenberg and 
Thomas Miles, are serving 
three-year state prison sen¬ 
tences for felony assault with 
great bodily injury and hate 
crimes in the attack. 


Ebarb and Minor were on 
their way into the restaurant 
when Rosenberg and Miles 
began attacking Ebarb’s truck 
and yelling anti-gay epithets. 

The group then assaulted 
the gay men, knocking Minor 
to the ground, where they 
kicked and punched him, and 
then knocking Ebarb to the 
ground, where he was ren¬ 
dered unconscious by a kick 
in the head from Rosenberg’s 
steel-toed boot. 

The juvenile females par¬ 
ticipated fully in the attack. 

“I’m very pissed off. She 
got a light sentence in the 
first place. We go back to 
court on Oct. 4.1 hope people 
picket. She should do the lit¬ 
tle time she was sentenced to. 
This cheapens my life,” 
Ebarb said. 

Ebarb pointed out that 
Spencer originally faced a six- 
year sentence in California 
Youth Authority as does the 
other juvenile charged in the 
attack.

According to and Chinese

Wong helped to win the 
club’s endorsement of the 
campaign, and is working on 
the formation of a focus 
group to educate the 
Asian/Pacific Islander com¬ 
munities about this and other 
issues of concern to lesbian 
and gay people.

The fundraiser grossed an 
estimated $35,000, according 
to Volunteer Coordinator 
Stephanie Ruby-Klink.

The No on K campaign 
brings the issue of official 
City recognition of lesbian 
and gay partnerships before 
the voters for the third time 
in as mamy years. 

Passed by San Frauicisco 
voters in November 1990 af¬ 
ter having been defeated the 
previous year, the Domestic 
Partners Ordinance allows 
two people to register their 
relationship with the City, re¬ 
gardless of their gender. 
Since the Ordinance was en¬ 
acted into of law on Valen¬ 
tine’s Day 1991, more than 
800 couples have registered.

'Agnos Supporters' 
Stop Milk Rescission

Competing factions of the 
Harvey Milk Club skirmished 
again Sept. 14 at the Club’s 
Political Action Committee 
endorsement meeting — a 
meeting normally confined to 
discussion of b^ot proposi¬ 
tions. 

Milk Club President Jean 
Harris, who recently defected 
from Richard Hongisto’s may- 
oral camp to Angela Alioto’s, 
seconded a motion by fellow 
Executive Committee mem¬ 
ber Byron McQuarters to rec¬ 
ommend withdrawal of the 
club’s Hongisto endorsement, 
only to be thwarted by a 
group of members Harris 
calls “Agnos supporters.” 

When the smoke cleared, 
the Hongisto endorsement re¬ 
mained in place. 

According to Harris, the 
Agnos supporters “waited un¬ 
til the end (before making a 
counter motion), hoping our 
numbers would dwindle, but 
they still didn’t have the 60 
percent they needed” to en¬ 
sure recommendation of an 
Agnos endorsement rather 
than the neutral position 
sought by Harris. 

Recognizing their failure, 
Harris said, they switched 
back to a pro-Hongisto posi¬ 
tion to keep Alioto from gain¬ 
ing any ground. 

Recommendations of the 
Political Action Committee 
will weigh heavily at next 
Tuesday’s general member¬ 
ship meeting at which mem¬ 
bers will vote on the Milk 
Club’s official slate card. 

Agnos supporter Paul Mel- 
bostadt, a club member since 
1980, denies Harris’ character¬ 
ization. He said that the “Ag¬ 
nos” group that attended Sat¬ 
urday’s meeting were mem¬ 
bers of long standing who are 
frustrated by the recent de¬ 
partures, such as the club’s 
unusually early endorsement 
of Hongisto this summer, 
from the standard process 
that has typified club endorse¬ 
ments in the past. 

“Our motion was to allow 
people to write in their own 


candidates on the ballot at 
that meeting, the results of 
which would be included in 
the meeting’s report (to the 
general memberehip),” Mel- 
bostadt said. 

The last time the club did 
not endorse a m^oral candi¬ 
date was in 1983, he said, 
when Dianne Feinstein ran 
unopposed after vetoing a do¬ 
mestic partners ordinance. 

“The motion sent a signal 
that the people who believe 
in process are not going to be 
bystanders while the club 
breaks all the rules,” adds 
Milk Club Vice President of 
Political Affairs Zoon 
Nguyen. 

Harris said that opposition 
to her no-endorsement posi¬ 
tion is really motivated by 
fear of Alioto’s strength. 

“They’d rather keep the 
endorsement than leave it 
wide open, because that takes 
away votes from Alioto,” she 
said. 

“It breaks my heart to go 
to Milk meetings and see the 
hatred and antagonism ex¬ 
pressed between members of 
the campaigns of candidates 
that the outside world would 
see as friends of the lesbian 
and gay community,” Mel- 
bostadt said. 

The votes of the club seem 
to mean less now....” One in¬ 
side observer suggests that in 
light of current developments, 
“nobody is going to pay atten¬ 
tion to the Club. It means 
nothing anymore.” 

Harris counters, “The rep¬ 
utation of the Milk Club is 
not going to be ruined by the 
agendas of individuals. The 
Milk Club has been trying to 
come back as the leaders of 
the lesbian and ga^ communi¬ 
ty. Ten years ago the clubs 
were the backbone of the 
Democratic Party. How 
much power does the party 
have now? The past year has 
been a struggle as we try to 
come back.” 

She points to the club’s re¬ 
cent huge AB 101 postcard 
campaign as an example of 
the club’s vitality. ▼ 


Dignity Protests 
Bible Insertion

A plan under consideration 
by a committee of Roman 
Catholic bishops to insert 
anti-gay language in the New 
Standard Bible will be op¬ 
posed by Dignity/USA. 

According to Kevin Cale- 
gari, the recently elected pres¬ 
ident of the national organiza¬ 
tion of lesbiem and gay Ro¬ 
man Catholics, the word 
“sodomite” in the NSB would 
be changed to “practicing ho¬ 
mosexual” by the scriptural 
revision. 

The change distorts both 
the meaning and the actual 
text of the scripture to suit a 
political viewpoint, and Digni¬ 
ty, he said, will contact the 
committee to inform them 
that the proposed change is 
unacceptable. 

The response of the 4,000- 
member group is part of what 
Calegari, 33, a doctoral candi¬ 
date in systematic theology at 


Graduate Theological Union 
in Berkeley, calls Dignity’s 
“evangelical imperative.” 

“As we come to grips with 
a more challenging political 
and ecclesiastical climate, 
with the ongoing burden of 
AIDS, with the realization 
that our cause is linked with 
those of many others 
marginalized in our church, 
we must be willing to re¬ 
spond, to grow, to rebound, 
and to adjust and reformulate 
our structures, our mission 
and ministries in light of new 
reedities,” he recently said in a 
joint statement issued by the 
Dignity executive officers. 

The San Francisco native 
served as the co-chair of Dig¬ 
nity/San Francisco from 1989 
until his election this year. 

“We’re busy busting the 
stereotype. We’re five years 
post Ratzinger,” he said. 

In 1986, Cardinal 
Ratzinger, head of the Inquisi-

Needle 
IHal Ends 
In Hung 
Jury

The widely observed trial 
of Berkeley needle-excheinge 
activist Scott Halem ended in 
a six to six hung jury last 
week. 

Halem, an artist and for¬ 
mer heroin addict, was arrest¬ 
ed under the state drug para¬ 
phernalia laws while attempt¬ 
ing to exchange clean IV sy¬ 
ringes for dirty ones on July 
4. 

His activities were part of 
the weekly effort sponsored 
by the Berkeley grass-roots 
group Needle Exchange 
Emergency Distribution, 
which is concerned about the 
lack of AIDS prevention 
work being done among drug 
addicts in Alameda County. 

The split vote follows a 
jury deadlock in a similar 
Redwood City case last April. 
There, the jury voted 11-1 in 
favor of acquittal. 

The lawyer in the two cas¬ 
es was William Simpich of 
Oakland. He convinced both 
courts to hear the rarely in¬ 
voked “defense of necessity.” 

The defense argued that 
AIDS presented an immedi¬ 
ate emergency and that no le¬ 
gal alternatives were avail¬ 
able to stop it. 

Noteworthy among the 
members of the jury was Bri¬ 
an Cross, who until this 
spring was head of the 
Alameda County health agen¬ 
cy’s AIDS Office. In his offi¬ 
cial capacity. Cross had pub¬ 
licly opposed needle ex¬ 
changes last year. 

Halem says that the de¬ 
fense let Cross sit on the jury 
because people who knew 
him said that he was fair- 
minded 2 uid honest. 

Cross ended up pledging 
to ^ve NEED $100 for new 
syringes. He now claims that

Knee-Jerking Off 


A lthough we commend the city’s intent to make gay sex 
clubs safe for patrons, we take issue with the knee-jerk 
manner in which it has gone about it. It appears city 
officials didn’t think this through well enough before 
acting. 

We’ve been given contradictory information. Is it an AIDS is¬ 
sue, or not? Have clubs been notified of violations and given ad¬ 
equate time to comply, or not? Is this a morals issue, or not? Will 
there be police raids, or not? Are there really fire dangers, or is 
this being used as a pretense for harassment? Are the clubs public 
or private? Are they businesses or private parties? Are dl the 
clubs “guilty” of the same practices and offenses or just some? Is 
the city really willing to work with these clubs, or will they all be 
slowly needled into closing? 

Politics seems to be the driving force behind the crackdown. 
The impending publication of an article in the Sept. 15 San Fran¬ 
cisco Examiner about gay sex clubs forced Agnos to act or sup¬ 
posedly look soft on the purported dangers these clubs present. 

Chief Willis Casey also has said that the city wanted to discour¬ 
age others who wanted to get in the “sex club business.” 

We also take issue with the way city officials have attempted 
to paint this as not a gay-specific issue. The mainstream media did 
not buy this bill of goods, choosing only to focus on gay sex clubs, 
fueling homophobia and further dividing the gay and straight 
communities. The fundamentalists must be eating this up. 

The sex club controversy has been going on for several years. 
The Church of the Secret Gospel was visited by police and fire of¬ 
ficials in late summer of 1989 and 1990. Yet it has remained open 
without incident ever since. So we have to ask, why is it being sin¬ 
gled out now? We also have to ask why the Fire Department nev¬ 
er issued an occupancy limit certificate to the church, and then 
cited it last week for not having one. 

Frank Finch seems to have been thrown overboard, and every¬ 
one who has an agenda against the sex club scene is involved in 
the feeding frenzy. Most of the other sex clubs operate in a similar 
manner to the church, charging admissions and having some de¬ 
gree of fire safety problems. Yet they haven’t been targeted — yet. 

That is not to say there aren’t legitimate concerns about the 
church. Father Frank Finch should adopt the Coalition for 
Healthy Sex’s guidelinea And if there are serious fire dangers, 
they should be addressed. But again, we must ask why have they 
not been addressed in the past year since the fire inspector last 
visited the facility? A year in which no one’s safety was ever com¬ 
promised. 

At his news conference, the mayor said this was not an AIDS 
issue, then proceeded to turn the microphone over to Health De¬ 
partment officials who said it was an AIDS issue. 

We also find it very strange that Mayor Agnos would put so 
much credence in an anonymous letter that was sent to him harp¬ 
ing about unsafe sex as a reason for launching this crackdown. 

Many of the complaints about sex clubs come from disgruntled 
people who are sexually frustrated or have been 86’d by club op¬ 
erators for various reasons. 

Some patrons are going to engage in unsafe sex practices, both 
in the clubs and out. But to say the clubs present an AIDS risk 
and penalize all other patrons for the actions of a few seems harsh 
and unfair. The clubs offer a vehicle for educating gay men about 
safe sex, especially younger gays. 

San Francisco’s gay community has drastically reduced the 
HIV infection rate by dtering our sexual behavior. To come back 
at us now, as was done when the bathhouses were purged, and 
say we are not being responsible is condescending if not down¬ 
right insulting. We have this underground club scene now because 
those legitimate, licensed businesses were forced to shut down. 

These clubs are not public, and they are not businesses. The 
California consensual sex law states that it is legal for consenting 
adults to engage in sexual activities in private, not public. A busi¬ 
ness open to the public is a public place, a cIuId where consenting 
sexual activity can occur is a private place. And most of these 
clubs do not make a profit, they collect fees or donations to cover 
the costs of operation. But if the city chooses to argue these points, 
it seems likely it will be doing it in court. 

The first club has been shut down and the other clubs are now 
running scared, thanks to all the media attention. But gay men are 
going to continue to have sex. If these clubs are shut down, sex 
in the streets will result, and we’ll find gay men targeted there.

Three Issues 


A fire in a Washington, DC gay after-hours club 
called the Cinema Follies killed nine 
customers in 1977. The victims — all gay men 
— couldn’t get off the second floor because the 
owner, who was later convicted on four criminal 
charges, failed to provide emergency exits in his 
building. 

Last year in New York City, 87 people died at the 
Happy Land social club when a front-door fire turn¬ 
ed the dance floor into a gas chamber, asphyxiating 
the customers. 

It was one of the deadliest fires in New York City 
history. 

In both cases, the owners of these establishments 
refused to obey city fire codes and did not have the 
proper licenses to make their businesses legal. They 
put profit ahead of safety. Ninety-six people paid with 
their lives for the greed of those owners. 

In both cases, only after disaster struck did the com¬ 
munity take action against club owners who exploited 
their customers for profit. I want to take action now 
so we can avoid a delayed response after people have 
died. 

It is not acceptable for people to be left vulnerable 
by businesses that refuse to provide basic standards • 
of safety. 

That is why last week I ordered city departments 
(police, fire and health) to work together to make sure 
all social clubs are both safe and legal. Over the week¬ 
end, safety checks were conducted at a number of 
social clubs, including several dance clubs whose 
clientele is primarily straight. When conditions were 
found to be unsafe, citations were issued. 

These night clubs offer a variety of entertainment 
for their customers. Some are dance clubs that draw 
large numbers of young people from throughout the 
Bay Area. A few are primarily gay sex clubs. 

There are three issues that concern the operation 
of the sex clubs: fire codes, complaints from neighbors 
and unsafe sexual activity. 

For the past year, the San Francisco Police, Fire and 
Health Departments have been working with the 
owners of these clubs to help them comply with fire 
and safety codes. 

The Health Department has been working with a 
community-based organization called the Coalition 
for Healthy Sex, a group of club owners who promote 
safe sex in their establishments. 


Most of the sex club owners have been cooperative. 
The owners of two in particular — The Night Gallery 
on Folsom and The Church of the Secret Gospel on 
Tehama — have not. They have failed to meet even the 
minimum requirements for emergency exits, fire- 
resistant building materials, sprinklers, fire ex¬ 
tinguishers, lighting and crowd limits. 

The Night Gallery was so overcrowded one evening 
that the floor partially collapsed onto the first-floor 
business below. 

We will not tolerate business owners — gay or 
straigjit — who refuse to meet the minimum standards 
for safety. 

According to the Coalition on Healthy Sex, the 
owners of these establishments have also failed to ag¬ 
gressively promote safe sex. While the management 
of most sex clubs strongly discourages unsafe sex, the 
Night Gallery and the Church seem to look the other 
way. 

The issue is not morality, or making judgments 
about how people should spend their leisure time. It’s 
about taking care of people who live and play here by 
requiring business owners to keep their customers out 
of harm’s way. 

From the start of the AIDS epidemic, the gay com¬ 
munity has done an exemplary job of promoting 
healthy sex through outreach and education. I want 
peoi^le to continue being safe — to take care of them¬ 
selves and not slip back into unhealthy behavior that 
could place them or their partners at risk for HIV in¬ 
fection. 

We’ve all lost too many friends and loved ones to 
the AIDS epidemic to now, ten years into this epidem¬ 
ic, lose our resolve for safety. 

City departments will do their part to work with 
community groups to ensure that these clubs are safe 
for those who participate in their activities. 

It is unacceptable for businesses to not have proper 
fire exits. It is unacceptable for businesses to ignore 
complaints from neighbors. And we will work with 
the community to shut down businesses that provide 
an atmosphere where unhealthy sex threatens to 
reverse the progress we have made on reducing new 
HIV infections.

The Real Gloria LaRiva 

★ A recent letter to the editor encouraged us to “talk 
about LaRiva”, the Worker’s World Party candidate 
for mayor. I would therefore like to describe an en- 
couner I had with her not long ago, particularly as it 
reflects LaRiva’s true attitude toward the gay and les¬ 
bian community. 

I was participating in a demonstration at the State 
Building protesting the Supreme Court’s decision to 
restrict “Title X” money so that federally funded 
health clinics can’t acknowledge the existence of abor¬ 
tion.

I then asked her if Winnie’s use of 
homophobia to justify murder was not, in fact, some 
cause for concern. 

But LaRiva refused to answer, making it clear that 
a pure, proletarian revolutionary like herself could not 
be expected to waste time deliberating with “petty 
bourgeois” (read: “gay”) types like me.

Continuum: A Bizarre Puzzle 

★ In response to Mr. Bruce Cronander’s letter to the 
Bay Area Reporter of Sept. 5,1 questioned not only 
his need to clarify a benefit for his organization, but 
find some of his clarifications “questionable.” It has 
been rumored for many years now about Mr. Harry 
Denton’s alleged illegal activities, so why wasn’t Mr. 
Denton’s site questioned from the start? As well, how 
did Mr. Denton contact Continuum? I believe Mr. Den¬ 
ton’s “connection” (no pun intended) was Mr. 
Cronander. 

From deals in U.N. Plaza to people under the in¬ 
fluence during the program, I feel Continuum lacks 
a commitment to fighting drug abuse.

Stop Child Molesters 

★ Isn’t it time to get the child molesters out of the 
public school system in San Francisco? 

On the evening of Sept. 12, the San Francisco 
School Board will take up the issue of whether the Boy 
Scouts of America (BSA) should be allowed to con¬ 
tinue to use the public schools to recruit members and 
hold meetings. The BSA promotes sexism, religious 
intolerance and homophobia. If our public schools are 
to be places where diversity and understanding are 
taught, then any organization that teaches bigotry, 
hatred and fear ought not to be a part of that system. 

The highly-visible Boy Scouts of America — with 
some 4.5 million members — flatly refuses to accept 
gay youth. The BSA lists the names of “known or 
suspected homosexuals” in its Ineligible Volunteer 
File. 

“But wait,” I hear concerned citizens and harried 
parents say, “the Scouts offer the city’s boys a lot of 
worthwhile opportunities.” Well, it is likely that the 
KKK also offers children the chances to hike, swim 
and toast marshmallows over an open fire (or burn¬ 
ing crosses). But,that doesn’t mean that we ought to 
invite the Klan to set up shop in our local schools. In 
effect, if not intent, the BSA is little removed from 
KKK-style hate mongering. 

We know that some 60 percent of all anti-gay/lesbian 
assaults are perpetrated by young queer bashers under 
the age of 21. Where do these bashers learn to hate us? 
In their homes, churches and synagogues, of course, 
and through the mainstream media, too. But such 
lessons in fear and bloodlust are also taught in school 
and at Boy Scout meetings. We can blow all the 
whistles we want, but we must ultimately reckon with 
queer bashing at the source, where children are be¬ 
ing first taught to despise and belittle homosexuali¬ 
ty and homosexuals. 

The heterosexist Boy Scout industry preaches not 
only hatred toward us, but encourages self-hatred as 
well. I have no doubt that somewhere, at this moment, 
a young boy is considering suicide because he has 
been taught that his homosexuality is a “sin.” His life 
will not be saved by having some homophobic Scout 
Master come into his school and confirm that yes, in¬ 
deed, queers cire sick and immoral. This position, so 
vehemently advocated by the BSA, contributes direct¬ 
ly to the high rate of suicide amongst young gay boys. 
One third of all teen suicides are the result of 
homophobia In the face of such senseless slaughter, 
we must stand firmly against the BSA and put an end 
to the organization’s lethal, bloodstained propagan¬ 
dizing in our schools. 

If queers will not defend queer children, who will? 
In many ways, both moral and cultural, they are our 
children. It is indeed time to protect our children from 
the real child molesters and get the Boy Scouts out 
of the public schools. Call -H15) 241-6427 and register 
your vote against prejudice and hate, and attend the 
School Board meeting (7 p.m., Everett Middle 
School). Just say “No!” to touting!

Botkin Off Track 

★ In the Aug. 29 edition of B.A.R., “The Great KS 
Debate,” Michael Botkin makes a number of false 
statements. 

He tries to discredit Peter Duesberg, a molecular 
biologist at UC Berkeley, who mciintains that there is 
no evidence that the HIV virus causes AIDS. Botkin 
claims that “the success of AZT in attacking HIV 
proves that HIV is the cause of AIDS.” 

Well, a study from the SF Department of Health 
shows that after three years there is no difference if 
a person with AIDS took AZT or not — the survival 
rate was the same for two groups, about 20 percent. 

The most effective drug I have heard about is Doxy- 
cycline, which is an antibacterial, not antiviral drug. 
Botkin shows his baser side, calling Duesberg a 
“Douche-bag” for his “patently false beliefs.” But why? 
The link between HIV and AIDS is still only circum¬ 
stantial — it’s never been proven. 

Some villages in Africa and South America with 
endemic HIV infections have been found to not have 
any cases of AIDS. Of the many millions of people in¬ 
fected with HIV in the entire continent of Africa, only 
about 45,000 have AIDS. No virus has ever been found 
that causes radically different diseases in different 
hosts. AIDS includes diseases not caused by immune 
suppression such as dementia and lymphoma (cancer). 
The epidemiology of AIDS isn’t consistent with the 
prevailing paradigm of a single disease entity caused 
by a single infectious agent. AIDS has not spread the 
way an infectious disease would, but has remained 
tightly compartmentalized, confined almost entirely 
to two main risk groups: intravenous drug users and 
a certain subset of gay men. 

Finally, Duesberg is not alone in questioning the 
HIV AIDS hypothesis. Other prominent scientists in¬ 
clude Nobel-prize winning Wdter Gilbert at Harvard; 
virologist Beverly Grifin in England, Luc Montagnier 
in Paris, and Harry Rubin, dean of retrovirology at 
Berkeley.

I’ll bet Michael suf¬ 
fered from cute monickers based on his last name as 
a child It’s too bad he chooses to perpetrate such of¬ 
fenses. AIDS, however, is hardly kidstuff, and a great 
deal more imagination and open-mindedness, and a 
great deal less dogma will be required before progress 
is made towards a solution. 

Is Botkin really suggesting, especially in light of 
“sketchy knowledge,” that individuals who question 
the current “opinion of the AIDS movement,” or the 
government for that matter, should be automatically 
discredited? Duesberg may not have airtight 
arguments or conclusions, but for many of us who 
have attempted AZT, to our intense discomfort and 
clinical disress, AZT is poison; besides the obvious fact 
that it has cured nothing, ever, for anybody. How ef¬ 
ficacious is that? Duesberg has made some of us think 
more deeply, whether we agree with his recommen¬ 
dations or not. That is exactly why we need such 
“radicals.” Why, in “America,” would anyone belittle 
that? 

I never much appreciated the term, “HIVer,” it’s no 
different that offensive doctors referring to patients 
by the names of their diseases, but Botkin outdoes 
himself with “KSer.” KSer my ass! Perhaps he 
believes such cute expressions ease an otherwise 
dreadful experience, but they actually serve to detract 
from any serious observations he might have. 

I think Mr. Botkin should leave tasteless trashing 
to the cartoonist whose work graces his column and 
concentrate on the problem of AIDS, not disparaging 
those who, unfortunately against great odds, at least 
continue to think about what has gone so horribly 
wrong.

GOP the Majority Party? 




T he national Republican 
Party, which has long 
been outnumbered by 
Democrats since the 
1930s, sometimes by almost 
2-to-l margins, is slowly be¬ 
coming what many feel is the 
country’s majority party. 

According to a recent poll 
completed by the Roper Cen¬ 
ter for Public Opinion Re¬ 
search and the three major 
television networks, about one- 
third of American voters now 
consider themselves Republi¬ 
can, one-third identify with the 
Democratic Party, and the 
other third claim to be inde¬ 
pendents. 

According the the Roper 
Poll, a striking change has 
taken place within the past few 
years in the American political 
environment, and if it lasts — 
and trends seem to favor the 
change — this could return the 
Republican Party to the major¬ 
ity status it enjoyed nearly a 
century aga 

Jeffrey Alderman, the direc¬ 
tor of polling for ABC News, 
said recently that “the 
Democrats can no longer 
claim to be the majority party 
in this country,” and this has to 
indeed be bleak news for a par¬ 
ty that is struggling to find a 
big-name presidential candi¬ 
date and any kind of a winning 
message to put up against 
President Bush, the 67-year old 
Republican whose ratings in 
the polls continue to hover 
around the 75 percent approval 
mark. 

The message of the shrink¬ 
ing registration among Demo¬ 
crats and higher among Re¬ 
publicans is especially grim 
for Democrats because Repub¬ 
licans are historically more 
likely than Democrats to go to 
the polls on Election Day, and 
since more “independents” 
lean right than left these days. 

According to Roper, the 
decline of the Democratic Par¬ 
ty’s majority began just over a 
decade ago, as Jimmy Carter 
was finishing his term in the 
White House. The Democrat¬ 
ic lead hit bottom last winter 
during the Persian Gulf war, 
and now figures show only a 
three-to-five-point Democratic 
edge, virtually a statistical tie. 

Democratic National Party 
Chair Ron Brown, reacting to 
the latest national political 
figures, downplayed the stats, 
pointing out that there are still 
more Democratic governors, 
senators, members of Con¬ 
gress and state legislators now 
than when Ronald Reagan was 
president. 

However, Democratic vic¬ 
tory margins are clearly 
shrinking and the OOP’s abili¬ 
ty to attract young voters, who 
are registering with the GOP 
by better than a 3-to-2 margin, 
is particularly disturbing to 
Democratic Party leaders. 

Furthermore, according to 
the recent survey, most in¬ 
dicators seem to favor con¬ 
tinued Republican growth. 
Some of these indicators are: 
the flight to the suburbs and 
the decay of big-city Democrat¬ 
ic machines; 1992 will be the 
first national election where a 
majority of voters will in fact 
be suburbanites; fewer voters 
wearing blue collars and the 
union label, traditional Demo¬ 
cratic identifying marks; 
white-collar workers tend to be 
more Republican; the popula¬ 
tion migration from the Dem¬ 
ocratic North and East to the 
more conservative Sun Belt 




states, reconfirmed by the 1990 
census; and racial tensions, 
which have been driving white 
voters from the Democratic 
Party since the mid-1960s. 

Meanwhile, the survey 
showed that Democratic voters 
traditionally tend to be older, 
poorer, less well-educated, ur¬ 
ban and heavily black, all 
shrinking segments of the elec¬ 
torate, while Republican 
voters tend to be richer, whiter, 
better educated, suburban and 
younger, all expanding slices 
of the American political pie. 

While it is an uncontested 
fact that more young voters are 
registering Republic 2 ui than 
they are Democrat, some polit¬ 
ical scientists still feel that par¬ 
ty identification is no longer as 
significant a factor in how peo¬ 
ple actually vote as it used 
to be. 

However, even Mark Mell- 
man, pollster for the Demo¬ 
cratic National Committee, 
acknowledged that the new 
figures showing an evapora¬ 
tion of the Democratic major¬ 
ity is “troubling” — actually, it 
is something of a “big deal — 
because 80 percent of the par¬ 
ty faithful tend to still vote for 
their party’s candidate,” he 
added. 

And though, as Ron Brown 
points out. Democrats still 
hold a majority of most high 
political offices, even his party 
acknowledges that Democrat¬ 
ic victory margins over the 
past six to eight years have 
been shrinking. Couple these 
new voter loyalty figures with 
the fact that the Democratic 
Party is desperately looking 
for a credible candidate to take 
on Bush, and it all spells big 
trouble for a party that once 
enjoyed a faithful majority 
among the country’s voters. 

Indeed, the Democratic Peu-- 
ty is looking to some lean 
times, and not only at the 
White House level.

California’s junior Sen. John 
Seymour is for gay rights. Or is 
he? If you were one of these 
gay Republicans attending the 
state GOP convention in 
Anaheim this past weekend, 
you probably were wondering. 
When Seymour is talking with 
gay voters (particularly gay Re¬ 
publican voters) he leaves the 
distinct impression that he 
supports rights for all — even 
gays and lesbians. 

In fact, he reportedly told a 
reporter for a gay paper some 
time ago that he “deeply re¬ 
gretted” that he once voted 
against gay rights legislation 
while he was serving in the 
state senate. 

In Anaheim last weekend, 
where he was surrounded by 
right-wing Republicans, he 
quickly denied saying that he 
had ever made the statement. 
In fact, the senator danced 
around the gay rights issues. 


refusing to take a stand one 
way or another on the gay 
rights legislation now on Gov. 
Peter Wilson’s desk. 

Now, what he will tell his 
next audience with gay and 
lesbian members of one gay 
Republican Log Cabin club re¬ 
mains to be seen. There is one 
Republican Senate candidate 
who is looking good, however. 
Rep. Tom Campbell, running 
candidate for the GOP 
nomination for retiring Sen. 
Alan Cranston’s seat, has a real 
chance of defeating Bruce 
Herschensohn, the Bill Dan- 
nemeyer look-alike who is op¬ 
posing Campbell in next June’s 
GOP primary, and I know a lot 
of gay Democrats who might 
vote for this guy. As for 
Seymour, however, the guy is 
looking more and more like a 
phony every day, and backers 
of Dianne Feinstein have got to 
be smiling. 

As for AB 101 passing and 
getting to Pete Wilson, who, at 
press time, had taken no stand 
on what he would do with the 
bill, those senate senators who 
voted ^ga/nsfAB 101 are: Ayala 
(D) of Chino; Presley (D) of 
Riverside; Craven (R), Ocean- 
side; Hill (R), Whittier; 
Leonard (R), Big Bear; Leslie 
(R) Auburn; Lewis (R) Orange; 
Rogers (R) Bakersfield; Royce 
(R) Anaheim; and Russell (R) 
of Glendale. (At least a couple 
of the GOP senators who voted 
against the legislation are 
reportedly closet gays). 

Absent or not voting were: 
Bergeson (R-Newport Beach); 
Boatwright (D-Concord); Davis 
(R-Santa Clarita); Greene (D- 
L.A.); and Vuich (D-Dinuba). 
San Francisco’s two senators, 
Marks and Kopp, voted /or AB 
101 in the Senate. 

If you don’t think the na¬ 
tion^ Democratic Party is in 
dire straights, figure this: the 
national Senatorial Campaign 
Committee had to borrow 
$500,000 from a bank recently 
to help fund the November 
campaign of Pennsylvania 
Sen. Harris Wofford, who is 
lagging behind former Attor¬ 
ney General Dick Thornburgh 
in the nation’s only U.S. Senate 
race this year. Tlie Republi¬ 
cans, of course, had no such 
funding problems. 

A well done to Portland’s 
gay and lesbian community for 
raising nearly $200,000 in its 
first ever AIDS walk last week¬ 
end. 

A plan to move the 1992 Cali¬ 
fornia presidential primary 
from June to March was killed 
by the state Senate Appropria¬ 
tions Committee last week, 
and barring an unlikely last- 
minute revival, the legislation 
is dead for next year. 

Good news for Gov. Pete 
Wilson; a national rating of the 
nation’s 18 new governors who 
took office in January con¬ 
ducted for USA Today by five 
of the country’s leading 
poltical analysts, rated Repub¬ 
lican Wilson and Texas Gov. 
Ann Richards, a Democrat, as 
the best of the lot. Wilson, in 
the words of the USA Today 
panel, gets “the strongest 
thumbs up in the nation” (“his 
handling of a $14 billion bud¬ 
get deficit was most deft”). 

Mayoral Roundup 
Supervisor Angela Alioto 
picked up the endorsement of 
the important Sierra Club 
(they endorsed Agnos the last 
time £u-ound).

Info 
Sought 
In Gay 
Attacks

Community United 
Against Violence seeks any 
information about the follow¬ 
ing recent incidents of anti- 
lesbian/gay violence: 

* On Aug. 4 at 10:30 p.m. 
on Folsom and Third near an 
adult bookstore, an assailant 
began a conversation with a 
victim. He then followed the 
victim to his C£U-, where he 
kissed and fondled him, then 
grabbed the victim’s wallet 
and fled. 

The victim described the 
assailant as a black male, 
about 25 years of age, 5’10” in 
height, with a medium build 
and light eyes, wearing a 
baseball cap. 

Similar incidents have oc¬ 
curred near Civic Center, on 
Polk Street and in the Castro. 

* On Aug. 19 at 8:45 p.m., 
between Sanchez and Noe, 
Market and 18th, two as¬ 
sailants shouted obscenities as 
they approached two male 
victims. As the assailants 
passed by, one turned and hit 
one of the victims from be¬ 
hind, and the other produced 
a gun with which he threat¬ 
ened both victims. The as¬ 
sailants stole the victims’ wal¬ 
lets and fled. 

The victims described the 
assailants as Caucasian or 
Latino men, about 25 years of

SF Chamber Backs AB 101 

The San Francisco Chcunber of Commerce has announced 
its support for Assembly Bill 101, which could amend state 
law to make it illegal to discriminate in employment on the 
basis of sexual orientation. “San Francisco businesses have 
operated under similar anti-discrimination laws for almost 
20 years,” says Donald Doyle, Chamber president. “We see 
no reason not to extend those same protections to employees 
statewide.” AB 101 has passed the A^embly and the ^nate. 
Gov. Pete Wilson has not indicated if he will veto the legisla¬ 
tion. The Chamber will lend its support to encouraging the 
governor to sign the legislation into the law. 

Queer Scout Camporee Planned 

The Sept. 19 meeting of the United Way Board of Directors 
will be the site of a Queer Scout Camporee, says an orga¬ 
nizer of the Queer Nation focus group. According to John 
Wood, UWBA’s continued funding of the anti-gay Boy 
Scouts is a violation of the agency’s non-discrimination poli¬ 
cy. Woods said the UWBA has also made no movement in 
evaluating its relationship with the homophobic group. A 
task force exploring issue has not been convened or had 
members appointed. The UWBA meeting is at 12:15 p.m. 
at the agency offices at 410 Bush St. 

Achtenberg on 'Today Show' 

Supervisor Roberta Achtenberg will make an appearance 
on the Today Show on Sept. 20. The show airs from 7-9 
a.m. on KRON TV, Channel 4. In a taped interview Achten¬ 
berg will discuss the gay community’s efforts to combat dis¬ 
crimination by the Boy Scouts of America. Achtenberg has 
authored a resolution before the Board of Supervisors urg¬ 
ing state and national congressional leaders to deny the Boy 
Scouts special privileges that allow them to use pubic prop¬ 
erty to hold meetings. Achtenberg is also on the United 
Way of the Bay Area Board of Directors. 

Lambskin Condom Warnings 

Warning signs will be posted wherever lambskin mem¬ 
brane condoms are sold in Seui Francisco, under an ordi¬ 
nance proposed by Supervisor Carole Migden. The warning 
sign, provided by the city, will state that latex condoms are 
more effective for the prevention of AIDS, hepatitis B and 
herpes viruses than the natural lambskin membranes. The 
ordinance is in response to studies that indicate the viruses 
can pass through the large pores of the lambskin condoms. 
A similar ordinances Wcis adopted last June in S 2 mta Bar¬ 
bara.

Queer Nationals March 
On Fundies' Church

LOS ANGELES - An¬ 
gered by the continued “inva¬ 
sion” of West Hollywood by 
Orange County Christian fun¬ 
damentalists trying to convert 
lesbians and gays, between 80 
to 100 Queer Nationals and 
other activists retaliated by 
staging a noisy protest at the 
Calvary Church in Santa Ana 
Sept. 8. 

The activists demonstrated 
during the church’s two main 
worship services, which at¬ 
tract crowds of up to 500 
parishioners each. 

“They were stunned,” says 
Wayne Karr, a Queer Nation¬ 
al who dressed in skirt and an 
“Infected Faggot” T-shirt. 

Several parishioners 
dropped to their knees in 
prayer and “spoke in 
tongues.” Another tried to 
ram protesters with his elec¬ 
tric wheelchair. A womdn in 
a van with her family gave 
them “the finger.” 

Karr’s message was sim¬ 
ple: “I respect their right to 
believe as they choose. What 
is not acceptable is their lack 
of respect for us by trying to 
impose their belief system on 
us,” he said later. 

He was excited by how 
powerful the action was in 
bringing together a number 
of different groups to protest, 
including P-FLAG and 
ULOAH (United Lesbieins of 
African Heritage). 


“It is clear that what the 
fundamentalists have done 
has violated a large segment 
of the community,” Karr said. 

“It was quite a circus, says 
Connie Norman who joined 
ACT UP/LA’s radical fairie 
contingent. 

Norman said she ex¬ 
plained to one parishioner 
that they were not protesting 
the people or the worship ser¬ 
vice but rather the church^ 
leadership, which denies 
AIDS and health-care infor¬ 
mation to their parishioners. 

She also said that it was 
not “God’s love” for Christian 
fundamentalists to come to a 
community vulnerable from 
AIDS deaths and preach their 
“adverse agenda.” 

At one point neighbors 
started throwing eggs at the 
protesters but nothing was 
done until an Orange County 
police officer was hit. 


Meanwhile, six activists 
protested inside the Church. 

Queer National Patt Riese 
was one of three who stood 
up and turned their backs on 
the pulpit in silent protest be¬ 
fore the sermon. Riese’s T- 
shirt read, “I don’t need con¬ 
verting” on the front and 
“Stop attacking Queers” on 
the back. They were escort¬ 
ed out without incident. 

However, at the end of the 
sermon three other activists 
stood up and yelled “Stop 
Crucifying Queers” and “For¬ 
give them Father for they 
know not what they do.” 

They were forcefully re¬ 
strained and arrested for tres¬ 
passing and disturbing a reli¬ 
gious service. All were re¬ 
leased on their own recog¬ 
nizance. 

Sister X (John Chiderster) 
of the new Los Angeles chap¬ 
ter of the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence also joined the 
protest dressed in a nun’s 
habit. 

Sister X says her San 
Francisco-based mother supe¬ 
rior sent her to L.A. “on a 
mission because there’s so 
much work to do.” ▼

Hollywood Moguls, Stars 
Pledge to Fight AIDS Bias

LOS ANGELES - Reeling 
from the shock of actor Brad 
Davis’ death from AIDS Sept. 
8, the heads of two of Holly¬ 
wood’s major companies 
pledged to battle AIDS dis¬ 
crimination within the indus¬ 
try. 

The pledge from Fox 
Chairman Barry Diller and 
MCA/Universal President 
Sidney Sheinberg included 
$125,000 in seed money to 
start an AIDS education and 
outreach program called Hol¬ 
lywood Supports to “make 
certain that no one with 
AIDS is passed over or de¬ 
nied employmeat.” 

The announcement, read 
by actor Bruce Davison 
(Longtime Companion), came 
Sept. 15 at the fifth annual 
Commitment to Life benefit 
for AIDS Project Los Angles 
(APLA), the second largest 
AIDS service organization in 
the world. 

Davison also commented, 
“We as an industry failed 
Brad Davis, and we’re failing 
other people with AIDS.’’ 

The spectacular, star-stud¬ 
ded evening honored 
singer/actress Bette Midler, 
AIDS expert Dr. Joel Weis- 
man, Sheinberg and produc¬ 
er/ personal manager Barry 
Krost. The event raised 
$950,000 with an estimated 
5,500 in attendance at the 
Universal Amphitheatre. 

Many of the seats were 
given away to people with 
AIDS and other AIDS organi¬ 
zations who thrilled to show¬ 
stopping performances by 
Jennifer Holliday, the Irish 
film band The Commitments, 
a duet by Sarah Brightman 
and Lainie Kazan (“Anything 
You Can Do”), comedy by 
Robin Williams, Paul Reiss, 
Carol Charming (with three 
drag queens), and an especial¬ 
ly poignant and funny film 
performance by Terry 
Sweeney as Nancy Reagan. 

But an undercurrent of 
anger rippled throughout 
celebrity interviews. Most 
were stunned by revelations 
of the fear and isolation en¬ 
dured by Davis and his fami¬ 
ly, fears made public by Su¬ 
san Bluestein, Davis’ wife of 
15 years. 

In an interview with the 
Los Angeles Times, Blue¬ 
stein told of a book proposal 
written by Davis detailing 
“what it’s like to be infected

with HIV, to be receiving 
treatment, and having to re¬ 
main anonymous at all costs” 
for over six years. 

Barry Krost put the 
evening in context during his 
eloquent acceptance speech 
for Entertainment Buddy of 
the Year Award. 

“The frame for this gather¬ 
ing is a harsh one. It is the 
frame of a disease and the ho¬ 
mophobia, racism and injus¬ 
tice which underlie it. It is 
the frame of tragedy and hor- 
Tor that takes those we love 
from us without mercy. It is 
the frame of a society rooted 
in hypocrisy which continues 
to sentence thousands of us to 
death while pretending that 
it has a commitment to life,” 
he said. 

Krost went on to indict 
Washington’s “silence and ne¬ 
glect.” 

Actor Richard Dreyfuss 
read a letter from Susan 
Bluestein to Dr. Weisman 
who was Davis’ doctor and 
friend. “The time has come 
for the veil of secrecy to be 
lifted. ... It was (Brad’s) final 
hope that as the fight contin¬ 
ues, and it will continue, that 
his death would play a small 
part in opening the door to a 
new acceptance and under¬ 


standing of HIV disease and 
AIDS,” she wrote, “Whatever 
the rules are today in Holly¬ 
wood, they must be changed 
so that people like Brad can 
come forward before they 
die.” 

The Holl 5 rwood power bro¬ 
kers seized the occasions of 
Davis’ death and the APLA 
event to answer the chal¬ 
lenge. “I will do all within 
my ability to support the in¬ 
terests of AIDS patients in 
receiving the care, support 
and dignity they deserve. I 
can do no less, no one among 
us can do any less and main¬ 
tain our humanity,” Sidney 
Sheinberg told the crowd. 

Dr. Weisman called people 
with AIDS his heroes, espe¬ 
cially Tim Bogue, his lover 
of 10 years, who passed away 
three weeks before the APLA 
event. He also cautioned the 
crowd against complacency. 

“The demise of the AIDS 
epidemic has been greatly ex- 
aggerated by those who ei¬ 
ther don’t care or don’t under¬ 
stand the disease,” he said. 

He called for help for HIV- 
infected people, regardless of 
their ability to pay. 

At first Bette Midler 
vamped as the Divine Miss 
M. But suddenly she 
switched gears and told the 
crowd that all her “gay men¬ 
tors” since 1965 have passed 
away. 

“I did my part. I didn’t 
head for the hills like so 
many others. For the first 
ten years, I have worked with 
people with AIDS because I 
couldn’t stand idly by twid¬ 
dling my thumbs pissing and 
moaning while people I love 
shrivel up and die,” she said 
almost defiantly. She then 
named her friends. “I’ll never 
be able to repay the debt I 
owe them,” she said before 
singing the Beatles song “In 
My Life.” 

Some gay industry insiders 
are still skeptical of any Hol¬ 
lywood pronouncements, not¬ 
ing in particular that it has 
taken a long time for Barry 
Diller especially to do or say 
anything despite the fact that 
several of his friends from the 
old Studio 54 days (Halston, 
Steve Rubell) have died of 
AIDS. 

On the other hand, openly 
gay actor Michael Kearns 
feels this is a “real turning 
point” and may even yield 
jobs for HIV-infected actors 
such as himself. T 
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Where the Money Is 

Travel Industry Eying Gay/Lesbian Tourism

Largely unnoticed by the 
mainstream daily press, the 
once-sm 2 ill and “discreet” les- 
bian/gay travel industry heis 
been virtually exploding dur¬ 
ing the past few years, with 
agencies blossoming cu'ound 
the country — including some 
highly specialized ones. 

With this recent growth of 
lesbian/gay tourism services, 
the less-than-rosy travel indus¬ 
try hcis begun to sit up and 
take notice of a heretofore ne¬ 
glected market segment that 
is increasingly seen as more 
recession-proof than most oth- 
ers. 

A large part of the reason 
for this growth comes from 
the success of the rights 
movement itself and the in¬ 
creasing openness of more 
and more lesbians and gays 
everywhere in this country. 

Fred Kohn, past president 
of the International Gay Trav¬ 
el Association, says, “Gays 
and lesbians are not afraid to 
travel openly anymore, 2Uid 
more and more gay people 
are looking to travel to places 
that are comfortable and 
friendly to their lifestyle.” 

This payoff of openness, 
Kohn says, has caused a “rev¬ 
olution in gay living (that) has 
spilled over into the travel in¬ 
dustry.” 

Mainstream Noticing 

With community visibility 
on the rise and tens of thou¬ 
sands of lesbians and gay 
men “out” as never before in 
the past, savvy mainstream 
industry folks have cilso be¬ 
gun to actively woo 
lesbian/gay tourists in un¬ 
precedented ways. 

This summer, both Travel 
Weekly and Travel Age, 
two of the industry’s leading 
trade publications, have fea¬ 
tured front-page articles on 
this (for them) newly discov¬ 
ered, affluent potential mar¬ 
ket. 

The robustness of the les¬ 
bian/gay travel market itself 
can be seen in the growing 
success of women-only travel 
agencies like Olivia Cruises 
based in Oakland, and Robin 
Tyler Productions in Los An¬ 
geles, and firms such as 
RSVP Travel Productions in 
Minneapolis and Windjam¬ 
mer Barefoot Cruises in Mia¬ 
mi, two firms that charter 
ships mainly for gay men’s 
cruises with such big-name 
steamship companies as Sun 
Line, Regency and Com¬ 
modore, hosting 15,000 or 
more passengers. 

Sailing Excursions 

Olivia Cruises is offering 
three sailing excursions for 
1992 and is aiming at getting 
the number up to seven each 
year, while RSVP is planning 
to expand its number of cruis¬ 
es to a dozen and is even 
working on the purchase of a 
small ship of its own. 

A growing number of spe¬ 
cialty agencies have also 
begun to appear within the 
past few years — like Under¬ 
sea Expeditions in San Fran¬ 
cisco, which operates diving 
tours aimed at lesbian and 
gay scuba divers, and Explor¬ 
er New Zealand Travel in 
Phoenix, which specializes in 
tours down under. 

The growth in the les¬ 
bian/gay travel market has 
also begun to generate a 
growth in secondary travel-re¬ 
lated services as well. 


'...Two Together?' 

Earlier this year. Random 
House published what is be¬ 
lieved to be the first mciss 
market book aimed specifical¬ 
ly at lesbian and gay travel¬ 
ers, “Are You Two ... Togeth¬ 
er? A Gay and Lesbian Trav¬ 
el Guide to Europe.” 

Sales have been good, and 
the witty, literate travel guide 
is already becoming some¬ 
thing of a minor best seller. 

Not only do cities with 
large lesbian/gay populations, 
like San Francisco, Los Ange¬ 
les, New York and Chicago, 
sport dozens of gay travel 
agencies, hotels, restaurants, 
inns and related businesses 
catering to lesbian and gay 
travelers, in some cities en¬ 
trepreneurs are also cashing 
in on local gay-specific attrac¬ 
tions. 

Trevor Hailey in San 
Francisco offers “Cruisin’ the 
Castro,” an easy and enjoy¬ 
able walking tour of the city’s 
largest gay neighborhood. 
There are similar tours in 
West Hollywood and New 
York’s Greenwich Village 
aimed at gay visitors to those 
enclaves. 

Bookstores like A Differ¬ 
ent Light also now devote a 
whole section to the growing 
number of lesbian and gay 
travel guides to just about ev¬ 
erywhere and publications 
catering to lesbian and gay 
tourists. 

The venerable Spartacus 
Guide, featuring information 
on gay European destina¬ 
tions, is now published in 
four languages. 

In addition, the Florida- 
based monthly travel maga¬ 
zine, Our World, regularly 
gives lesbian and gay vaca¬ 
tioners the inside, up-to-the- 
minute scoop on travel desti¬ 
nations from Tahiti to 
Leningrad to (of course) San 
Francisco. 

Dream Vacations 

And if the lesbian and gay 
traveler can’t find just the 
right thing for their dream va¬ 
cation, they can always con¬ 
tact the International Gay 
Travel Association for a refer¬ 
ral to one of their 172 affiliated 
member agencies or some 200 
hotel owners, resort owners, 
tour operators and travel 
guide publishers. 

A major clue to why the 
mainstream travel industry 
has begun eying lesbian and 
gay tourists with such envy 
might be found in IGTA’s 
agency bookings, which repre¬ 
sent more than $450 million in 
annual sales volume. While 
the recession has turned the 
travel industry sluggish almost 
everywhere, most of IGTA’s 
member agencies reported re¬ 
cently that sales in 1991 have 
far exceeded those of last year. 

Even cities that depend 
heavily on tourism dollars to 
keep their economies bubbling 
have started promoting loc^ 
attractions to entice lesbian 
and gay tourists. 

For the 1990 Lesbian/Gay 
Freedom Day Parade in San 
Francisco, the city’s Conven¬ 
tion and Visitors Bureau 
brought in five newspaper and 
magazine writers from around 
the country during June for a 
“familiarization” trip — an ex¬ 
pense-paid junket for travel 
journalists whom the city 
hoped would then give San 
Francisco some good press. 
What was unusual about this 
media perk was that the bu¬ 


reau was hosting writers from 
the lesbian/gay press around 
the country. The bureau will 
be repeating the invited PR 
trips for gay writers again in 
1992. 

This past June, the bureau 
also took out full-page ads in 
two leading gay news¬ 
magazines to promote gay 
tourism to San Francisco dur¬ 
ing the Freedom Day celebra¬ 
tion. 

San Francisco Big Bucks 

As the largest reg^leu* pub¬ 
lic event in the city, drawing 
more than 500,000 people, it 
doesn’t take a financial genius 
to figure out that the potential 
income from lesbian/gay 
tourism here is a major piece 
of cash. 

The Chicago-based Over¬ 
looked Opinions, a market re¬ 
search firm specializing in the 
lesbian/gay community, recent¬ 
ly detailed how prime a m£tr- 
ket segment that community 
is. 

According to Overlooked 
Opinions, more thcui half of 
the gay men’s households sur¬ 
veyed had income of $50,000 
or more, and nearly 30 percent 
of the lesbian households were 
in the same income group.

Catastrophic Health Care 
Bill Goes to Gov. Wilson

SACRAMENTO — Assem¬ 
bly Bill 1789, authored by As- 
semblymember Dave Elder 
(D-Long Beach), was sent to 
Gov. Pete Wilson Sept. 13. 

The bill provides the direc¬ 
tor of the State Department 
of Health Services with the 
authority to appoint a full¬ 
time employee and other staff 
to implement a low-cost catas¬ 
trophic health care program. 
That program was created by 
legislation also authored by 
Elder which provides catas¬ 
trophic health insurance cov¬ 
erage with a $50,000 de¬ 
ductible and covering up to 
$1 million in lifetime health 
care benefits. 

According to Elder, the 
program is designed to pro¬ 
tect patients from financial 
ruin. 

“One in five Californians, 
that’s six million people, lack 
medical insurance,” Elder 
said. “Ninety percent of that 
uninsured population is com¬ 


posed of people who work for 
a living, and when a catas¬ 
trophic illness hits, they often 
lose their homes, cars, savings 
and everything they’ve 
worked for trying to pay 
medical bills.” 

Elder said the insurance 
plan would kick in after an 
individual or family has spent 
$50,000 from all other sources, 
including a regular health in¬ 
surance policy, in a single 
year on the illness. The plan 
is modeled after similar suc¬ 
cessful plans in effect in Bal¬ 
timore and Montgomery 
County, Md., which are insur¬ 
ing 115,000 people. 

The provisions in both of 
Elder’s bills ensure that the 
program is carried out 
through contracts with non¬ 
profit hospital service plans in 
consultation with the Depart¬ 
ment of Insurance. The pri¬ 
vate contractors would share 
a percentage of the earned 
premiums with the Depart¬ 
ment of Health Services to 
cover administrative costs. 


which would create a free¬ 
standing program with no 
cost to the state. 

The bill also provides for a 
six-member advisory commit¬ 
tee comprised of doctors, con¬ 
sumers and health insurance 
industry representatives to as¬ 
sist the Department of Health 
Services in developing con¬ 
tracts with disability insurers 
and to provide for effective 
monitoring of insurer perfor¬ 
mance. 

The bill was sent to the 
governor after the Assembly 
concurred with Senate 
amendments, 67-11. 

Elder said his plan is long 
overdue. 

“Hopefully, the governor 
will see that this bill will ulti¬ 
mately save the state millions 
of dollau's by keeping the vic¬ 
tims of catastrophic illness off 
of public assistance,” he said. 

It is estimated that cover¬ 
age could be as low as $30 a 
year for individuals and up to 
$100 a year for families. ▼ 


Kearns Gomes Out 
As HIV-Positive

While a powerful force 
fighting AIDS through art, 
openly gay actor/writer/direc¬ 
tor Michael Kearns has al¬ 
ways danced around report¬ 
ing his HIV status for fear of 
losing jobs — until now. 

On Sept. 16, Kearns told 
NBC correspondent Faith 
Daniels that he was HIV pos¬ 
itive. The interview was not 
“shock T^^’ Kearns said, but 
a “human encounter.” 

In a telephone interview, 
Ke 2 U'ns said he felt inspired 
by actor Brad Davis’ courage 
to come forward 2 uid admit 
for the first time that he has 
HIV infection. 

“I felt that not one more 
HIV-infected actor or anyone 
else should die in shame,” 
Kearns said. “I’m doing this 
for all people with HIV. HIV 
is nothing to be ashamed of. 
For me to remain silent indi¬ 
cates shame or fear on some 
level. Taking my cue from 
Brad Davis, I couldn’t remain 
silent.” 


Although Kearns’ one-man 
show Intimacies is booked 
up for a ye 2 U* in advance, he 
worries that others might be 
afraid to book him because of 
his being HIV positive. But 
so far he has received “enor¬ 
mous support,” especially 
from the “boys” who were 
“out in force to see me. I 
think they’re appreciative of 
the fact that I’m speaking 
out.” 

Kearns said he is excited 
by the sense of positive 
change in the entertainment 
industry. 

“I think there will be jobs. 
I have this belief that change 
is possible. On the one hand, 
I will continue to point out 
any flaws that exist. On the 
other hand, I wcuit to balance 
that with hope for the future 
— otherwise I wouldn’t have 
come out about my status. 
They could look the other 
way when I was merely an 
openly gay actor, but now 
they are forced to look at the 
issue of HIV among their 
own. And remember a movie

mogul is not immune to 
HIV. This is really revolution¬ 
ary what’s going on. There’s 
no way I can’t be a part of it,” 
he said. 

Kearns is in Washington, 
D.C, where he opened his 
national tour of Intimacies at 
the Smithsonian Institution. 
From there he heads to New 
York City, appearing in San 
Francisco in November. ▼

ranks, the Governor’s Office 
is non-committal. 

Dornan, R-Garden Grove, 
said Wilson should start 
championing some conserva¬ 
tive causes in order to rebuild 
his relationship with the GOP 
right wing before 1994. 

Dornan advised Wilson to 
start appeasing the right wing 
of the state GOP or he will 
end up a “one-term governor.” 

“Pete Wilson ought to se¬ 
lect some conservative issues 
and come out swinging,” He 
told reporters at the state 
OOP’s biennied convention. 

Dornan also said he has 
been designated by the White 
House to act as a “bridge 
builder” between growing fac¬ 
tions of GOP activists divided 
on the issue of what defines a 
real Republican. 

Meanwhile, back in the As¬ 
sembly, during debate on 
agreeing to changes made to 
the bill in the Senate, Assem¬ 
blyman David Knowles, R- 
Elk Grove, shocked the lower 
house by announcing that Cal¬ 
ifornians should know “the 
specifics of the lifestyle” aind 
describing sexual acts in 
graphic detail that he said 
were “disgusting.” 

Several lawmakers de¬ 
manded Knowles be silenced 
and censured, but Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown, D-San 
Francisco, said his language 
was acceptable under the 
rules. 

“... I don’t think I would be 
parliamentarily empowered 
to stop him from using those 
horrendously offensive 
terms,” Brown said. 

Knowles was making ref¬ 
erence to scatological prac¬ 
tices. 

A high-ranking Republican 
insider said that on a personal 
level the governor has no 
problem eidier with the bill 
or the need for it, but that po¬ 
litically he is “between a rock 
and a hcu-d place.” 

In an effort to place the is¬ 
sue on a national rather than 
a state perspective and to en¬ 
courage the governor to think 
of his national image and po¬ 
tential candidacy for presi¬ 
dent, Massachusetts Gov. 
William Weld sent Wilson a 
letter urging him to sign the 
bill. 

“Please allow me to add 
my voice to those encourag¬ 
ing you to sign this important 
bill,” Weld wrote. 

Other communications 
from prominent Republicans 
from across the country were 
expected to reach Wilson this 
week. 

Still, there is no sign from 
the Wilson camp. 

“You might as well sacri¬ 
fice a goat and read the en¬ 
trails,” Keller said. “There is 
just no indication. He listened 
actively and asked questions 
when we went in and talked 
to him for almost an hour, 
but he gave no signals.” 

Wilson has until Oct. 13 to 
either sign the bill into law, 
not sign it and allow it to be¬ 
come law anyway, or, as was 
mandated by the California 
Republican Party, to veto the 
bill. ▼

businesses should also be reg¬ 
ulated by the Department of 
Public Health and should ac¬ 
tively promote safe sex prac¬ 
tices. 

The crackdown has also 
surfaced as a campaign issue. 

“I’m very concerned about 
reports that there were raids 
over the weekend,” said An¬ 
gela Alioto. “The lesbian and 
gay community has done an 
excellent job in promoting 
safe sex practices and in 
changing risky behavior pat¬ 
terns. Many of these clubs 
promote safe sex and help ed¬ 
ucate people.” 

According to Alioto, “un¬ 
safe sex cannot be tolerated,” 
but she added that raids were 
not eui appropriate tactic. 

The way Mayor Art Agnos 
handled the situation “is a be¬ 
trayal of his friends and all 
the hard work of the lesbian 
and gay community,” said 
campaign manager T.J. An¬ 
thony, speaking for Rich 2 U'd 
Hongisto. 

“It’s curious coming right 
before an election,” Anthony 
said. “The clubs aren’t new. 
It’s obvious why it’s occurring 
before an election. The only 
thing the mayor is trying to 
prove is that he’s tough on 
gays.” 

“Maybe, maybe not,” Super¬ 
visor. Carole Migden said. 

“Sure you could raise your 
eyebrows about the timing,” 
Migden told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “But it’s not the issue. 
It would be grossly irrespon¬ 
sible to allow disease to 
spread without taking action. 
I believe the community has 
to set standards and make ab¬ 
solutely sure that safe sex is

practiced 100 percent in these 
establishments. We have to 
step forward and insist on 
this.” 

Agnos’ decision is “nothing 
short of a crackdown on our 
rights to privacy eind freedom 
of expression,” said Supervi¬ 
sor Harry Britt. Britt said that 
the vast majority of people at¬ 
tending such establishments 
do not practice unsafe sex 
and that there “is absolutely 
no role for the San Francisco 
Police Department in this 
matter.” 

He said efforts to educate 
the community and encour-

age behavior change must 
come from within the com¬ 
munity and that Agnos’ action 
was another example of “the 
homophobia that pervades 
this city.” 

“The city has a right to 
regulate the clubs,” said les¬ 
bian attorney Nanci Clarence. 
“It will be very difficult euid 
onerous for the club owners 
to deal with all the codes. 

“It could be a real fight,” 
she predicted. “Unfortunately, 
a lot of the club operators 
don’t have the resources to 
comply with the fine points.”

his former anti-needle ex¬ 
change statements were made 
merely to represent the offi¬ 
cial county position. 

“I think that needle ex¬ 
changes are appropriate when 
they are connected to other 
programs providing bleach, 
condoms and AIDS educa¬ 
tion,” Cross told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “The tried con¬ 
vinced me that NEED is do¬ 
ing eui excellent job meeting 
these criteria.” 

Cross edso stressed the im- 
porteuice of making addiction 
treatment services available 
to participants in needle ex¬ 
changes. 

“Unfortunately, right now 
a medicedly indigent meui has 
zero cheuice of getting treat¬ 
ment in Alameda County,” 
Cross said. 

Funding for methadone 
maintenance in Alameda 
County was nearly eliminated 
this year except for new 
mothers. A few residential 
drug recovery drug programs 
with long waiting lists are all 
that is left for addicts who 
cannot afford to pay. 

It is still not known 
whether District Attorney 
Ronda Theisen will want to 
retry the Halem case. She has 
until Sept. 30 to announce her 
decision. ▼

clubs would be targeted for 
closure if they failed to com¬ 
ply with city safety and busi¬ 
ness regulations. 

Willing to Help 

Agnos, who indicated the 
city was ready and willing to 
work with these “businesses” 
to help make them safe and 
legal, said all owners had 
been notified of deficiencies 
and had had enough time to 
come into compliance. 

But Finch takes exception 
with that statement. 

Other than the citation is¬ 
sued last week. Finch said, 
“We’ve received no official 
notice of any violations from 
the city.” 

Although Agnos said that 


the crackdown on after-hours 
social clubs included straight 
clubs as well, most of the dis¬ 
cussion at the news confer¬ 
ence and attention in San 
Francisco’s mainstream me¬ 
dia has dealt with AIDS, gay 
sex and gay sex clubs. 

Agnos repeatedly made 
reference to clubs that had 
been shut down only to “pop 
up” the next week at new lo¬ 
cations. No gay clubs have 
been shut down and reopened 
in new locations. 

Agnos also said that seven 
to eight club operators were 
in violation of city codes. 
There are only five gay sex 
clubs. 

Lea Militello, police liaison 
to the gay community, cited 
one South of Market straight 
club that had been closed 
when 500-700 people were in 
attendance. About $10,000 
was confiscated, but she of¬ 
fered no specifics as to loca¬ 
tion or operators. 

She also said that other 
sex clubs appeared to be in 
compliance with codes. How¬ 
ever, most of the other clubs 
have admitted having some 
fire code problems, and they 
also charge admissions. 

’Illegal Businesses' 

“What makes these busi¬ 
nesses illegal is that many of 
them violate city codes that 
protect citizens from harm,” 
Agnos said. “Some of them 
blatantly ignore fire codes 
and lack adequate emergency 
exits through which people 
can escape in a fire. Some¬ 
times that danger is com¬ 
pounded when owners ignore 
occupancy limits that guard 
against a fire catastrophe.” 

Other issues cited as con¬ 
cerns to the city were the 
serving of alcohol without 
permits, underage patrons 
having access to alcohol and 
noise in areas that are not

zoned specifically for com¬ 
mercial operations. 

Agnos said clubs were le¬ 
gal if they didn’t “charge 
money and run a cabaret.” 

“People have the right to 
gather at private social clubs. 
What they do in there is not 
my business as long as they 
don’t break the law.” 

District Attorney Arlo 
Smith said clubs that were 
open to the public and 
charged an admission fee 
were commercial businesses. 

“Private parties are where 
friends are invited, but if you 
invite all comers and charge 
$5, that’s a business, not a pri¬ 
vate party,” Smith said. 

All gay sex clubs in San 
Francisco charge an admis¬ 
sion fee or mandatory dona¬ 
tion at the door, including the 
church. 

Buzz Bense, Coalition of 
Healthy Sex • organizer, ar¬ 
gued with the notion that the 
clubs should be required to 
obtain cabaret licenses. Clubs 
operating with cabaret licens¬ 
es are prohibited from allow¬ 
ing patrons to expose geni¬ 
tals, therefore sex clubs could 
not function under the per¬ 
mit. 

Bense recommended that 
the city either amend the 
cabaret ordinance to permit 
nudity or create a new classi¬ 
fication specifically for sex 
clubs. 

Not a Business 

Meanwhile, Finch insists 
that the Church of the Secret 
Gospel is not a business. 

“We’re not collecting a 
profit, just enough to cover 
operating costs and our ex¬ 
pansion costs,” Finch said. “A 
business venture implies mak¬ 


ing a profit. We are not mak¬ 
ing a profit.” 

Finch also said that he was 
not in violation of zoning or¬ 
dinances. 

“The church on Clementi¬ 
na Street and the church an¬ 
nex on Tehama are in areas 
zoned for residences, light in¬ 
dustry and churches,” Finch 
said. “We are a chartered 
church.” 

He has retained a lawyer 
who specializes in unconven¬ 
tional churches to represent 
him. 

Finch also insists that his 
church is a private place, not 
open to the general public. 

“The California consensual 
sex law specifically states that 
consenting adults legally have 
the right to have sex in pri¬ 
vate, not public,” Finch said. 
“We provide a legeJ, private 
space for people to engage in 
consenting sexual acts.” 

The Church of the Secret 
Gospel was raided in the 
summers of 1989 and 1990 on 
similar grounds, and shut 
down briefly over concerns 
about alcohol and fire safety. 
Agnos cited a fire at the Hap¬ 
py Land heterosexual social 
club in early 1990 in New 
York that killed 87 people, 
and an anonymous letter, 
dated Aug. 19, that 
complained about unsafe con¬ 
ditions in the sex clubs, 
specifically the Night Gallery 
on Folsom Street, as reasons 
for triggering his actions.

N.Y. School Board 
Kills Condom Plan

NEW YORK - The Board 
of Education Sept. 11 rejected 
a proposed amendment to the 
nation’s first condoms-on-de- 
mand program for high 
schools that would have given 
parents a say in whether their 
children participate. 

The condom distribution 
plan, unique in the country, is 
part of schools Chancellor 
Joseph Fernandez’s safe sex 
program aimed at stemming 
the alarming increase of 
AIDS cases among high 
school students. 

Fernandez had lobbied 
heavily against the proposal 
on the grounds that it would 
have rendered the program 
less effective. 

“(Fernandez) has said re¬ 
peatedly that the original plan 
— without a parental opt out 


portion — is the best way,” 
said Kim Bohen, a 
spokeswoman for Fernandez. 

Following several hours of 
debate over the plan, the sev¬ 
en-member board turned 
down the proposed amend¬ 
ment by a 4-3 vote. Board of 
Education President H. Carl 
McCall was among those vot¬ 
ing against the amendment. 

The condom vote, a 
decade into the AIDS crisis, 
was on the same day that 
956,616 students began their 
first day of school for the new 
term. It was first approved in 
February, but heated opposi¬ 
tion from some Roman 
Catholic and other parents 
prompted the board to reopen 
the question of whether stu¬ 
dents could obtain the contra¬ 
ceptives without parental con¬ 
sent. ▼

“I personally observed all 
forms of unsafe sex being 
openly and blatantly prac¬ 
ticed (at Night Gallery),” the 
letter said. 

Night Gallery has not been 
cited by city officials since the 
crackdown began. 

Election Politics 

The operator of another 
gay sex club, who asked that 
he not and his club not be 
identified, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the crackdown 
was nothing more than may- 
oral pre-election politics. 

“The whole thing will 
blow over after the election,” 
he said. 

The operator, a member of 
the Coalition for Healthy Sex, 
also said that he thought 
Finch was being targeted be¬ 
cause he is not a member of 
the coalition and because an¬ 
other member of the coali¬ 
tion, who just assumed a 
large debt to open a meeting 


space where sex clubs will 
meet, wanted to see Finch 
out of the picture to boost 
business at his location. 

The operator said his club 
would be open through the 
Folsom Street Fair weekend 
but would then close and re¬ 
open after the election at a 
new location with more ade¬ 
quate fire escapes. 

“My landlord is getting ner¬ 
vous,” he said. 

He also said he informed 
police officials that several of 
the South of Market gay dance 
clubs were also permitting 
sexual activity. 

Finch, who has been criti¬ 
cized for not joining the coali¬ 
tion and signing on to its rec¬ 
ommended standards for oper¬ 
ation, said he has not been 
contacted by the coalition for 
the pqst six months. 

He said the church, as do 
all the sex clubs, urged safe 
sex and provided condoms 
free. A very small percentage 
of clubgoers engage in cuial 
sex, and oral sex is the prac¬ 
tice of choice. 

At the Friday night raid on 
Tehama Street, in addition to 
the occupancy limit citation, 
fire officials expressed concern 
with the ability of patrons to 
exit the basement and second 
floors in case of a fire. 

There have never been any 
instainces of fire danger at the 
church, and smoking is prohib¬ 
ited in most areas of the build¬ 
ing. 

The church has recently ac¬ 
quired a new facility that will 
be opening soon in another 
Bay Area city. That building. 
Finch said, has obtained all 
necessary permits, including 
an occupancy limit certificate 
set at 436. 

Conflicting Message 

“This is not an AIDS issue,” 
Agnos said at the news confer¬ 


ence. “This is an illegal social 
club issue that affects the 
health and safety of straight 
and gay people.” 

Minutes later, Agnos talked 
about the relapse rate, or gay 
men slipping back into unsafe 
sex practices, and the need to 
educate younger people who 
aren’t as aware about the 
AIDS risk. 

He then introduced Health 
Department officials who dis¬ 
cussed how the sex club scene 
was presenting an AIDS dan¬ 
ger. 

Health Department Direc¬ 
tor Raymond Baxter said the 
issue was brought to city offi¬ 
cials by responsible members 
of the gay community and safe 
operators who want to put 
pressure on those not being re¬ 
sponsible and in compliance. 

The Coalition for Healthy 
Sex and organizer Buzz Bense 
were cited as responsible gay 
leaders who have been work¬ 
ing to make the clubs safe. 

Baxter, who views clubs 
that promote safe sex and op¬ 
erate legally as excellent sites 
for educating people about 
AIDS risk, said the Health De¬ 
partment would not be send¬ 
ing inspectors in to monitor 
sexual behavior. 

Baxter and AIDS Office Di¬ 
rector Sandra HerncUidez re¬ 
fused to say whether oral sex 
was safe or unsafe. 

“The idea of no anal sex or 
oral sex is completely unrealis¬ 
tic in this day and age,” Her¬ 
nandez said, adding that edu¬ 
cation was the only way to 
achieve safe-sex practices. 

She urged the use of con¬ 
doms in anal sex. 

Baxter also endorsed the 
Coalition for Healthy Sex’s 
guidelines, which include con¬ 
dom use during anal sex, pro¬ 
viding a clean environment 


with washing facilities, ade¬ 
quate lighting and use of mon¬ 
itors. 

City Attorney Louise 
Renne equated the sex clubs 
with crack houses. 

“Like the crack houses, 
we’ll warn the owners first, 
then take them to court and 


close them down,” Renne said. 

The Coalition for Healthy 
Sex held a meeting with fire 
and police officials on Sept. 17 
at the AIDS Foundation of¬ 
fices where it was announced 
that the Fire Department had 
nsuned Lt. Anne Young liai¬ 
son to the coalition. ▼

Arkansas Governor Clinton 


Likely Demo Candidate Blasts 
Pentagon Homosexual Ban

WASHINGTON - 
Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton, a 
leading Democratic contender 
for the White House in 1992, 
told reporters and a key 
member of Congress Sept. 16 
that he opposed the Pen¬ 
tagon’s ban on gay and les¬ 
bian service personnel, 
adding that he did not think 
that his position would be a 
“political problem.” 

According to Rep. Barney 
Frank (D-Mass.), a leading 
House member opposing the 
Department of Defense poli¬ 
cy, Clinton made the state¬ 
ment to him after a midday 
meeting the presidential 
hopeful had with Democratic 
lawmakers. 

“(Clinton) was meeting 
with some of us,” said Frank 
in an exclusive interview, 
“and I raised gay and lesbian 
issues with him, and he said, 
well, as a matter of fact, I 
just told a reporter who asked 
me that I thought that the ban 
on gays and lesbians in the 
military was a bad idea.’” 

Standing Pentagon policy 
states that “homosexuality is 
incompatible with military 
service,” arguing that it is bad 
for “morale and discipline.”, 

Under the contested poli¬ 
cy, more than 12,000 armed 
service personnel have been 
separated from the service in 


the past ten years. 

Clinton, who is expected to 
announce his candidacy for 
the White House this month, 
has broad appeal to moder¬ 
ates and conservatives in the 
Democratic party, largely for 
his positions on economic 
matters and foreign policy. 

The Arkansas governor 
has led the moderate wing of 
the party though his recent 
heading of the Democratic 
Leadership Council, a group 
of Democrats seeking to bol¬ 
ster the party by taking more 
centrist positions than its 
more traditional liberals. 

“I must say that I think 
that Clinton doing (this) really 
helps,” added Frank, who is 
openly gay. “(Clinton) said, don’t 
have a sense this will be 
a real political problem at 
all.’” 

“He’s the centrist Demo¬ 
crat,” Frank added. “I think 
that’s particularly significant.” 

Frank insisted that Clin¬ 
ton’s comments were of “pub¬ 
lic record,” as Clinton told 
Frank that he had already 
told a reporter the same 
thing. Frank further agreed to 
be quoted as the source of the 
story. 

“Bill Clinton is proof that 
new Democrats aren’t neces¬ 
sarily homophobic Demo¬ 
crats,” Eric Rosenthal, politi¬ 
cal director for the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund, said 


when apprised of Clinton’s 
comments. “He demonstrates 
how fairness toward gay and 
lesbian people is now part of 
mainstream American poli¬ 
tics.” 

Of the other 2 Uinounced 
and proposed Democratic 
candidates, only former Cali¬ 
fornia Gov. Jerry Brown euid 
former Sen. Paul Tsongas 
(Mass.) have longstanding 
records of supporting gay and 
lesbian rights. 

As governor. Brown was 
an outspoken supporter of 
gay and lesbian rights. 
Tsong 2 is was the first law¬ 
maker to introduce the feder¬ 
al gay and lesbian civil rights 
bill to the Senate. 

Sen. Tom Harkin (D-Iowa), 
who announced his candidacy 
Sept. 15, and Sen. Bob Ker¬ 
rey (D-Neb.), who has yet to 
announce, are considered gen¬ 
erally supportive of gay and 
lesbian rights, although nei¬ 
ther has ever co-sponsored 
the federal gay and lesbian 
rights bill. 

Though criticized last year 
for initially postponing fund¬ 
ing for a critical AIDS care 
bill for one year, Harkin re¬ 
cently sponsored a proposal 
to increeise funding for the 
same proposal this year. 

Kerrey also has a generally 
supportive record on gay and 
lesbian issues. T

Ryan White's Mother to Join Protest 

ACT UP will be joined by Jeanne White in a national action 
at the White House on Sept. 30. White is.the mother of 
Ryan White who, before his death last year at age 18, 
became the country’s most publicized spokesperson for the 
rights of people with AIDS. Although no definite plans can 
be released at this time, ACT UP has indicated that pro¬ 
testers will commit a massive act of civil disobedience on 
Sept. 30. AIDS activists are appalled at President Bush’s 
response to the AIDS crisis. He has slashed the Ryein White 
CARE Act, which would provide federal funding for ex¬ 
panded AIDS services in the 26 American cities most 
devastated by AIDS. Full funding of the act has been urged 
by the NationeJ Commission on AIDS and the United States 
Conference of Mayors. Bush did not answer a plea for 
stronger leadership written by Belinda Mason about a 
month before she died of AIDS on Sept. 9. Mason had been 
one of Bush’s personal appointees to the National Commis¬ 
sion on AIDS 

CDC Launches AIDS Info Service 

ATLANTA (UPI) — The federal Centers for Disease Control 
published information Sept. 12 about its AIDS Clinical Tri¬ 
als Information Service that provides details on drug trials 
cind therapy evaluations under way to combat the human 
immunodeficiency virus. The service is a resource for 
health-care professionals and for HIV-infected persons and 
their families, the CDC said. The ACTIS database includes 
information on more them 300 clinical trials and more than 
100 drugs being tested. Information available includes the 
purpose and location of studies, eligibility requirements and 
names and telephone numbers of contact persons. ACTIS 
provides information on all AIDS clinical trials sponsored 
by the National Institute of Allergy and Infectious Diseases 
and the National Library of Medicine. The CDC said calls 
to the service are confidential. Callers can receive informa¬ 
tion on the telephone and they can receive printouts of a 
customized search of the clinical trials database, the CDC 
said. A bilingual health specialist is available to answer 
calls from Spanish-speaking persons. ACTIS can be reached 
by calling (800) 874-2572 (800) TRIALS-A; fax (301) 738-6616; 
TTY/TDD (800) 243-7012; international line (301) 217- 0023. 
ACTIS information also can be accessed through two com¬ 
puter datab 2 ises, AIDSTRJALS and AIDSDRUG, available 
through the Nationed Library of Medicine, the CDC said. 

Mass. Hate Crimes Penalties Stronger 

BOSTON (UPI) — Gov. William Weld Sept. 11 announced 
new guidelines intended to strengthen penalties for “hate 
crimes” and give law enforcement agents more information 
about them. Weld said the new system of reporting should 
act as a deterrent in the wake of a rash of swastika paint¬ 
ings and other offenses intended to victimize specific racial, 
ethnic or religious groups. “Haters watch. Haters wait,” 

Weld said. “I fear that as a society we have not done 
enough to send the message that these actions are not going 
to be tolerated.” The guidelines, promulgated by the Execu¬ 
tive Office of Public Safety, are intended to give local po¬ 
lice departments better information on how to identify, re¬ 
port and prosecute hate crimes. Assistant Public Safety Sec¬ 
retary Priscilla Douglas said the regulations will encourage 
the local officials to prosecute so-called gay-bashing, racial 
attacks and similar crimes under civil rights statutes, which 
carry stiffer penalties than regular assault charges. 

AZT Use by Hemophiliacs 

A recently published study shows that early treatment with 
zidovudine delays the onset of AIDS in hemophiliacs older 
than 30 years of age who have no disease symptoms but are 
infected with HIV The study was a cooperative effort 
between the AIDS Clinical Trials Group, funded by the 
National Institute of Allergy and Infectious Diseases, and 
the National Hemophilia Foundation. Hemophilia is caused 
by deficiency of a blood clotting factor. There are two types 
of the disease; hemophilia A, characterized by a factor VIII 
deficiency, affects 80 percent of hemophiliac^ hemophilia B, 
a factor IX deficiency, accounts for most of the remainder. 

The disease overwhelmingly affects males because it is in¬ 
herited as a sex-linked, recessive trait from the mother. Peo¬ 
ple with hemophilia have a chronic need for infusions of 
clotting factor concentrates. Most hemophiliacs became in¬ 
fected with HIV through tainted blood products they receiv¬ 
ed before 1985, when screening for HIV-1 (the virus that 
causes AIDS) began. Even today, clotting factor concentrates 
are not screened for either HIV-2 or hepatitis C virus.

Sex Survey Funds Transferred 
To Teen Abstinence Program

WASHINGTON - The 
U.S. Senate, acting on an 
amendment from ^n. Jesse 
Helms (R-N.C) Sept. 11, took 
all federal funds from two 
surveys of teen and adult sex¬ 
ual behavior, intended to 
stem the spread of AIDS, and 
transferred it to a program 
that encourages teen absti¬ 
nence. 

The Helms amendment 
was introduced as part of the 
Senate’s Labor, Health and 
Human Services money bill, 
which was later approved on 
a 78-22 vote. The amendment 
was passed on a voice vote af¬ 
ter a move to table it failed 
by a 34-66 margin. 

The sex surveys, long a 
rallying point for conservative 
activists, have for three years 
faced an uphill battle in the 
Congress to secure funding. 

Planned as an extensive 
study into American sexual 
behavior, the scientific com¬ 
munity has long called for the 
surveys as a tool to help 
AIDS prevention efforts. 

“This is probably the most 
profound defeat to AIDS pre¬ 
vention efforts since we’ve 
had since the first Helms 
amendment (banning) the 
‘promotion of homosexuality’ 
in educational programs (in 
1987),’’ said Bill Bailey, lobby¬ 
ist for the American Psycho¬ 
logical Association, which 
backed the studies. 

Despite years of efforts by

scientists and AIDS activists 
to secure funding for them, 
the two surveys have never 
been funded. 

Denouncing the sex stud¬ 
ies on the Senate floor. Helms 
said the planned surveys 
were created by homosexuals 
and “the free-sex crowd” to 
“legitimize” their “perverted 
lifestyle.” 

“They may have their 
rights as citizens,” Helms said 
of gays and lesbians, “but that 
doesn’t cover up the fact that 
they’re perverted.” During his 
45-minute speech denouncing 
the studies. Helms portrayed 
the sponsors of the study as 
puppets of “the homosexuals.” 


“I am sick and tired of pan¬ 
dering to the homosexuals in 
this country,” he said. 

Were the surveys to be 
funded, the North Carolina 
conservative argued, homo¬ 
sexuals would use the results 
of what he suggested would 
be a tainted study to suggest 
that between one in five and 
one in 10 of adult medes are 
homosexual, a figure he 
steadfastly denounced as 
false. 

Helms cautioned television 
viewers and visitors in the 
gallery that he was about to 
read aloud several of the 
more salient questions in the 
teen sex survey before dis¬ 
cussing questions asking 
males if they had “rubbed a 
man’s penis to excite him” or 
put “a partner’s penis up (his) 
rectum.” 

He also took specific aim 
at a group of seven New 
York AIDS activists who, as 
part of a political demonstra¬ 
tion, recently covered Helms’ 
suburban Virginia home with 
a large balloon resembling a 
condom. 

“They don’t like me and I 
don’t like them,” Helms said. 
“As far as I’m concerned, they 
can go to hell.” 

Created in the early 1980s 
by Republican lawmakers as 
a foil to more liberal sex edu¬ 
cation programs, the AFLP 
approaches the issues of teen 
sex and teen pregnancy by 
encouraging abstinence and 
chastity. ▼ 


Gay Candidate Wins 
N.Y. Council Race

NEW YORK - The num¬ 
ber of Latinos will triple and 
blacks will double on an ex¬ 
panded 51-member City 
Council that also will see its 
first openly gay member, but 
the body’s devotion to the 
middle-class is unlikely to 
change dramatically. 

Openly gay candidate com¬ 
munity activist Tom Duane 
crushed Liz Abzug in Green¬ 
wich Village. 

Duane also campaigned 
openly about his HIV-positive 
status. 

With turnout light, all but 
two of the 35 incumbents 
were victorious Sept. 12 in 
Democratic primaries, which 
in the city are tant 2 UTiount to 
election in November. 

Veteran Councilwoman 
Miriam Friedlander trailed 
newcomer Antonio Pagan by 
121 votes, or 1 percent, in 
lower Manhattan’s 2nd Dis¬ 
trict. She was still hoping ab¬ 
sentee ballots could reverse 
her loss. 

Councilman Noach Dear 
lost to newcomer Robert 
Miller in Brooklyn’s Borough 
Park section by just 16 votes 
in a contest that might wind 
up in court. 

There were four other 
races in districts with no in¬ 
cumbents that were so close 
they may result in re-runs." 

In East Harlem, William 
Del Toro led Adam Clayton 
Powell rV, son of the late con¬ 
gressmen!, by just 27 votes. In 


Brooklyn’s 41st District, only 
49 votes separated front-run¬ 
ner Carl Andrews from sec¬ 
ond-place Una Clarke, and in 
the borough’s 48th District, 
Michael Garson led Adele Co¬ 
hen by 70 votes. And in 
Southeast Queens’s 31st Dis¬ 
trict, Juanita Watkins led Mal¬ 
colm Smith by just 15 votes. 

Overall, the elections man¬ 
dated by the City Charter to 
increase chances for minority 
representation will indeed re¬ 
sult in major advances for 
blacks and Latinos. 

There now are six blacks 
and three Latinos on the 
council, about 25 percent of 
the total. 

The primaries saw the 
election of 12 blacks and nine 
Latinos, boosting their repre¬ 
sentation to about 40 percent 
in a city where they comprise 
slightly more than half of the 
population. 

No Asians were victorious, 
however. Two Asians vying 
to become the first Asians on 
the council lost bids in lower 
Manhattan and Queens to 
whites. 

Two seats drawn to elect 
blacks also were won by 
white incumbents. Manhattan 
Councilman Stanley Michels 
won overwhelmingly in the 
7th District, crushing three 
black candidates, including 
activist attorney C. Vernon 
Mason, who ran a distant 
third. 

The general election will 
be held Nov. 5. ▼

NOW Calls for New 
Liberal Political Party

WASHINGTON - A 
prominent feminists group 
has called for the launching of 
a new political party, arguing 
that Republicans and 
Democrats are beset by “cor¬ 
ruption, greed and hypocrisy” 
who bankrupted America. 

The NOW Commission for 
Responsive Democracy voted 
26-4 to recommend that the 
National Organization for 
Women provide leadership 
with other liberal constituen¬ 
cies, including gays, lesbians 
and environment^ists, to get 
establish the new party in 
1992. 

The vote followed a year¬ 
long series of public hearings 
during which members of the 
panel heard testimony from 
500 people on what the com¬ 
mission called the “non-com¬ 
petitive nature and of corrup¬ 
tion in U.S. politics.” 

The meetings took place 
in New York, Atlanta, Hous¬ 


ton, Tampa, Fla., Minneapo¬ 
lis, San Francisco and Wash¬ 
ington. 

The panel was commis¬ 
sioned by NOW, the nation’s 
largest feminist group with 
250,000 members. It also in¬ 
cluded members of the labor 
movement, environmentalists 
and others. 

Patricia Ireland, executive 
vice president of NOW, said 
in an interview with United 
Press International that “the 
current political parties are 
morally bankrupt. They finan¬ 
cially bankrupted this coun¬ 
try.” 

The commission said there 
is a need for a new political 
force “to ignite in the United 
States the revolution for 
democracy that is sweeping 
the world.” 

Ireland said the new party 
should be a large enough 
force to field a presidential 
candidate and “we hope to 
have an impact” on the 1992 
presidenti 2 J elections. 
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How to Defend Yourself Against 
Human Insurance Deficiency

As many people with HIV 
discover too late, adequate 
health care — and one’s stan¬ 
dard of living as a whole — de¬ 
pends on adequate insurance 
coverage. Yet an increasing 
number of people with HIV- 
related conditions encounter 
serious difficulties even when 
they believed their insurance 
coverage was sufficient for 
any eventuality. 

Lawsuits, the final resort 
when confronted with recalci¬ 
trant insurance carriers, are 
often not a practical solution 
for several reasons. In the 
first place, there are more 
AIDS insurance cases than at¬ 
torneys willing to litigate 
them. Also, the legal costs for 
a single case are high, usually 
consuming all or most of 
what the complainant will be 
awarded. 

Civil suits move through 
the judicial system at a snail’s 
pace. Long, drawn-out legal 
actions are many times decid¬ 
ed only after the HIV-positive 
person initiating them has 
died. The complainant’s death 
might actually be hastened by 
the stressful nature of the pro¬ 
tracted court battle. 

Summing up her experi¬ 
ence with insurance law, Oak¬ 
land attorney Emily Doskow 
says, “People with HIV dis¬ 
ease need to become as so¬ 
phisticated about their insur- 
8mce as they have about their 
health care.” According to 
Doskow, the best defense is 
prevention: People should 
seek legal advice about their 
policies when signing on to 
them or at least before filing 
claims. 

The simplest things can 
trip you up. John, for exam¬ 
ple, was HIV positive. He de¬ 
cided his disability plan, 
which would pay up to $500 
per month, was insufficient 
and had his insurance agent 
increase his coverage. 

That was a bad move, be¬ 
cause a year later when John 
tried to make a claim, his un¬ 
derwriter refused to honor it. 
By making a simple change 
in his benefits, John was 


deemed to have established a 
new policy. Although he 
would have been eligible for 
benefits under the old policy, 
he was ineligible under the 
new one. 

If John had been properly 
advised, he would have 
known how dangerous it was 
to alter his coverage. Most 
policies give insurance com¬ 
panies two years to contest er¬ 
rors or omissions in an insur¬ 
ance application after a policy

is issued. During this “con¬ 
testability period,” the compa¬ 
ny can easily get away with 
canceling policies when dis¬ 
ability claims are made. If at 
all possible, don’t stop work¬ 
ing until after the contestabil¬ 
ity period has expired. 

Attorney Hannah 

Schwarzschild warns, “Keep 
a copy of your application. 
Contradictions between your 
application and claim will 
cause you to lose benefits.” 

As with John, the insur¬ 
ance company may also re¬ 
serve the right to exclude any 
conditions that existed before 
the policy took effect. Asymp¬ 
tomatic HFV infection by it¬ 
self is not necessarily a pre¬ 
existing condition, and you 
might think that your policy’s 
pre-existing condition clause 
does not affect you. 

But beware: Treatment or 
consultation that can be inter¬ 
preted as HIV-related may be 
used later as grounds for re¬ 
fusing claims under the pre¬ 
existing conditions loophole. 
Merely having a T-cell test in 
your medical records may be 
enough to cause your insur¬ 
ance company to look 
askance. 


In one situation, George 
was denied AIDS disability 
benefits because, long ago, a 
doctor who was treating his 
chronic ear infection noted 
that George had swollen 
lymph glands. After review¬ 
ing the files for George’s life¬ 
time medical history, the in¬ 
surance carrier decided that 
George had gotten sick with 
HIV disease before becoming 
enrolled in one of its policies. 

George in fact had had 
problems with ear infections 
since he was a teenager. The 
forgotten swollen gland entry 
in his records had nothing to 
do with his current HIV-posi¬ 
tive status. Fortunately, with 
legal help, (jieorge was able to 
persuade the company to re¬ 
verse its denial of his claim. 

Prior sound advice about 
how insurance policies will be 
interpreted may be the key el¬ 
ement in these situations, but 
where to get that advice is 
not obvious. 

Berkeley attorney Alice 
Philipson warns, “Insurance 
agents are not your friends, 
they are salesmen. Even if 
they’re gay and say they’re 
trying to help you by slipping 
something by the company, 
don’t trust them. And don’t 
talk to anyone at the insur¬ 
ance company, either. Go to 
someone who is independent 
and on your side.” 

Lawyers stress the impor¬ 
tance of carefully reading 
your policy. If you have ques¬ 
tions, you should contact the 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel in 
San Francisco (291-5454) or 
one of the other Bay Area 
consultation organizations. 
They can refer you to volun¬ 
teer lawyers for advice. 

“While lawsuits cost in the 
tens of thousands, one hour’s 
legal consultation costs from 
zero to maybe several hun¬ 
dred dollars,” notes 
Schwarzschild. An appoint¬ 
ment with a lawyer can be 
quite a bargain if it saves you 
future insurance hassles. 

Along with maintaining a 
continuous paper trail of your 
dealing wiA your insurcmce 
carrier, proper legal prepara¬ 
tion is a strong antidote to 
sudden insurance deficiency.

The American Family As¬ 
sociation has blasted the Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the 
Arts anew over its alleged 
roundabout funding of the 
pro-gay video Jesus Christ 
Condom. 

According to the Septem¬ 
ber AFA Journal: Jesus Christ 
Condom was shown at the 
recent Third Annual New 
York International Festival of 
Lesbian and Gay Films. 

In Jesus Christ Condom, an 
AIDS activist opens the 30- 
minute tirade against Chris¬ 
tianity dressed as Jesus Christ, 
complete with a crown of 
thorns, standing on the steps 
of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, an¬ 
nouncing that Cardinal Qohn) 
O’Conner (sic) will be ex¬ 
posed for his ‘slander and 
lies.’ 

“At one point,” the Journal 
continues, “an ACT UP mem¬ 
ber takes the elements of 
Holy Communion, crumbles 


them, throws them on the 
floor, and steps on them.” 

According to the Journal, 
“to help fund Jesus Christ 
Condom, the NEA gave 
$637,000 to the New York

State Arts Council, which in 
turn gave $167,000 to Women 
Make Movies Inc., which in 
turn gave $12,000 to The New 
Festival Inc,” sponsor of the 
gay festival. 


In a statement, the NEA 
said it is irrational for its 
grant to the Arts Council (and 
another grant to the National 
Alliance of Media Arts Cen¬ 
ters, which, in turn, gave 
$5,000 to the gay festival) to 
be construed as funding of Je¬ 
sus Christ Condom. 

The video was produced 
by DIVA-TV (Damned Inter¬ 
fering Video Activists), which 
receives no federal funding. 

Meanwhile, the AFA has 
launched a second campaign 
blasting the NEA for its di¬ 
rect partial funding of the ac¬ 
claimed documentary Paris 
Is Burning.The AFA said the 
film “promotes homosexuality 
as a viable lifestyle for young 
people.” 

Thejournal urged AFA 
members to write their con- 
gressmembers and President 
Bush — and the association 
mailed pre-printed postcards 
to the reported hundreds of 
thousands of persons on its 
mailing list. ▼

Unsafe Sex Targeted in USSR 


'92 AIDS Conference 
Moved to Amsterdam

BOSTON - The 1992 in¬ 
ternational AIDS conference, 
which was due to be held in 
Boston until it was canceled 
last month in a dispute with 
the Bush administration, will 
be moved to Amsterdam. 

Harvard University’s AIDS 
Institute, the original org£uiiz- 
er of the conference, con¬ 
firmed Sept. 12 the confer¬ 
ence will be held in Amster¬ 
dam, likely during the week 
of July 19, 1992. 

A spokeswoman for the in¬ 
stitute confirmed reports that 
Amsterdam was chosen last 
week to host the 8th Interna¬ 
tional Conference on AIDS. 

After months of warnings, 
the Harvard AIDS Institute 
announced Aug. 15 that it 
was canceling the May 1992 
conference in Boston because 
of U. S. immigration policy, 
which restricts the entry of 
people with AIDS. 

Federal policy bars any¬ 
one with the disease or test¬ 
ing positive for the AIDS 


virus from immigrating to the 
United States, but permits 
short-term travel, providing 
victims declare their HIV sta¬ 
tus upon entering the coun- 
try. 

Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Secretary Louis Sulli¬ 
van had attempted the lift the 
restrictions, but the move has 
been stymied by the Justice 
Department which wants to 
continue the policy. 

Harvard said canceled the 
conference because “uncer¬ 
tainty” over administration 
policy on the issue left orga¬ 
nizers unable to assure dele¬ 
gates with the AIDS virus or 
the disease that they would 
be able to attend the meeting. 

Critics of the immigration 
restrictions, including many 
medical experts, say they do 
little or nothing to protect the 
public against the spread of 
the fat 2 il disease and only dis¬ 
criminate against AIDS suf¬ 
ferers. 

The Netherlands, by con¬ 
trast, does not bar immigra¬ 
tion of AIDS victims.

Russian and American gay 
activists formed two new 
AIDS projects in mid-Septem¬ 
ber to provide desperately 
needed safe-sex education for 
Russian gay men. 

Fifty-nine percent of Rus¬ 
sian gay and bisexual men 
have never used a condom for 
male-male sex. Twelve per¬ 
cent do “half of the time” and 
the rest do “sometimes,” ac¬ 
cording to government sur¬ 
veys of gays identified 
through contact-tracing of 
HIV-positives. 

What’s more, even if Rus¬ 
sian gay men were to use con¬ 
doms, the rubbers might 
break, because there are no 
water-based lubricants avail¬ 
able in the Soviet Union. Oil- 
based lubricants, such as 
hand cream, dissolve rubbers. 

Roman Kalinin, co-founder 
of the Moscow Gay and Les¬ 
bian Union, cuid Jim Toevs, 
formerly of the San Francis¬ 
co-based International Gay 
and Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission, announced the 
birth of the Moscow AIDS 
Project Sept. 11. 

MAP will stage a confer¬ 
ence in Moscow April 24-26, 
1992 “to train Russian gay 
men in leading safe-sex work¬ 
shops and conducting safe-sex 
education among their peers.” 

“According to Dr. Vadim 
Pokrovsky, chief of the 
USSR All Union Center for 
AIDS, the greatest need at 
this time is safe-sex education 
in the gay-male populations in 
Moscow and St. Petersburg 
(formerly Leningrad),” Kalin¬ 
in said. 

And he agrees that the 
most effective people to con¬ 
duct this education are well- 
trained peers. 

“Another focus of the con¬ 
ference will be the training of 
Russian health-care workers 
in the hygienic methods of 
preventing infection. The so¬ 
cial and psychological impact 
of AIDS will also receive pri¬ 
mary attention, in addition to 
the need for good medical 
care and adequate health-care 
facilities,” Kalinin said. 

Meanwhile, IGLHRC Sept. 
12 announced the birth of 
Project SPID Limit. “SPID,” 


the Russian acronym for 
AIDS, is pronounced “speed.” 
The project “will reduce the 
HIV-infection rates in 
Moscow and St. Petersburg 
through aggressive outreach 
and innovative discussion 
groups,” IGLHRC said. 

Headed by Kevin Gardner 
of San Francisco’s STOP 
AIDS Project, Project SPID 
Limit plans to distribute con¬ 
doms and safe-sex literature, 
talk with gay men in cruising 
areais, recruit aind train volun¬ 
teers, and attempt to coordi¬ 
nate local Russian AIDS ef¬ 
forts with the work of the 10 
or so American organizations 
that have launched various 
AIDS-related programs in the 
USSR in the past year. 

Gardner will head to the 
Soviet Union for six months 
at the end of October. 

IGLHRC is also planning 
to set up an AIDS hotline in 
Moscow. It will be staffed by 
10 full-time employees at a to¬ 
tal cost of only $100 per 
month. The staffers will be 
paid 320 rubles a month, 
slightly above the average So¬ 
viet worker’s income. The 


current exchange rate is 
about 32 rubles to the dollar. 

According to MAP’s Kalin¬ 
in, who is also a co-founder of 
IGLHRQ there are 650 re¬ 
ported cases of HIV-positivity 
in the USSR and 50 diag¬ 
nosed AIDS cases. An official 
of the All Union Center for 
AIDS recently reported 654 
actual AIDS cases, but she 
may have misspoken. 

Soviet AIDS chief 
Pokrovsky recently estimated 
that there big at least 7,000 
unreported cases of HIV-pos¬ 
itivity nationwide. 

The seeming duplication 
of efforts by MAP and Pro¬ 
ject SPID Limit stems from a 
recent upheaval at IGLHRC, 
which ousted Toevs as presi¬ 
dent of its board. Soviet gay 
and AIDS activists continue 
to work with both IGLHRC 
and Toevs.

Moscow and St Peters¬ 
burg (formerly Leningrad) 
see the B.A.R. for Aug. 
1, Aug. 8, Aug. 22 and 
Aug. 30. In his final arti¬ 
cle, Rex Wockner pulls to¬ 
gether the nooks and 
crannies of his “reporter’s 
notebook,’’ in no particu¬ 
lar order.

Hundreds of Soviet gays 
and lesbians said the confer¬ 
ences, film festivals and de¬ 
mos changed their lives forev¬ 
er. They said they never 
knew being homosexual 
could be something like what 
we apparently showed them — 
something more than, for gay 
men, careful hunting in parks 
and toilets and, for lesbians, 
nothing, basically. 

We were elated to share 
our world. But I keep won¬ 
dering if our contribution will 
survive. The present USSR is 
like a place that managed to 
survive global thermonuclear 
war. The whole social- 
economic system has col¬ 
lapsed. It’s every person for 
him/herself. Everything is cor¬ 
rupt. 

People line up for blocks 
for hunks of fat which may 
be gone by the time you get 
to the front of the line. The 
only vegetables are tomatoes 
and cucumbers. There are no 
vitamins, no fruit. Actually, 
there is no anything—clothes, 
watches, toiletries ... nothing. 

The average monthly 
salary is $10 at the current 
conversion rate. It is worse 
than Third World — it is 
“Fourth World.” 

You Deserve a Break 
Today 

Our last day in Moscow, 
my Swiss chum David and I 
decided to do it: We would 
wait in the 50-minute, blocks- 
long line and we would eat a 
... Big Mac. It would be, with¬ 
out a tinge of a doubt, far and 
away the best food we’d had 
in two weeks, that is for sure. 
But how does one get 
through a blocks-long line in 
50 minutes? 

Well, the USSR’s only Mc¬ 


Donald’s has 27 order stations 
with five employees per sta¬ 
tion. It is an island of efficien¬ 
cy in a country that has never 
heard the word. It is, it 
seemed, the grandest burger 
factory the world has ever 
known — and certainly the 
fastest and easiest way to eat 
in Moscow if your form of 
payment is rubles. 

And there’s more. Most no¬ 
tably, the Moscow McD’s op¬ 
erates completely within the 
Soviet system. Nothing is im¬ 
ported. Given that the Soviet 
system does not function (not 
even somewhat), this is mirac¬ 
ulous. Sure, the beef was a bit 
substandard and the printing 
flaked off the packaging, but 
everything tasted 2Uid looked 
right. 

McDonald’s is very expen¬ 
sive for Soviets. A Big Mac is 
9.70 rubles — of an average 
monthly salary of 250 rubles. 
Trcinscalculated to America, 
that’s a $112 Big Mac. If the 
average Soviet ate one a day, 
he’d spend more than his 
monthly salary. But since 
there are 30-plus rubles to the 
dollar, I paid 66 cents total for 
a Big Mac, two orders of fries, 
a large Diet Coke (only place 
in Moscow to get one) and a 
chocolate sundae. The burger 
was the expensive part — the 
Coke was less than two cents. 

Unlike Pizza Hut — the 
only other American chain in 
Moscow — McDonald’s does 
not have a hard-currency en¬ 
trance and a rubies door. The 
(Canadian) manager of the 
McDonald’s, who I inter¬ 
viewed, blasted Pizza Hut for 
its despicable “double stan¬ 
dard.” “McDonald’s is for the 
Soviets,” he said. Dig it. 

David and I did eat once at 
the dollars side of Pizza Hut — 
$33, or four months’ worth of 
the average Soviet’s salary. 
We felt slimy. We overtipped 
the waiter. 

You gotta admire McDon¬ 
ald’s. Somebody has to show 
the USSR how to halt the 
auto-destruct sequence, 2 md a 
market economy, it seems, is 
fundamental. The Moscow 
McD’s is nothing if not a 
monument to the Reality that 
Capitalism is the only system 
that sorta works in the Real 
World. Not very pretty, I 
know. But you ain’t seen ugly 
‘til you’ve done Russia. 

Sex in St. Petersburg 

Men meet in a little park 
surrounding a statue of 


Katherine II on Nevsky 
Prospekt, the main drag, as it 
were. But it’s all annoyingly 
subtle, and you have to tiptoe 
around large puddles of Miss 
Things to find even one Real 
Man — who will be afraid to 
express interest. 

You could, after all, be a 
KGB informant or a basher 
or, on a really bizarre day, a 
hyperout gay journalist from 
America. It’s way pre- 
Stonewall. 

One might also try the toi¬ 
let at Moskovsky Vokzal, the 
station from which trains 
leave for Moscow. There’s a 
whole wedl of urinals without 
anti-cruise partitions and ev¬ 
erybody was definitely scop¬ 
ing. Careful though, my 
watch was snatched off my 
arm without my feeling a 
thing. 

To cruise in Moscow, walk 
around outside the Bolshoi 
Theatre. Again, it’s Time 
Warp Central. Don’t get your 
hopes up. Soviet gays meet 
primarily through private 
channels to keep from getting 
screwed over with the police 
by strangers. Far and away, 
the best cruisin’ was at the 
gay/lez confabs themselves. 
The conferences marked the 
first time a large number of 
Soviet queers had gathered 
and, well, it was like last call 
in the Castro ... in 1978. 

The dykes in our North 
American delegation, in par¬ 
ticular, seemed to be getting 
laid left and right — the men a 
little less so, I think. No Rus¬ 
sian I talked to would say so, 
but I think it was AIDSpho- 
bia. The USSR has one open¬ 
ly gay/openly HIV-positive 
man. AIDS seemed to be 
seen as “a Western thing,” I’m 
afraid. 

The $200,000 Customs 
Duty 

When we arrived at the St. 
Petersburg airport on our 
lovely Czech Air Tupolev-154, 
Julie Dorf and Jim Toevs of 
the International Gay and 
Lesbian Human Rights Com¬ 
mission tried to amble 
through Customs with two 
Macs, a monitor and a laser 
printer. 

These were not just com¬ 
puters. This was the future of 
the Soviet gay press — life it¬ 
self for Tema, the Soviet 
Union’s leading gay newspa¬ 
per. (Nobody in Moscow has 
a Mac.)

AmFar Awards $800,000 in Grants 


AIDS Threat Called Overblown 


The Americcin Foundation for AIDS Research has awarded 
$793,784 to 15 highly innovative AIDS education projects 
across the nation, as part of its continuing effort to bring 
HIV prevention programs to populations most at risk for 
HTV infection. The 1991-1992 AmFAR Targeted Education 
Grant Program Awards were selected “for their remarkable 
capacity to address the particular needs of communities at- 
risk for HIV infection,” AmFAR Founding Co-Chair Dr. 
Mathilde Krim said. Part of the funding for this round of 
grants came from The Equitable Foundation, Esprit de 
Corp, Philip Morris Cos. Inc., Photographers + Friends 
United Against AIDS, and the Prudenti^d Foundation. The 
African-American Women’s HIV Awareness Project at Oak¬ 
land received $69,997. In Alameda County, African- 
American women account for 42 percent of all women with 
^DS. This project has been designed to respond to HIV- 
infection issues and challenges facing low-income Afric 2 in- 
American women of child-bearing age residing throughout 
Oakland; however, a special effort will be made to reach 
women in West Oakland and those living in public housing 
facilities and in residential hotels. In this project, the Bay 
Area Black Consortium for Quality Health Care, Inc., pro¬ 
poses to address two barriers to reducing the rate of HIV in¬ 
fection in low-income, African-American women: lack of 
easy access to health information and reluctance to consider 
that their sexual and drug use behaviors place them at risk 
for HFV infection. This pilot project intends to help the 
target population bridge the gap between knowledge and 
behavior change. 

New Shanti Volunteer Program 

The Shanti Project has announced plans to form a 
community-based volunteer fundraising subcommittee to 
organize a variety of special events throughout the year to 
raise much-needed funds for its HIV support services. This 
committee will develop, plan and produce new fundraising 
theme events such as holiday auctions, dances, etc. with 
si^ificant volunteer efforts and minimal out-of-pocket cost. 
Initially, the special events group will function as an active 
subcommittee within the Shanti Project Development 
Department and will meet monthly to determine a schedule 
of events for the coming year. J. Robbie Fabian, Shanti’s 
Director of Development, is anxious to begin building this 
new addition to the organization. “We hope that our friends 
and supporters will help us in producing more grass roots 
events such as “Gay and Lesbian Day at Candlestick Park” 
or a holiday community auction. These activities, by pro¬ 
viding opportunities for us all to assist Shanti directly, help 
build that sense of community so vitally important to sus¬ 
tain our energy in the fight against HTV” An introductory 
meeting is scheduled for Sept. 25, at the Shanti office, 525 
Howard St., at 7 p.m. Anyone interested in joining this sub¬ 
committee and helping to develop its direction is cordially 
invited to attend. 

UC AIDS History Project 

The library at the University of California — San Francisco 
has been named to coordinate a new, first-of-its-kind AIDS 
History Project that is expected to serve as a model for the 
rest of the country. Funded by a $38,674 grant from the Na¬ 
tional Historical Publications and Records Commission of 
the National Archives, the project will focus on source 
materials from more than 35 AIDS-related agencies and 
health-care providers in the Bay Area. The primary tasks of 
the AIDS History Project will be to survey and identify 
primary source materials that will be of value for future 
historical research on the AIDS epidemic and its continuing 
ramifications, to inventory these materials, and to prepare 
plans for their preservation. Local AIDS organizations and 
related agencies have pledged their cooperation and support 
to the project. It is expected that the AIDS History Project 
coordinated by UCSF will become a prototype for similcu- 
efforts in other areas of the country to document local 
response to the disease. 

7-County AIDS Walk 

Thousands of walkers and hundreds of volunteers are 
needed to help continue the battle against AIDS at Walk 
For AIDS ’91, a lOK fundraising event, Oct. 27. Walk For 
AIDS ’91 will bring together walkers from seven Bay Area 
counties to three sites on the same day with the goal of help¬ 
ing to raise sorely needed funds for 36 local AIDS service 
agencies. Simultaneous walks held in Oakland (Laney Col¬ 
lege/Lake Merritt), Palo Alto (Stanford University), and 
Santa Cruz (San Lorenzo Park) are designed for fun and 
festivities with an opening ceremony, a parade of teams, live 
music and performances along the route, plus a colorful 
festival afterward.

CLEVELAND - The de¬ 
veloper of the oral polio vac¬ 
cine that eradicated a global 
epidemic says there is a mis¬ 
taken public perception that 
AIDS is a worldwide disease 
that is spreading. 

Dr. Albert B. Sabin, 85, 
said Sept. 11 that the AIDS 
problem has been distorted 
and exaggerated. 

“The public has an erro¬ 
neous conception of the dis¬ 
ease, what is likely to happen 
in the future and what reason¬ 


able steps can be taken now 
with the existing knowledge 
that we have,” Sabin told a 
small audience at a luncheon 
honoring him at University 
Hospitals in Cleveland. 

“The whole concept that 
this is a worldwide disease 
and it is spreading — that’s an 
exaggeration that I have 
found irritating for a long 
time,” Sabin said. 

Sabin said 20 million chil¬ 
dren had died of measles and 
complications from measles 
in the last 10 years. Also dur¬ 
ing the decade, about 400,000 


children died in the United 
States before their first birth¬ 
day. 

In contrast, the latest 
statistics show 372,000 cases 
of AIDS worldwide from 
1981 to 1991, about half of 
them in the United States. In 
Uganda, Zaire, Tanzania, 
Kenya and the Ivory Coast, 
there were 60,000 reported 
cases in the decade. 

“We went to the extreme 
of teaching grade school chil¬ 
dren how to put a condom on 
a banana, for crying out 
loud,” Sabin said. ▼

That Is Not Courage 


by Michael C. Botkin 

P articularly rich materi¬ 
al for obituary cruis¬ 
ers was provided re¬ 
cently by the demise 
of hunky, 41-year-old actor 
Brad Davis. The mainstream 
media tied themselves in tight 
little knots as they struggled 
to deal with Brad’s dying of 
AIDS while not acknowledg¬ 
ing that he was queer. 

At the same time they 
clumsily sought to address 
(gasp!) AIDSphobia in Holly¬ 
wood, again without acknowl¬ 
edging homophobia in Holly¬ 
wood. A fool’s errand! It’s no 
surprise, therefore, that the 
coverage of Davis’ death was 
a mix of shameless obfusca¬ 
tion, deliberate misdirection, 
hollow denials and smarmy 
death cliches. 

In particular, Hollywood is 
praising Davis for his 
“courage” in facing the dis¬ 
ease while concealing it from 
the public. He never told 
more than a half-dozen peo¬ 
ple, including his wife, that he 
had AIDS. He wrote — but of 
course did not publish — a 
book about what it’s like to 
live as an underground HIV- 
er, “passing” as healthy. 

This is not courage. This is 
fear, based upon a realistic 
appraisal of what Hollywood 
would have done to him if he 
had dared to act courageous¬ 
ly, to come out. 

What turns my stomach 
(which comfortably handles a 
mixture of no less than three 
anti-virals without a murmur) 
is that the apparent goal of 
this media barrage is to make 
Davis a hero for staying in 
the closet! 

At the same time, it is 
worth noting that the Davis 
case is a prime example of a 
new principle of obituary 
cruising. I call this the “Me- 
thinks the Lady Doth Protest 
Too Much” factor. 

Fucked Up the Ass 

The lady in this case, as so 
often, is the wife. Brad’s wid¬ 
ow, Susan Bluestein, is quite 
emphatic, in the official obit¬ 
uary, that “Davis had con¬ 
tracted the disease from his 
use of drugs when he was 
younger.” (New York Times, 
Sept. 10). 

But the NYT, in the very 
same paper, says that Brad 
“indicated uncertainty about 
how he contracted AIDS.” 
Far from excluding the possi¬ 
bility of sexually transmitted 
HIV, as Bluestein does in the 
obit, Davis wrote in his auto¬ 
biography that “I was sexual¬ 
ly very promiscuous.” 


The coverage in local pa¬ 
pers, interestingly, took 
Bluestein’s denial and ran 
with it, repeating her insis¬ 
tence that Brad’s virus could 
not have been acquired by 
sex. 

What difference does it 
make? Well, it obviously 
makes a big difference to 
Bluestein and the entertain¬ 
ment industry, or they 
wouldn’t work so hard at ob¬ 
scuring the potentially sexual 
origin of Davis’ demise. To 
belabor the point so is tanta¬ 
mount to proving its opposite 
— namely that he was queer 
and got AIDS by getting 
fucked up the ass. It also 
tends to suggest that “guilty” 
victims deserve no pity. 

“Gosh,” says the industry, 
guiltily wringing its hands 
and staring at its feet. “It was 
so needless for Brad to hide it 
that way. We would have un¬ 
derstood even if he was gay, 
which he wasn’t, of course.” 

One More Pariah 

Davis knew better. “I 
make my money in an indus¬ 
try that professes to care very 
much about the fight against 
AIDS ... But in actual fact if 
an actor is even rumored to 
have HIV, he gets no support 
on an individual basis. He 
does not work,” he wrote. 

He feared that “the gossip 
mill would get hold of me 
and that would be that: I’d be 
one more pariah.” 

But’ch y’are. Brad. You 
were a pariah — a diseased 
pariah, to be precise. Some of 
us wear the label with pride. 
The “gossip mill” did “get a 
hold” of you, with a grip of 
steel, the first time you slunk, 
incognito, into a doctor’s of¬ 
fice. By passing, you made 
yourself their prisoner and 
truth their hostage. You could 
have come out any time. 
Brad. It was cowardice, not 
courage, that kept you closet¬ 
ed to your grave. 

There is heaA^ irony in the 
roles that made Brad famous. 
He first made his mark as Bil¬ 
ly, the drug smuggler of Mid¬ 
night Express, held in a 
Turkish prison (this charac¬ 
ter’s extensive homosexual 
experiences, described in the 
book, were explicitly denied 
in the movie). Later, he 
played the title role in Fass¬ 
binder’s Querelle, one of the 
few mainstream films to ever 
portray anal sex (with Brad as 
bottom to a huge, crude 
sailor!) 

He won acclaim for his 
1985 performance in the lead 
role of Larry Kramer’s The 
Normal Heart, the first main¬ 


stream play about AIDS. In 
retrospect, we know that he 
was diagnosed with HIV right 
around this time. 

If he had come out then, 
that would have been 
courage. But he was afraid of 
being stripped of his famous - 
and lucrative - sexy persona, 
and having it replaced with 
the unerotic and all-consum¬ 
ing label: “Person With 
AIDS.” 

AIDS Poster Children 

Belinda Mason, whose obit 
was listed right below his, 
provides an interesting con¬ 
trast. A member of the Na¬ 
tional Commission of AIDS, 
she crusaded tirelessly for 
HIVer rights. 

“I have become the dis¬ 
ease,” she lamented. “My pre¬ 
vious identity has dissolved. 
I’ve become the AIDS poster 
child.” 

She did good service in 
that role, replacing Ryan 
White (whose grave, by the 
way, has been vandalized no 
less than four times this past 
year). She denounced compul¬ 
sory testing of health-care 
workers and the travel and 
immigration bans on HlVers. 

But Mason, like White, 
was only eligible to become 
the national AIDS poster 
child (and a Commission 
member) because she was 2 m 
“innocent” victim; white, het¬ 
erosexual, and prey to tainted 
blood rather than lust or 
drugs. 

Just so. Brad is entitled to 
our pity only so long as his 
homosexuality is denied; 
some youthful indiscretion 
with drugs is forgivable, but 
the statute of limitations on 
perversion appears to be at 
least as long as the incubation 
period of the virus. 

The NYT quotes Helen 
Gorman Kushnick, who cred¬ 
ulously wonders how Brad 
could ever think that Holly¬ 
wood would let him down. 

“If everyone takes the posi¬ 
tion that Brad Davis did, and 
believe me, I’m not judging 
him, then people with AIDS 
will remain a minority (op¬ 
pressed?) People have got to 
speak out.” 

Kushnick, who lost a 3- 
year old son to AIDS (be¬ 
cause of a tainted blood trans¬ 
fusion, the Times is very 
careful to inform us) is de¬ 
scribed as a “leader in Holly¬ 
wood efforts to combat 
AIDS.” 

“I’ve had nothing but sup¬ 
port... . NBC just hired me to 
be executive producer of the 
Tonight Show” next

Gonzales-del'Valle Roffo 

The world has lost one of its most ac¬ 
tive champions in the battle to conquer 
AIDS. Dr. Andres Gonzales-del-Valle 
died of complications of the disease at 
home in Lima, Peru, on Sept. 9, at the 
age of 29. 

After graduating from school in Mex¬ 
ico City, he traveled throughout the 
Latin American countries and became 
aware of the pressing need for sex 
education. He enrolled in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Institute for Advanced Study of 
Human Sexuality in 1987 and began his 
doctoral studies. He was appointed 
assistant professor of Latin American 
Studies and organized the first AIDS 
prevention education program for 
Latinos in San Francisco and other 
cities in the Western Hemisphere. He 
received his doctoral degree in March 
of this year. 

Dr. Gonzales-del-Valle tirelessly 
organized and conducted teaching 
seminars in the Dominican Republic, 
Haiti, Columbia, Mexico and Peru as 
part of the World Health Organization’s 
mission of sexual health education. In 
his spare time he volunteered with the 
Latino AIDS Project and the Needle 
Point program in San Francisco and 
spent countless hours working with 
drug addicts and street people. One of 
his finest achievements was his success 
in communicating with the Latino com¬ 
munity about AIDS prevention and in 
giving other educators the methods of 
penetrating sex-negative attitudes in our 
culture. He wil be remembered as a 
selfless, loving and generous person 
who had the time to share his 
knowledge, experience and friendship 
with everyone. 

Dr. Gonzales-del-Valle is survived by 
his brother, sister and parents, as well 
as by his wife, Patricia Whelehan. ▼

Wayne was bom in Pomona, Calif., 
where he lived until moving with his 
father, Reg, to Visalia at age 10. 

A bright child, Wayne refused to go 
to kindergarten because he said he 
already knew how to play. By the se¬ 
cond grade, he was tutoring fourth- and 
fifth-graders in reading. 

An abusive relationship with his 
father, who refused to accept his sex¬ 
uality, turned Wayne to the streets of 
Los Angeles at a young age. Wayne 
lived as a transient for several years, 
turning to drugs and strangers for 
comfort. 

Wayne visited his mother and step¬ 
father, Karen and Patrick Greene of 
New York City, two years aga AlthougJi 
he had lost weight and had trouble 
sleeping, he retained his smart-ass 
humor. Except for Karen and Patrick, 
all of Wayne’s family members either 
wrote him off as dead years ago or re¬ 
fused to accept his AIDS diagnosis. 

For the last six months of his life, 
Wayne lived at the Catholic-run Gift of 
Love Hospice in San Francisco. Al- 
thou^ W^ne lived as an atheist all his 
life, the nuns coaxed him to convert to 
Catholicism, offering large supplies of 
candy and cigarettes in return. 

Although dementia made it difficult

John C Tonery, who worked as an at¬ 
torney for the US government for 11 
years, died of AIDS-related lymphoma 
on Aug. 27. He was 41 years old euid 
lived in Laguna Beach, Calif., at the 
time of his death. 

John was bom in Brooklyn and grew 
up in Rochester, New York. He attend¬ 
ed Fordham University, graduating in 
1973 with a B.A., and he obtained a law 
degree from Antioch University School 
of Law in Washington, D.C, in 1981. 
John then went to work for the US 
government ^ an estate administrator 
in Bankruptcy Court in Houston and 
then to the office of the US Trustee in 
Los Angeles. At the time of his death, 
he was employed by the Resolution 
Trust Company in Newport Beach, 
Calif., with responsibility for oversee¬ 
ing the bankruptcy plans of various sav¬ 
ings and loan companies in Southern 
California. 

John was active in the gay communi¬ 
ty as a counselor with the Gay and Les- 
bian Community Services Center, 
where he was a peer counselor. In ad¬ 
dition, John provided his legal expertise 
free of charge to many political and ser¬ 
vice organization^ including Shanti of 
Laguna Beach. John was an active 
member of the ge^r and lesbian recover¬ 
ing community, and had been clean and 
sober since January 1983. He was par¬ 
ticularly active in encouraging new peo¬ 
ple to attend 12-step recovery of many 
people in Washington, D.C, Houston, 
Los Angeles and Laguna Beach. 

John fougjit long and hard against 
AIDS. He became aware of his 
seropositive status in 1986 and chose to 
use non-traditional. Eastern methods of 
healing. He was successful at warding 
off the effects of the virus until early 
1990, when he was diagnosed with PCR 
On Jan. 15, 1991, John entered the 
hospital to discover that he had AIDS 
related lymphoma He fougjit bravely 
against the cancer, undergoing a 
regimen of chemotherapy that was dif¬ 
ficult and painful for him. He maintain¬ 
ed his hopes for recovery from the 
cancer until early August, but he decid¬ 
ed to foigo heroic efforts to maintain his 
life two weeks before he died. He died 
peacefully at the University of Califor¬ 
nia at Irvine Medical Center shortly 
before midnight on Aug. 27. 

Survivors include his mother and 
father. Dr. and Mrs. James Tonery of 
Naples, Florida; eigjit brothers and 
sisters; six nieces and nephews; and a 
wealth of friends and professional 
associates.

Conrad’s exceptional eye made him 
a fine artist, with gallery exhibitions, 
murals, posters and multimedia 
gr^hics to his credit.

Many a contented man-boy nestl¬ 
ed in his chest hair and massaged his 
nearly perfect ass. 

Coruad’s intelligence, introspection 
and nervous energy were apparent but 
not always beneficial. His life included 
struggle: with childhood polio, with a 
loving but demanding father, with op¬ 
pressive Jesuit Catholicism and, fine¬ 
ly, with HIV. Perfectionism, the need to 
control, long bouts of depression and an 
inability to relax were the conse¬ 
quences. He found salvation in his 
joyous liberating sexuality, his ex¬ 
uberant love of nature, his art, and the 
love of his friends.

Jackie Winnow 

April 28,1947-Sept. 7,1991 



Jackie Winnow, 44, longtime 
lesbian/feminist activist and 
founder of the Women’s Cancer 
Resource Center, died of 
metastatic breast cancer on 
Sept. 7. Jackie was bom Jackie 
Weinstein on April 28, 1947, 
and dedicated her life to 
figjiting oppression and bigotry 
in all its forms. 

Jackie served as coordinator 
of the Lesbian/Gay 8b AIDS 
Unit of the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission 
from 1980 to 1990, making the 
unit the strongest governmen¬ 
tal unit for lesbian and gay 
rights in the country. Her 
achievements at the HRC in¬ 
cluded organizing historic 
public hearings and writing 
reports on racism in the les- 
bian/gay community, discrimi¬ 
nation against people with 
AIDS and the rights of 
domestic partners. Her leader¬ 
ship in the lesbian/gay com¬ 
munity, and in the politics of 
San Francisco throughout the 
1980s, were crucial to the les¬ 
bian/gay community’s in¬ 
creased participation in city 
politics and to the struggle for 
lesbian/gay rights nationwide. 
The San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors adjourned their 
Sept, meeting in her honor. 

Jackie was diagnosed with 
breast cancer in 1985, and soon 
thereafter founded and or¬ 
ganized the Women’s Cancer 
Resource Center in Berkeley, 
the first of its kind in the nation. 


This achievement was an un¬ 
precedented radical action that 
focused attention nationwide 
on the epidemic of cancer in 
women and the government’s 
lack of research and services 
dedicated to women with 
cancer. Organizing WCRC was 
another example of Jackie’s 
commitment to women’s strug¬ 
gles for empowerment. 

Among her many achieve¬ 
ments and activities were 
organizing a Jewish Feminist 
Conference in the ’80s and a 
National Radical Feminist 
Conference in the ’70s; doing 
rape awareness work in Dade 
County, Florida; graduating 
summa cum laude from San 
Francisco State University in 
Women’s Studies; and serving 
on the women’s health commit¬ 
tee for San Francisco’s Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health. 


Jackie was a strong and lov¬ 
ing role model for scores of 
people who benefitted from 
knowing her, or knowing of 
her. She was a writer, 
spokesperson, activist ... self- 
described “general big mouth’’ 
and “cat aficionado.” 

Jackie is survived by her 
spouse, Teya Schaffer, cuid her 
son, Asher, many dear friends, 
mother Lillian Weinstein Rich- 
man and brother Jeffrey Wein¬ 
stein (both of Florida), and 
sister Marcy Brown of London.

Lee Bush 


Lee Bush, one of the nation’s 
leading gay rights and AIDS ac¬ 
tivists, died in Washington on 
Sept. 6 of AIDS complications. 
He was 38 years old. 

Bush was a leading organizer 
of the 1987 March on 
Washington for Lesbian and 
Gay Civil Rights, the largest 
civil rights march in the na¬ 
tion’s history. He was the first 
paid staff person to be hired by 
the March organizing commit¬ 
tee. Kay Ostberg, one of the Na¬ 
tional Co-Chairs of the ’87 
March and a close friend of 
Bush’s described his efforts as 
“incredible. He had an un¬ 
bounded energy and unlimited 
commitment to bringing the 
diversity of our community to 
Washington. He was a miracle 
worker. We will miss him 
sorely.” 

In the year following the 
March, Bush directed the field 
operation of the Fairness Fund, 
a lesbian and gay rights group 
which focused on grass-roots 
organizing and later merged 
with the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund. Bush worked as 
national canvass manager for 
the Campaign Fund’s “Speak 
Out” program from 1988 until 
his retirement for health 
reasons in 1990. 

Steve Endean, founder of the 
Campaign Fund, “Speak Out” 
and the Fairness Fund, recalled 
that “Lee’s hard work, en¬ 
thusiasm and charm played a 
critical role in successfully 
establishing the Speak Out pro¬ 
gram as one of the most effec¬ 
tive grass-roots programs in our 
movement. Lee was a passion¬ 
ate pioneer. I will miss him a 
great deal.” 

Following his retirement 
from the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund, Bush remained ac¬ 
tive with the group and with 
other lesbian and gay and 



AIDS organizations, including 
ACT-UP/DC and Black and 
White Men Together. 

As a member of ACT UPIDC, 
he was a key organizer of the 
nationcd boycott of Miller Beer 
and Marlboro cigarettes, a 
boycott organized to protest the 
political support given to 
Senator Jesse Helms by Philip 
Morris Inc., the manufacturer 
of both products. 

Bush was bom on Christmas 
Day, December 25, 1952. Bush 
is survived by his mother, 
Leona Bush; his brother, Phil 
Bush; and many, many friends 
in the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity across the country.

the selection of a replacement 
for current Superintendent 
Ramon Cortines, who retires 
next spring. Cortines has held 
the office since 1985. 

According to community 
activist Melinda Paras, who 
was appointed by gay School 
Board member (and father) 
Tom Ammiano, it was Ammi- 
ano’s election that made the 
difference in gaining commu¬ 
nity participation in the advi¬ 
sory process. “Previously, 
we’ve been shut out by the 
myths that lesbian and gay 
people don’t have kids, that 
we were never kids ourselves, 
and that lesbian and gay 
youth don’t exist,” said Paras. 

She points out that, addi¬ 
tionally, the community is di¬ 
rectly affected by what’s 
taught in the schools. “Kids 
need to be taught that it’s not 
okay to be violent against les¬ 
bians and gays, or to run 
around calling people ‘fag¬ 
got.’” 

Cortines was not initially 
receptive to the expansion of 
programs addressing commu¬ 
nity concerns, including in¬ 
school counselini: for lesbian 


and gay youth. Paras said. 
“For about ten years, all we 
had was the Lesbian and Gay 
Speakers Bureau from CUAV 
(Community United Against 
Violence).” 

Those conditions are 
changing. An in-school coun¬ 
seling program similar to Los 
Angeles’ ground-breaking 
Project 10 now exists in the 
City. And, according to M 2 U-- 
cia Hunt, who weis hired by 
the Board of Education to fa¬ 
cilitate the Advisory Commit¬ 
tee’s selection process, the 
current search for a new su¬ 
perintendent is the broadest 
one yet mounted here. “Sub¬ 
committees have been hold¬ 
ing meetings in many com¬ 
munities,” she said. 

Hunt says that the Adviso¬ 
ry Committee will develop 
recommendations in five ar¬ 
eas, including attitudes and 
philosophies; educational and 
professional experience; man¬ 
agement abilities and skills; 
communication skills; and 
multicultural considerations. 
After the Board of Education 
has selected finalists, the Ad¬ 
visory Committee will inter¬ 
view them and make further 
recommendations to the 
board.

The case drew intense con¬ 
cern from the gay communi¬ 
ty, with activists attending 
Rosenberg’s trial. 

“The decision of Judge 
Mitchell sends a message to 
skinheads and other gay bash¬ 
ers that it’s open season on 
queers. This is yet one more 
example that our issues are 
trivialized and not taken seri¬ 
ously by the criminal justice 
system,’’ gay activist Jonathan 
Katz said. 

According to Katz, the gay 
community may eventually 


decide to form posses to “take 
matters into their own hands’’ 
because of exactly such re¬ 
sponses from the system. 

“It is unfortunate that the 
message sent to this skinhead 
gay basher by the sentence 
for this vicious, unprovoked 
and inexcusable hate crime 
which caused serious injury 
to gay men has been modified 
without cause into merely a 
slap on the wrist,” he said. ▼

Hypothalamus Study 

Compiled by Ben Carlson 'Oakland 'Tribune' 


Many of the journalists who 
covered Simon LeVay’s “hy¬ 
pothalamus study,” which indi¬ 
cated that sexual orientation 
may be related to structural 
aspects of the brain, seemed to 
ignore the fact that the study 
pertained equally to both het¬ 
erosexuality and homosexual¬ 
ity. They also seemed to for¬ 
get that the brains of lesbians 
were not studied, as evidenced 
by their use of the word “ho¬ 
mosexuals” rather than “gay 
men” or “homosexual men.” 

“What Causes People to Be 
Homosexual?” by Sharon Beg¬ 
ley and David Gelman in the 
Sept. 9 issue of Newsweek 
seems to take only heterosex¬ 
uality for granted. It repeated¬ 
ly uses the word “homosexual¬ 
ity” in place of the broader 
and more accurate phrase 
“sexual orientation,” as in 
“The tiny bundle of neurons 
that might be linked to homo¬ 
sexuality lies deep in the hy¬ 
pothalamus ... .” 

The article also twice uses 
the word “shrink” to account 
for the smaller neuron clumps 
in gay men, as though other¬ 
wise “normal,” larger clumps 
had mutated, ^though no such 
evidence is cited. Why didn’t 
Newsweek consider the possi¬ 
bility that “bloating” of the 
neuron clumps in what would 
otherwise have been perfectly 
good gay brains causes hetero¬ 
sexuality? 

Science Exiitor David Perl¬ 
man placed the same distorted 
emphasis on homosexuality in 
the Aug. 30 San Francisco 
Chronicle (“Brain Cell Study 
Finds Link to Homosexuali¬ 
ty”). Ditto Medical Writer 
David Ansley in the Aug. 30 
San Jose Mercury News 
(“Study suggests biological 
link to homosexuality”). Get 
this line: “ ... fueling debate 
over whether homosexuality is 
a product of biology or 
lifestyle.” 

Gosh, we thought the de¬ 
bate was over whether sexual 
orientation is a product of bi¬ 
ology or environment? Will 
somebody please shoot the 
word “lifestyle”? 

Thank goodness for Chris¬ 
tine Gorman in the Sept. 9 is¬ 
sue of Time (“Are Gay Men 
Born That Way?”). If one looks 
beyond the somewhat tongue- 
in-cheek headline, one finds 
“sexual orientation” properly 
and consistently cited as the 
subject of the study. One also 
finds this wonderful closing 
thought: “Over the years much 
research on homosexuality has 
been motivated by a desire to 
eradicate the behavior rather 
than understand, let alone cel¬ 
ebrate, diversity. LeVay and 
others hope their work will 
enable humans to view homo¬ 
sexuality the way other 
species seem to see it: as a nor¬ 
mal variation of sexual behav¬ 
ior.”

tion, the inf 2 imous Vatican 
agency, issued a statement 
condemning homosexuals as 
morally evil and intrinsically 
disordered. Ratzinger also 
said that homosexuals have 
no claim to civil rights protec¬ 
tion. 

Following Ratzinger’s dec¬ 
laration, Dignity chapters that 
refused to bow to the 
church’s belief that lesbians 
and gays were acceptable 
only if celibate were expelled 
from meeting — 2 uid celebrat¬ 
ing Mass — on church proper- 

ty. 

San Francisco Dignity was 
expelled from a Tenderloin 
parish church by Roman 
Catholic Archbishop John R. 
Quinn in 1989. The group 
promptly began meeting in 
the Dolores Street Communi¬ 
ty Center, a part of the Do¬ 
lores Street Baptist Church. 

“After Ratzinger, a lot of 
our people left the church. A 
lot of people really felt they’d 
worked too long and too hard 
and that’s regrettable,” Cale- 
gari said. 

Some of the members de¬ 
cided they weren’t ready to 
leave the church and opted to 
become involved in a parish, 
others stayed with Dignity, he 
said. 

“A number of people are 
starting to come back,” Cale- 
gari said. “The San Francisco 
chapter is re 2 d serious about 
being around for a long time 
and to continue to become a 
place where people can grow 
and can find a faith communi¬ 
ty.” 

That commitment to its 
members includes involve¬ 
ment in the local community. 
Hope House, an AIDS resi¬ 
dence managed by the Do¬ 
lores Street Community Cen¬ 
ter, is managed by a Dignity 
member. 

That commitment also ex¬ 
tends to ministries to the 
homeless served by the center 
and other ministries. Accord¬ 
ing to Calegari, on a national 
level, it means leadership and 
ministry to gay Catholics and 
others, through AIDS min¬ 
istries, outreach and the de¬ 
velopment of a strong nation¬ 
al organization as well its con¬ 
tinuing ministry through reli¬ 
gious worship. ▼

Customs freaked. They 
jerked out notebooks and 
started calculating. Half an 
hour later the duty bill was 
offered — 20,000 rubles. The 
average Soviet worker makes 
3,000 rubles a year; the duty 
on the computers represented 
6.6 ye 2 irs of income. Transcal- 
culated to the U.S., you’re 
talkin’ about $200,000 in im¬ 
port duties. 

But was Roman Kalinin, 
editor of Tema and father (at 
age 24) of the Russian gay 
movement, ruffled? Think 
again. Roman plopped a 
shocking pile of cash on the 
X-ray machine conveyor belt 
and — like in a spy movie — 
began methodically slapping 
down rubles. Julie and Jim 
had feared the worst and had 
sent Roman $1,000, a week 
earlier, for conversion on the 
black market at around 40 
rubles to the buck. 

The Customs agents were 
blown away. They accepted 
the 6.6 years of income — and 
the Macs, printer and monitor 
were sprinted to freedom. It 
was an inspiring, historic mo¬ 
ment. In a shocking lapse of 
journalistic objectivity. I’m 
afraid I carried one of the box¬ 


es. 

Midnight Train to 
Moscow 

On the midnight train from 
Leningrad to Moscow, famous 
lesbo comic Robin Tyler made 
me swear never to reveal to 
anyone that she performed a 
sewing job for me. 

As we were boarding the 
train, one of the loops on my 
belt-based security pouch mys¬ 
teriously ripped off — at the 
same time my watch disap¬ 
peared from my arm. In less 
than five minutes, Robin pro¬ 
nounced it “more secure them 
it was originally.” 

Human Rights Campaign 
Fund board chair Randy 
Klose, former HRCF Execu¬ 
tive Director Vic Basile and 
Harry Britt aide Jean Harris 
witnessed Robin’s sewing job 
— so let her try and deny it. 

Robin had raided a hard- 
currency store before we 
boarded the train and treated 
us to caviar, oysters, cham¬ 
pagne and ... Ritz crackers. We 
were sworn to secrecy about 
this, too. It’s a violation of PQ 
I deduced, to sew for males 
and shop at hard-currency 
stores in barren Commie 
lands. I fell in love with Robin 
immediately. 

Nude, Gay Beach 

We went on an outing (the 


old-fashioned kind) to 
Moscow’s gay nude beach. Ev¬ 
erything was going fine until 
American co-organizer Masha 
Gessen and a group of Soviet 
gays surrounded a photogra¬ 
pher and started a loud and 
lengthy fight. In the end, they 
confiscated his film and tore 
open the canisters, ruining his 
pictures. 

The photographer worked 
for APN, a news wire service 
that feeds Soviet magazines. 
Gessen said APN was an arm 
of the Communist Party, but 
some Russian gays said they 
thought that had probably 
changed. 

American photographer 
Patsy Lynch and I were un¬ 
sure how to respond. If we’d 
been in America, we would 
have thrown a hissy fit. But 
who’s to say in the Soviet 
Union? Gessen later refused to 
be interviewed about the inci¬ 
dent. 

Siberian Lesbians from 
Hell 

The hit of the Soviet pride 
events, in my opinion, was the 
four awesomely radical Siberi¬ 
an lesbicins who almost got us 
all arrested by launching a 
kiss-in at the end of a condom- 
distribution zap of Moscow 
City Hall. 

And also Katrina — one of 
our professional translators. 


who, in the midst of the con¬ 
ference, le 2 irned the phrase 
“lipstick lesbian” and finally 
knew where she fits in the 
Grand Scheme of Things. (Ma¬ 
jor babe, totally awesome 
mini-skirt.) 

The majority of Soviet gay 
men were rather “pre- 
Stonewall” (with the exception 
of Kalinin, who’s about five 
years ahead of US activists). 
But the dykes were up-to- 
speed. Lesbians, I deduced, 
have less to lose in the begin¬ 
ning, being defecated on al¬ 
ready for being female. It 
takes men longer to opt to risk 
their (buzzword alert) “male 
privilege” and come out full 
steeun ahead, I suppose. And 
I’m Soviet Unioned out. Hasta 
la free-market economy .... ▼

Four Graffiti Artists 
Recall the Life and 
Work of Keith Haring 


by David Hirsh 

K eith Haring trav¬ 
eled to San Francis¬ 
co several times 
and left behind 
some unique monu¬ 
ments. A new show of his 
multiply-produced screen- 
prints, lithographs, emboss¬ 
ings and sculptures will open 
Sept. 26 at Erika Meyerovich 
Gallery, 231 Grant Ave., and 
will remain up until Nov. 4. 

In a sense. Haring’s work 
was strictly functional. It was 
intended to impart energy, 
spiritually protect, allay fear, 
expose stupidity, excite ho¬ 
mosexual recognition and 
raise money for causes. The 
emergence of his Pop Shop, 
where mass-produced items 
bore his imprint, was organic. 

On the other hand, the 
work was strictly intuitive, if 
not visionary. Haring re¬ 
searched traditional arts of 
Africa and South America (as 
well as European semiotic 
theory) and personalized 
them into urban experience. 
He said that his pantheon 
consisted of Timothy Leary, 
Andy Warhol, Jean-Michel 
Basquiat, Allen Ginsberg and 
William Burroughs. With ex¬ 
ceptions, a more hard-boiled 
bunch of modern disciples of 
visionary experience would 


be difficult to name. 

This union of function and 
intuition translated into an 
art-world debate about high 
and low culture. The impact 
of Haring’s contribution to 
that debate should increase in 
this decade. 

On the door to Haring’s 
studio was Leary’s phrase, 
“Just Say Know.” Appropria¬ 
tion, from high and low, was 
the primary method (as it 
would become for AIDS 
graphic activists). The goal 
was the transfer of energy on 
an international, if not univer¬ 
sal, scale. That was the Most 
Real Fun. Yet the transfer 
would pass only to the extent 
that it was true to personal 
experience. 

Despite his pantheon of lu¬ 
minaries, Haring began his 
career by exorcising his Jesus- 
freak past and planting him¬ 
self in the graffiti movement. 
No matter how high his 
much-noted energy took him, 
he always remained tied to 
his Lower East Side commu¬ 
nity. The dances, music and 
art of the international neigh¬ 
borhood were the heart of his 
visual language. 

The Bay Area Reporter 
recently t^ked to several of 
Haring’s friends. Among 
them, Sandra “Lady Pink” 
Fabara is a South American-

born artist who was one of 
the very few women to gain 
wide respect in the rough 
New York graffiti movement. 
She was also the first major

Faith Conlon, who became 
Wilson’s co-editor and pub¬ 
lisher in 1986, says that “qual¬ 
ity is our highest priority.” 
She notes that in women’s 
publishing it “varies greatly 
from press to press,” but that 
it is critical to “control the 
kind of books that are put 
out.” 

Seal’s mission is to “pub¬ 
lish what we feel are ground¬ 
breaking books.” This philos¬ 
ophy is part of a “distinctive 
literary program” that in¬ 
cludes humor, non-fiction, 
translations and mysteries. 
Seal’s publications are 
marked by “fresh writing and 
strong women” and “a way of 
looking at the world that’s in¬ 
vigorating.” 

Conlon emphasizes Seal’s 


specific commitment to wom¬ 
en of color and lesbians, as 
“their perspective is missing 
in today’s market.” Seal has 
provided a range of work to 
ensure the inclusion of those 
perspectives: Becky Birtha’s 
painful and ironic The For¬ 
bidden Poems, . the highly 
praised The Black Women’s 
Health Book edited by Eve¬ 
lyn C. White, Lesbian Cou¬ 
ples and Ceremonies of the 
Heart: Celebrating Lesbian 
Unions. 

Conlon learned a lot about 
the publishing industry by 
working in it for a number of 
years in New York at An¬ 
chor/Doubleday. She was 
“put off by most of it,” but as 
someone who “played the in-

Out There 
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Film

F or 10 days in Septem¬ 
ber, the world of con¬ 
temporary cinema fo¬ 
cuses on Toronto’s 
Festival of Festivals. Its 234 
separate programs are spread 
around 15 theatres, all within 
walking distance, as films 
from 44 nations parade across 
the eager eyes, of not only the 
international film community 
— directors, agents, exhibitors, 
distributors and journalists — 
but also the most enthusiastic 
audiences in the world. 

Considering that there are 
generally four different press 
screenings competing with six 
different public showings go¬ 
ing on from 9 a.m.-2 a.m. ev¬ 
ery day, the Toronto fete 
emerges as the most zen film 
festival in the world: one has 
to learn to let go, to realize 
that it won’t be possible to 
catch all the films initially de¬ 
sired. 

Still, I tackled an amazing 
55 productions, roughly a 
quarter of what was to be 
sampled. Since I was invited 
as both a filmmaker and a 
critic, I felt a little like Jane 
Wyman in Hitchcock’s Stage- 
fright in the Derby Day 
scene in which she helplessly 
has to switch roles between 
her assumed persona of a 
Cockney ladies’ maid and her 
true debutante colors. The 
biggest surprise: this was a 
very gay festival, with some 
of the films — Gus Van Sant’s 
My Own Private Idaho and 
Isaac Julien’s Young Soul 
Rebels, among them — de¬ 
nied our local fest. 


The Bard Inspires 

Mountings of Peter Green¬ 
away’s Prospero’s Books 
(based on The Tempest), Gus 
Van Sant’s My Own Private 
Idaho (influenced by the Fal- 
staff plays) and Derek Jar¬ 
man’s Edward II proved the 
durability of The Bard and 
his confreres for filmic inspi¬ 
ration. 

The Greenaway opus, 
which opens at the Castro in 
November, is relentlessly 
busy and flawlessly empty. 
But Van Sant’s film is excel¬ 
lent if not quite in the league 
of either Mala Noche or 
Drugstore Cowboy. Political¬ 
ly questionable and surpris¬ 
ingly reined in, Idaho, 
though a modern-day glimpse 
at male street hustlers and 
their Johns, says less about 
what it means to be a gay 
man in 1991 than Jarman’s 
stunning update of Marlowe’s 
play. 

Van Sant doggedly main¬ 
tains that “the film contains 
no gay characters’’ (!?!). But 
just as Annabelle Sciorra in 
Spike Lee’s Jungle Fever de¬ 
cided to enhance her charac¬ 
ter against the caricatured 
wishes of her director, so Riv¬ 
er Phoenix opted to endow 
his narcoleptic prostitute 
Mike with a gay leaning to¬ 
ward the Prince Hal replicant 
of Keanu Reeves’ Scott. In a 
future column I’ll detail the 
strengths and flaws of Idaho, 
which opens at the Lumiere 
Oct. 18. Meanwhile, Edward 
II still has no distributor 
though it was by leagues the 
most inventive, challenging 
and startlingly pleasurable 
feature of the festival.

Too Much Yearning 

Encounters with the new 
Gay Cinema entries fielded 
mixed results. Rosa von 
Praunheim’s Affengeil is an 
inert documentary about a 
camp queen star of the inter¬ 
wars’ Berlin stage. Rico Mar¬ 
tinez’ debut Desperate is a 
symptom of a too much too 


soon yearning. A deliriously 
baroque situational comedy 
involving het and homo high 
jinks is offset by scenes that 
fell frustratingly flat. Martinez 
should next time retain an ed¬ 
itor and aim a little higher 
than John Waters for primary 
inspiration. 

But at least Martinez’ 
longeurs have more integrity 


than the new Isaac Julien sell¬ 
out Young Soul Rebels. Af¬ 
ter making his mark as a 
stylist in the estimable Look¬ 
ing for Langston, Julien now 
seems to want to enter the 
bigtime but without unfortu¬ 
nately the necessary talents to 
sustain a narrative or effec¬ 
tively direct actors. In this

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Gay Images Abound 
At Toronto Festival 

Van Sant, Jarman Films Are Highlights; 
Audience Attacks Booth During Lesbian's 
Screening; Beatle's Gay Affair Chronicled 
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Making TV on a Shoestring 

The Nation's Lesbian and Gay Cable Producers 
Create a Viable Voice for Their Local Communities

T he rise of cable 
opened up television 
to many groups previ¬ 
ously excluded from 
the airwaves. In most munic¬ 
ipalities, “public access” chan¬ 
nels have given anyone who 
has anything to say — from 
neo-Nazis to militant socialists 
to urban gcU'deners — a forum. 

Since the mid-1970s, gay 
men and lesbians across the 
country have used this free¬ 
dom to produce programs for 
themselves and others. 

“There wasn’t any news 
for gays in our community,” 
said David Leslie of Denver’s 
Lambda Report. “As we all 
know, straight news is very 
biased.” 

At two years old. Lambda 
Report is relatively young — 
even by gay cable standards. 
Screening in the Denver and 
Boulder area, this weekly mix 
of news and features reaches 
nearly 10,000 subscribers. 

But the goal, said Leslie, is 
to reach a statewide audience 
by getting programs on PBS. 

“They have a powerful 
broadcast system,” said the 
show’s executive producer, 
John Hackney. “And we want 
to break into the gay main¬ 
stream through it.” 

The producers hope to be¬ 
come a non-profit corporation 
in the next six months. That 
way, they can approach un¬ 
derwriters — including major 
corporations—to sponsor pro¬ 
grams. 

Money's the Problem 

Money is a major problem 
for all gay television. So 
much so, that Spectrum 
News of ^uthem California 
recently called it quits. 

“We suspended operations 
last week,” said Bradley Hud¬ 
son, executive producer. 

Spectrum News, which 
survived for 2 1/2 years, relied 
on contributions from individ- 
U 2 ils. With one million house¬ 
holds on 15 cable systems in 
Los Angeles and Orange 
County, the show reached a 
large audience. 

But “we weren’t able to 
generate enough” in dona¬ 
tions to cover $2,000 a month 
in production costs, Hudson 
said. 

Although disappointed, 
Hudson isn’t throwing in the 
towel. His next venture is a 
gay radio talk show. 

“Our goal has always been 
to be involved with several 
different types of media out¬ 
lets,” said Hudson. 

Gay cable in the Bay Area 
began in the 1970s with 
shows like San Francisco 
Gay and San Francisco To¬ 
morrow. Producers in San 
Francisco have taken one of 
several routes. Some have ac¬ 
quired time on Viacom Cable- 
vision’s access Channel 25, 
others have approached San 
Francisco State’s Channel 35, 
and still others have bought 
time on Viacom Cablevision’s 
Channel 6. In the 1970s, one 
could buy a half hour on 
Channel 6 for $225, but the 
early producers who chose 
this option found themselves 
unable to sell enough adver¬ 
tising to support their shows. 

Electric City, which is 
now seen on Channel 35 in 
San Francisco, originally 
aired on Channel 6 and was 


sponsored by Superstar 
Video, based in the Castro 
district. The store’s support 
provided enough money to 
produce the show, but it was 
axed by Viacom after what 
turned into a bitter dispute 
over “program content” and 
“technical quality,” said Elec¬ 
tric City producer Sande 
Mack recently. 

The show now relies on 
contributions like other access 
producers. Billing themselves 
as “Cheap TV” Electric City 
is produced out of Mack’s 
Castro-area apartment. Any¬ 
thing from a sitcom parody to 
an investigative report on the 
gay community itself might

pop up on the program. 

Over on Channel 25, San 
Francisco gay cable viewers 
have access to Straight Talk 
Television, a mostly inter¬ 
view show that provided 
timely coverage of Gay 
Games III by sending a crew 
that express mailed tapes 
back to the city. Also featured 
are Messiah Theatre, an ex- 
pressionistic weekly assem¬ 
blage; a number of different 
shows under the title Randall 
Wilson Presents, including 
video documents of local the¬ 
atre productions and the 
monthly 20 Dunstan Terrace, 
which Wilson describes as a 
cross “between Evening Mag¬ 
azine and Ernie Kovacs”; and 
Lavender Lounge, a gay 
dance party show. The maga¬ 
zine-format Outlook screens 
on a number of suburban ca¬ 
ble outlets in the South Bay 
and the East Bay. 

Paying Dues 

Gay Fairfax in Virginia 
has solved the money dilem¬ 
ma by being part of the 300- 
member Fairfax Lesbian and 
Gay Citizen’s Association. 

Association dues help pay 
for the television show, which 
draws on volunteers from 
among the group’s members, 
solving another headache of 
television production on a 
shoestring budget. 

Gay Fairfax has more 
than 30 regular volunteers 
and as a result is constantly 
adding new hosts to their 
ever-growing lineup of con¬ 
tributors. 

Gay Fairfax produces one 
show a week, a half-hour 
news segment of interest to 
local gays. Recent shows have 
covered the gay drinking ban. 

“It’s against the law in Vir¬ 
ginia to serve alcoholic bever¬ 
ages to known homosexuals,” 
said Karen Brown, segment 
producer. “We’ve been focus¬ 
ing a lot on that. But we’ve 
also covered other issues such 
as adoption and buying your

own home.” 

Gay Fairfax currently is 
exchanging shows with other 
gay systems in the Washing¬ 
ton, DC area. Being so close 
to the nation’s capital, they 
also hope to create and syndi¬ 
cate a national show soon. 

In the early 1980s, New 
York’s Gay Cable Network 
(GCN) leased time rather than 
produce a public access pro¬ 
gram. Today, succeeding 
where the San Francisco pro¬ 
ducers did not, GCN carries 
advertisements for everything 
from pharmaceutical distribu¬ 
tors to phone companies. 

This strategy has paid off 
handsomely for GCN, which 
now has a budget of $10,000 
per month and recently 
moved into a studio with 
room for a live audience. 

A new feature on the show 
is “Be Our Guest,” a half-hour 
segment that showcases tal¬ 
ented gay people. 

“We’re going to have them 
sitting on a stoop to be inter¬ 
viewed in typical New York 
fashion,” said Lou Maletta, 
national director. 

GCN also is pushing gay 
cable from the local to nation¬ 
al level. The one-hour news 
magazine Gay USA is an 
overview of what’s happening 
nationwide that is sent to 18 
stations across the U.S. and 
Canada. 

Reaching the Mainstream 

In celebration of Gay Pride 
Week, GCN created a one- 
hour special of gay footage 
from gay stations nationwide 
that aired in cities as dis¬ 
parate as Tampa, Fla., and 
Winnipeg, C 2 mada. 

But GCN doesn’t want to 
serve only the gay communi¬ 
ty. Maletta also sees the medi¬ 
um as a powerful way to 
reach mainstream Americans 
and rid them of their homo¬ 
phobia. 

“The more the media high¬ 
lights gay and lesbian issues, 
the more acceptance we’re go¬ 
ing to get,” said Maletta. 

For Maletta, the religious 
right has shown the nation 
just how powerful a medium 
television can be as an opin¬ 
ion maker. 

“Look at the fundamental¬ 
ists,” said Maletta. “People 
question them on religious 
matters as if they were the 
sole religious source. 

“They have gotten that 
power through TV” 

Although gay cable still 
has a long way to go to be as 
powerful as religious broad¬ 
casting, it is well on its way 
to being a viable voice for the 
gay community. ▼

Lower East Side dance club) 
in ’81,” Fabara says. “He in¬ 
cluded my work. At first we 
wondered if he was trying to 
jump on the bandwagon, but 
the fact that he organized 
these shows for graffiti writ¬ 
ers helped prove he was OK. 
He wasn’t trying to exploit 
us; he wanted to hang out. 

“He was respected because 
he was a nice guy, warm and 
positive, and because he 
bombed (covered public 
spaces with art) everywhere. 
Yet not too many wanted to 
hang out with him too much 
because he was a homo dude 
and he didn’t have our style, 
he didn’t use our materials. 
Some of the more intelligent 
writers respected him, and no

one that I can recall menaced 
• him in any way. I loved him. 
He definitely had his own 
world.” 

L.A.2 was the graffiti artist 
who probably became most 
closely identified with Haring. 

“When Keith moved here,” 
the artist says, “he noticed my 
signatures all over the neigh¬ 


borhood. One time, in ’80, he 
was doing his graffiti in a 
school yard and he was ask¬ 
ing kids who L.A.2 was. One 
kid came to my house and 
said, ‘There’s a guy that’s do¬ 
ing babies.’ I didn’t know 
what that was about, so I 
went over there and told the 
guy that I knew who L.A.2 
was. After a while, I was 
looking at his drawing, and I 
said I was L.A.2. He didn’t be¬ 
lieve me. After I wrote my 
name with his marker he 
said, ‘It is you.’ 

“We had a big show in ’82 
and we kept going until ’85.1 
knew he could only take me 
to a certain height before he 
went alone. He took me to 
Italy, Spain. In Tokyo, we 
were doing this wall thing. 
The first day, no one knew 
about us. Tlien the people 
from TV came. The next day 
there were thousands of 
people there. It was incredi¬ 
ble.

“His art with the sex had 



to come out. Even in ’82 he 
was doing little things with 
dogs and babies on top of 
each other. When I first met 
him he was doing it. There’s 
stuff that people even haven’t 
seen yet. 

“The l 2 ist time I saw him, 
he had just bought a new car. 
He took me for a ride and

told me he was sick. He told 
me he was doing this book, it 
will be out soon, and I would 
be interviewed for it. He W2is 
good to me. Even after he 
went his way, he set me up 
with people. He introduced 
me to Kevin Krich and now 
I’m painting motorcycles.” 

Opening a Pop Shop 

Kevin Krich heard that 
Haring was thinking about 
opening a Pop Shop and, 
since his father’s factory had 
mass produced items for Pe 
ter Max, he decided to see the 
artist. 

“When Haring saw the in¬ 
flatable pillow by Peter Max,” 
says Krich, “he asked if we 
could make an inflatable 
baby. I think the inflatable 
baby became his favorite 
product in the shop. Once 
there was a party at the Palla¬ 
dium where we blew up 500 
of them and dropped them 
from the ceiling. 

“Haring had lots of offers 
for licensing and merchandis¬ 
ing, and he turned them all 
down. He did very little out¬ 
side of the Pop Shop that was 
commercial. It was extremely 
successful, but he could have 
made a lot more money with 
merchandising. The shop was 
the one place where people 
would sort of have to make a 
pilgrimage to in order to ac¬ 
quire his things. 

Spent Everything

parties at Mr. Chow where 
people would dance on the ta¬ 
bles. But the politically mind¬ 
ed side was always there, too. 
It was back in ’82 that he 
gave out 15,000 nuclear 
posters in Central Park. 

“After I left working for 
him, I asked him to paint a 
motorcycle for me, which I 
had prepsired with dayglow 
orange. I had it out in 
Newark, and he came out. 
We were going to paint it in¬ 
side, but he said, ‘No, no, I 
want to paint it outside on the 
street.’ We wheeled it out and 
he just started to go to town, 
with the boom box blaring. A 
crowd of kids formed. The 
bike came out so well, I de¬ 
cided to do more. It works, 
and fortunately there’s a col¬ 
lector in LA who feels the 
same way. Lee will do one 
soon.” 

Lee Quinones is legendary 
in the graffiti world. Current¬ 
ly he concentrates on oil on 
canvas and elaborate draw¬ 
ings. 

He says he “met Keith 
when an old art teacher of 
mine on the Lower East Side 
made materials available for 
mural projects in the neigh¬ 
borhood and Keith got in¬ 
volved. He really wanted to 
be in touch with the graffiti 
artists and know what they 
were about before attacking 
the art world. It was in¬ 
evitable, anyway. The g^raffiti 
movement was going to hit 
the world, and I think he was 
aware of that. He was ahead 
of his time in his thinking. 

“It’s a very controversial is¬ 
sue, whether one is on the 
subway platform or down in 
the tunnels. Graffiti artists are 
very selective. The objective 
was to be accepted by other 
graffiti artists, who mostly 
came from violent back¬ 
grounds, but the whole thing 
was also about grabbing 
masses of people. That’s even¬ 
tually what that art did. I 
think Keith was as much a 



graffiti writer as other artists, 
in a different format. He was 
really one of the last creative 
forces that actually dominated 
the subway system. 

Giving Out 

“Keith was very much in 
love with the spontaneous en¬ 
ergy of the graffiti artists. He 
was hooked on that whole 
pursuit of self-preservation, 
giving of oneself by giving 
out. 

“I think a lot of graffiti 
artists were overwhelmed by 
his fame. They forgot about 
his sexual images. He was 
just a famous painter, not a 
famous graffiti artist. Not out- 
casted from graffiti, but an 
annexed figure of the move¬ 
ment. He was an exciting per¬ 
son. 

“I learned he was very ill 
four days prior to his death. It 
haunted me and I decided to 
make him a drawing of the ra¬ 
diant child as a grown-up. Still 
an innocent, round figure, but 
standing erect with a pair of 
boxing gloves on, in a fighting 
stance, and I wrote “Never 
Surrender” under it. I got into 
the house and was allowed to 
go alone into Keith’s room. He 
was in and out of reality, gasp¬ 
ing for breath. He looked back 
and forth between the draw¬ 
ing and me. I told him I want¬ 
ed him to study it. 

“When I left, I exploded in 
tears, and I felt, then, the 
anger and the political aware¬ 
ness that he had probably felt 
in those last years. The next 
day his secretary called me 
and told me that he had gone 
into a drawing frenzy, and he 
wanted to show me the draw¬ 
ings. A day later he died.”

Berkeley Rep Tackles 'Major Barbara' 

A New World Order

A rms dealers who sell 
to whomever is able 
to buy, without con¬ 
cern for how their 
weaponry will be employed; 
shelters that help the home¬ 
less and out of work perched 
on the brink of closing be¬ 
cause of lack of funds; the 
place of spirituality in an in¬ 
creasingly materialistic soci¬ 
ety. Topics of a recent 60 
Minutes segment? Always. 
But also some of the central 
concerns of George Bernard 
Shaw’s Major Barbara, writ¬ 
ten 86 years ago. 

In Berkeley Rep’s current, 
solid production of Shaw’s 
play, these issues have an 
eerie resonance, as this “dis¬ 
cussion in three acts’’ touches 
on the economy, wars and the 
quest to create perfect killing 
machines, and the best meth¬ 
ods by which to topple gov¬ 
ernments. 

Andrew Undershaft 
(Charles Lanyer), a munitions 
millionaire, is summoned to a 
reunion with his family, from 
whom he has been estranged 
for a number of years, to set¬ 
tle some finemcial affairs. His 
wife, the caustic Lady Brito- 
mart (Annie Murray), disap¬ 
proves of how he makes his 
money, but acknowledges her 
children’s need of some por¬ 
tion of their father’s we^th. 
The frivolous Sarah (Bonnie 
Akimoto) and her tactless fi¬ 
ance, Charles (James Carpen¬ 
ter), have little problem with 


the idea of accepting Under¬ 
shaft’s blood money, but his 
other two children counter 
with a moral resistance. 

Stephen Spinella, who 
charmed Bay Area audiences 
as the dying Prior in Tony 
Kushner’s epic Angels in 
America at the Eureka, 
brings the perfect sensibility 
to the perfect fop. Under¬ 
shaft’s only son, the affected 
Stephen. He cares more 
about appearance and com¬ 
fort than about hard work 
and is in abject terror at the 
thought of his mother arreing- 
ing a marriage for him. His 
lack of interest, talent or 
training in any profession 
“points clearly,’’ as his father 
slyly observes, “toward a po¬ 
litical career.’’ 

High-Spirited Woman 

Barbara, in contrast, is a 
high-spirited young woman, a 
major in the Salvation Army 
whose passion is the work of 
saving souls. Ironically, she 
and her father are taken with, 
rather than put off by, each 
other, as each believes that 
they C 2 m convert the other to 
their personal vision on the 
basis of a visit to each other’s 
place of work. 

Barbara’s fiance is Cusins 
(L. Peter Callender), a young 
professor of Greek, initially 
mistaken by Undershaft for 
his son in a bit of bald fore¬ 
shadowing (made even more 
ironic by the multiracial cast¬ 
ing). Throughout, he and Un¬ 
dershaft engage in verbal 


fencing matches; he calls Un¬ 
dershaft “Machiavelli” and 
“Mephistopheles” as he sup¬ 
plies his own rather loose 
translations of' Euripides. 

Callender is the academic 
counter to Barbara’s activism, 
and, as a “collector” of reli¬ 
gions, doesn’t really set much 
store in the Salvation Army, 
but is smitten with Barbara 
and dutifully plays drum in 
the band. 

Barbara assumes she is on 
the moral high ground, but 
when her father tries to give 
money to the Salvation 
Army, it is revealed that a 
major benefactor is a whisky 
distiller, and Barbara, believ¬ 
ing she has lost the chance to 
save a soul (in the form of the 
angry bully. Bill Walker), de¬ 
spairs. 

Analogy to Christ 

Her own journey is even 
more strongly analogous to 
the passion of Christ in Tony 
Taccone’s staging, particular¬ 
ly with a revised second-act 
ending. She transforms from 
idecdism to cynicism to a final 
resurrection of her spirit amid 
the machinery of her father’s 
C2mnon factory, in an unusual¬ 
ly multidimensional portrayal 
of the character by Lynnda 
Ferguson. 

Undershaft has absolutely 
convincing, if not always air¬ 
tight, arguments against his 
daughter’s well-meaning but 
wrongheaded quest to save 
people’s souls without attend¬ 
ing to their basic needs, and 


in response to Cusins’ more 
philosophical questioning, 
Lanyer brings energy and 
grace to Undershaft, for 
whom poverty is a crime and 
religion is a luxury. 

Undershaft unites with Bar¬ 
bara and Cusins to form a new 
Trinity; they envision a new 
order, forged out of the al¬ 
liance of the businesses of de¬ 
stroying life and saving souls. 

As Lady Britomart, Murray 
gets a good deal of the play’s 
best lines, but a few were oc¬ 
casionally off their mark. This 
seemed to be true for nearly 
all the actors in the third act, 
where the last scene wilted 
just a bit, after a crisp opening 
and a quite powerful second 
act. Doing Shaw requires as 


much, if not more, training as 
doing Shakespeare, and a cast 
has to be as sharp as a first- 
class debate team. 

Doing Shaw also requires 
superb staging and strong vi¬ 
suals to complement the play¬ 
wright’s carefully crafted de¬ 
bates, and BRT has provided 
both, particularly in Kate 
Edmund’s Italian futuristic 
scenic design. The effect is to 
quite neatly propel the pre- 
WWI script into our own era, 
just by advancing the clock a 
decade from Shaw’s original 
conception. ▼ 
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Tree' 

tempts to stave off the bore¬ 
dom of waiting for someone 
who may never arrive, their 
characters are unwrapped 
like birthday gifts and their 
intimacy is revealed. Didi 
tells Coco about her life pre¬ 
drag, how she burned all of 
the photos from her past be¬ 
cause back then “I’d see a 
stranger in the mirror.’’ 

Oxygen of Delusion 

Coco urges, “Look upon 
the beautiful intentions of my 
heart.” Didi confesses that 
just once in her life she wants 
to be desired, the beloved, so 
she can ruin someone’s life. 
Coco admits that her biggest 
desire is to create life. She 
goes so far as to say she can 
feel a baby growing inside of 
her, suggesting immaculate 
conception, and although Didi 
is skeptical, she doesn’t burst 
Coco’s bubble because she 
knows that this delusion is 
Coco’s oxygen. 

This display of tenderness 
betrays Didi and Coco’s inter¬ 
dependency. For, despite 
their selfishness and occasion¬ 
al negligence of each other’s 
needs, their love of fashion 
and the comfort they find in 
superficial gesture, they know 
what they are: lonely, unful¬ 
filled queens, waiting. At one 
point, one character exclaims, 
“Hoping, the occupation of 
exiles,” which elicits the re¬ 
sponse, “Fucking full-time job 
and the benefits suck.” 

Didi and Coco are exiles — 
from gender, love, content-

W hat happens when 
queers get their 
hands on the sa¬ 
cred text of a 
revered absurdist playwright? 
Advertised as the play 
Samuel Beckett might have 
written if he’d been obsessed 
with glamour, gender and 
nail polish. Waiting for 
Godette ends its two-week 
run at Josie’s Cabaret and 
Juice Joint Sept. 27. 

The play opens with the 
two heroines, Didi and Coco, 
waiting under “that nasty 
tree” to meet Godette, the 
fabulous motorcycle-riding 
Mother of All Drag Queens, 
for lunch. Didi, with her vel¬ 
vet top, is a cut-the-crap kind 
of gal. Her biggest comfort in 
life is applying eye makeup. 


Coco, on the other hand, is a 
dreamer, wreathed and pig¬ 
tailed, her Southern drawl 
emphasizing her role as a 
melodramatic, go-go boot ob¬ 
sessed Tennessee Williams 
superwoman. She rhap¬ 
sodizes about the day when 
her ship full of sailors pulls 
into port. 

Neither Ccui remember the 
exact details of their arranged 
meeting with Godette. They 
aren’t sure if they have the 
right time, day or tree. But 
they are determined to wait, 
and devise ways to entertain 
themselves. Coco rattles off a 
list of movies (“Let’s play 
MommieDearest!”) and im¬ 
provises a short scene from 
each. They paint each other’s 
fingernails. Didi suggests a 
word-association game. 

And through their at-

Group Recreates Ciassic 'Laboratory of Hallucinations' 

Science Gone Berserk

O ne of the results of 
Naturalism’s belief 
in the essential evil 
of humanity was a 
fascination with the depraved, 
the grotesque, the macabre. 
This fascination continues to 
manifest in the present — wit¬ 
ness the headlines in the 
Weekly World News. 

The Laboratory of Halluci¬ 
nations was originally pro¬ 
duced by the Grand Guignol 
in Paris in 1916. The produc¬ 
tion reflected the growing ter¬ 
ror of scientific war and, in¬ 
deed, of science itself. After 
two bloody years of trench 
fighting on French soil, after 
gas attacks and bigger bombs, 
the populace was ready and 
willing to accept that no hor¬ 
ror was beyond belief (I won¬ 
der how these innocents 
might have responded to the 
Holocaust of the second 
World War or the killing 
fields of Cambodia). 

Our contemporary terrors, 
o.f AIDS, of the religious 
right, of the woefully mis¬ 
named Operation Rescue, of 
... pick your favorite, offer a 
frightening parallel to the 
time of the original produc¬ 
tion, and I readily understand 
the interest in a revival. 

House of Pain 

The Laboratory of Halluci¬ 
nations is the story of science 
gone berserk. The mysterious 
Dr. Gorlitz, forced to leave 
his Parisian practice, has tak¬ 
en a house near a small 
village on Corsica, far enough 
away so that the screams of 
his patients do not disturb the 
villagers. But, in the homely 
folk wisdom that was a staple 
of the belief systems of the 
period, the simple country 
folk know that something is 
not right at the doctor’s 
house. They call it the house 
of pain. 

The doctor’s wife, Chantal, 
can hear the screaming, but 
seems more concerned that 
she has no social life. Her in¬ 
terest in Jean is less about 
adultery than it is about bore¬ 
dom. And Mizrana, the maid, 
is concerned that the screams 
she hears are her brother’s, 
brought to the house after he 
was shot by a jealous hus¬ 
band. 

Through all the machina¬ 
tions, the humble assistant. 
Stitch, missing only a hump, 
tries to make sense out of any 
of it, a grave difficulty given 


his recent lobotomy. What 
will happen when the doctor 
discovers his wife’s dalliance, 
and what are the experiments 
to which he refers? What is 
scientific morality? 

Director Russell Black¬ 
wood, who also wrote the 
adaptation of Andre de 
Lorde’s original script, is 
clearly interested in the paral¬ 
lels between the science of 
1916 and the conspiracy theo¬ 
ries concerning AIDS in the 
’90s. He needs to trust his ma¬ 
terial a great deal more for 
the production to succeed on 
a level other than the darkly 
comic. 

The last hour or so of the 
production is quite funny, 
with a nicely understated 
playing style that produced 
raucous laughter during vari¬ 
ous bloody events. 

But the understated style 
makes the first part pretty 
slow going, with what 
seemed like days’ worth of 
exposition. The laughs were 
at the absurdity of the situa¬ 
tion, but I was not moved to 
reflect on the dangers of the 
moralizing scientist, who has 
decided to infect the world 
with his twisted moral vision. 

Room for Larger Style 

I suspect that there was 
room in this production for a 
larger playing style, one that 
admits the laughs while insist¬ 
ing that we not ignore the 
horror. Despite the director’s 
choices, however (and his 
choice to cast the only person 
of color in the piece as the 
maid was a reprehensible 
one), performances by Susan 
Patterson and Liam Sanchez 
deserve special mention. 

Patterson does a fine job 
with what could have been a 
tediously hysterical role. Her 
Mizrana is a woman who uses 
her brain to assess and to 
plan. Patterson’s energy is 
electric — with a clear focus 
that was a real pleasure to 
watch. Sanchez, as the hump¬ 
less assistant, played the lost 
soul with a clear sense of the 
character’s confusion. His 
puppy-like adoration of 
Mizrana and his devotion to 
the doctor were convincing 
and affecting. And his final 
descent into madness ap¬ 
proached the level of horror 
that the writing in the piece 
called for.

Thriving Realism 

And while social realism 
may be dead in the Soviet 
Union, it’s readily thriving on 
the stage of the SFO. A case 
can surely be made for the su¬ 
periority of Verdi’s Otello, 
Mozart’s Le Nozze di Figaro 
and even Strauss’ Salome 
over their (high) literary 
sources, but it would be hard 
to stretch that observation to 


Burst of money and men in SFO production of War and Peace. 


T he San Francisco 
Opera launched its 
1991 seaison with a de¬ 
pendable and watch- 
able mounting of Verdi’s La 
Traviata. At the third perfor¬ 
mance (Sept. 14), the whole 
was unquestionably dominat¬ 
ed by the intelligence and vo¬ 
cal vigor of Carol Vaness’ Vi¬ 
oletta. 

No doubt that she was the 
auteur of the proceedings: 
drab conductor Maurizio Are¬ 
na took his cues from her pac¬ 
ings while John Copley’s staid 
production bowed to her com¬ 
fort and center-stage py¬ 
rotechnics. This Traviata was 
definitely a triumph for 
Vaness, but those drawn to 
Theatre must look elsewhere. 

The powers that be at the 
Opera House—General Direc¬ 
tor Lotfi Mansouri euid his 
conservative board—seem de¬ 
termined to keep vitality and 
imagination as far away from 
the War Memorial building as 
possible. 

The New York City Opera 
set its new Traviata in con¬ 
temporary terms: Alfredo 
emerges in tennis togs in the 
second scene, Violetta dies in 
an AIDS ward, and so on. 
Nothing of this provocative 
theatricalism is ever allowed 
to surface at the SFO. 

But back to the business at 
hand, no qualms about Mar¬ 
cello Giordani’s ringing, clar¬ 
ion Alfredo. The role of Al¬ 
fredo is as thankless as 
Pinkerton, and funnily 
enough, Giordani distin¬ 
guished himself in the latter 


year. 

The elder Germont of Pao¬ 
lo Coni, though a mite raspy 
and hardly the ne plus ultra 
of honeyed baritonal suavity, 
distinguished himself in the 
score’s most compelling 
duets. This was surely at 
least acceptable competence 
and not the disgrace-in-wait¬ 
ing that one usually dreads in 
confronting singers at the 
SFO. 

Gorgeous Outpouring 

Vaness thinks before she 
sings and can even hold an 
audience with the cerebral in¬ 
flections she bestows on an 
uncanny number of notes. 
That is rare enough, but 
when wedded to a gorgeous 
outpouring of focused tone, it 
is downright extraordinary. 
How nice to relax and not 
worry if the vocalist will get 
through the hurdles un¬ 
scathed. Vaness was certainly 
the only artist on stage in that 
class, though again, both Gior¬ 
dani and Coni made solid, no- 
nonsense contributions. 

But what is with this divi¬ 
sion of La Traviata into four 
acts and three intermissions. 
Popcorn breaks? This is a lit¬ 
tle like dividing up Citizen 
Kane so that the audience 
can stretch, smoke, make 
phone calls, etc. 

If they really want to make 
sure that thQr’re killing what¬ 
ever small modicum of dra¬ 
matic momentum remained, 
they’ve succeeded. The work 
is in three acts, but in Eu¬ 
rope, it is never done in more 
than two. Here at the SFO, I

include Prokofiev’s War and 
Peace in comparison with its 
original Leo Tolstoy novel. 

The problem with 
Prokofiev’s operas is that they 
have to compete with his mas¬ 
terpiece, the ballet Romeo 
and Juliet. Even at their best, 
the operas are rehashes of the 
instrumental Prokofiev with 
the vocal lines just hanging 
there, superimposed on the 
glorious melodies. 

War and Peace especially 
suffers as there’s 10 times the 
music, not to mention mere 
tunes, in the one-third the 
length Romeo. Prokofiev does 
indeed get a lot of mileage out 
of that one big tune in War 
and Peace, but it’s hardly 
enough to sustain a 4 1/2-hour 
commitment. 

Straightforward Burst 

What does the SFO do 
when faced with the challenge 
of making such treaded water 
appealing? Does it rely on po¬ 
etry and visual imagination? 

No, it serves up a straight¬ 
forward burst of money and 
men. Bombs explode on stage, 
dirt flies, horses are paraded, 
men parade in rigorous mili¬ 
tary drill, and dancers strut in 
finery that the audiences can 
gasp at. 

At least all the rifles going 
off aren’t aimed in the audi¬ 
ence’s face as they would in a 
Ponnelle production. Here a 
meticulously constructed dead 
horse as debris does duty as 
off-putting scenic Brechtian 
distancing. 

The one tableau of any vi¬ 
tality concerned a surrealistic 
use of space combining ab¬ 
stract, spotlighted hut that 
merged with a mound on 
which wandering waif 


Natasha goes to meet her dy¬ 
ing Prince Andrei — and I 
hope I haven’t given away the 
ending yet again. 

The production by Michel 
Lebois (sets), Jerome Savary 
(direction) and Jacques 
Schmidt and Emmanuel Pe- 
duzzi (costumes) is efficient 
and acceptable, well-drilled 
and constructed. It’s also stag¬ 
geringly mundane and prosaic. 
But as it matches the music, 
who’s to carp? 

Conductor Valery Gergfiev 
wrested an inordinate amount 
of momentum and passion out 
of the score, and the pit re¬ 
sponded accordingly. The 
quintet of male leads distin¬ 
guished themselves with flying 
colors. 

It’s great to have Barry Mc¬ 
Cauley (Pierre) back at the 
War Memorial. He and 
Vaness were frequent partners 
here in the ’70s in their galley 
years in Merola and how 
sweet that they’re both back as 
the stars of the opening ’91 
SFO productions. 

Dimitri Kharitonov’s An¬ 
drei, Yuri Marusin’s Anatol 
and Nikita Storojev’s Rostov 
all displayed formidable vocal¬ 
ism buoyed no doubt by their 
Soviet training and stylistic 
ease into this faux Bolshoi em¬ 
brace of dogged realism. Paul 
Plishka as Kutuzov is an al¬ 
ways welcome stalwart, and as 
ever, he did not disappoint. 

But I’m not entirely sold on 
Ana Panagulias’ Natasha. No 
doubt she’s a trouper, gung ho 
assuming every big role thrust 
at her by the SFO. But I can’t 
help but feel she’s still a little 
green, her stage presence not 
as commcinding as one would 
like. ▼

John Adams 
American Elegies 
(Elektra) 

Elegiac living, so much a 
part of the texture of most of 
our daily lives, often lacks the 
opportunity for emotional ex¬ 
pression because of our re¬ 
pressed fear of drowning in 
grief. Yet life by nature is ele¬ 
giac. Art if meaningful re¬ 
flects and illuminates life. 

John Adams, called by 
Philip Glass the most interest¬ 
ing American composer writ¬ 
ing today, provides aural par¬ 
ticipation in an unsentimental 
charting of the particular 
character of elegy in contem¬ 
porary American music com¬ 
position. 

Conducting the Orchestra 
of St Luke’s, Adams presents 
and juxtaposes five very 
different compositions 
(Charles Ives, Ingram Mar¬ 
shall, Morton Feldman, David 
Diamond and his own) cmd in 
each of these pieces makes a 
strong musical case for a sig¬ 
nificant, shared, single emo¬ 
tion of reverence, wonder cind 
mystery. 

Highly recommended for 
solitary meditation and 
shared moments of silent re¬ 
flection. 

Into Paradise 
Into Paradise 
(Ensign) 

Best young band out of the 
Irish ghetto since U2. Catholic 
in pain, romantic in 
innocence, this debut album 
showcases the wreckage of 
vulnerability that is the hall¬ 
mark of youth in love and 
those fighting for dignity in a 
world driven mad. The mod¬ 
ern simplicity of guitar, bass, 
drums and keyboards creates 
a treasure trove of lunging 
lust and wailing desire. Noth¬ 
ing escapist about these 
songs: real life tempers fanta¬ 
sy with cockroach survival in¬ 
stincts. “Breaks my Skin” 
begs for a live performance. 

Godfathers 
Unreal World 
(Epic) 

Proof that hope for pas¬ 
sionate British rock did not 
die with Brian Ferry or get 
synthed under in a plastic 
wrap of sampled riffs by 
dudes oddly named Jesus or 
seemingly addicted in Manch¬ 
ester. 

These boys with their elec¬ 
tric toys care about the fate of 
the world and expose the 
machinations of greedy oper¬ 
ators, state militarists and the 
minions of organized crime. 

Romance is stripped naked 
of any naive tenderness. In¬ 
tense passion and social and 
sexual intercourse break 
bread in 11 adult songs ener¬ 
gized by an intense electric 
charge. 

Who would have ever 
thought that these bad boys 
of Brit rock would have been 
the ones to separate the bull¬ 


shit from wisdom in New 
Age think and put a vital 
back beat and a viper’s sting 
into the search for self-affir¬ 
mation and dignity. 

Seen live requires prophy¬ 
laxis for the weak-minded or 
the timid Louise Hay fan. 

Time for Love 

The Best of Julie London 

(Rhino) 

Eighteen classic chanteuse 
songs from the queen of erot¬ 
ic yearning, recorded between 
1956 and 1967. Every single 
contemporary diva of cocktail 
significance (yes, I do mean 
Ms. Sade, Carmel, Basia, 
Ross, etc.) needs to genuflect 
at this altar of perfectly ex¬ 
pressed elegant sexual desire. 

Julie London defined the 
technique, charted the bound¬ 
aries, and set the limits. So 
“uptown” is her veneer that 
“downtown” would soil her 
soul if not her panties. 

Remastering has only en- 
heinced the sultry wow of this 
famed beauty’s wanton heat.

Oakland Ballet Launches Fall Season 

All Dolled Up

D ance companies 
that succeed, artisti¬ 
cally speaking, are 
always those .en¬ 
sembles built upon a founda¬ 
tion of ideas. There must be 
certain beliefs, both aesthetic 
and moral, in order to moti¬ 
vate all the terribly hard 
work and frequently impover¬ 
ished conditions that define a 
dancer’s life. The absence of 
any specific ideas about the 
purpose of dancing is what 
makes the history (and pre¬ 
sent reality) of Oakland B^let 
such a tragedy, such a shame. 

Yes, the company has its 
“unique commitment” to a 
repertoire mixing historical 
revivals (mostly from Di- 
aghilev’s Ballets Russes) with 
contemporary works by 
(mostly) local dancemakers. In 
fact, company flaks repeat 
this definition of “what we’re 
all about” like a mantra, hop¬ 
ing if repeated a thousand 
times, it will someday trems- 
form Oakland Ballet into a 
dance ensemble that makes a 
difference. 

But the truth, especially 
now that we are observing 
the comp£uiy’s second quarter- 
century of activity, is that the 
dancing at Oakland Ballet is 
mediocre at best, and the 
company’s “unique” reper¬ 
toire is often as dull as San 
Francisco’s relentlessly foggy 
skies, lacking either historical 
authenticity or contemporciry 
merit. This past Friday 
evening’s performance, open¬ 
ing night for the company’s 
four-weekend fall season, con¬ 
firmed a troupe where few 


have any idea why they’re 
stepping out onto the stage. 

From the Ballets Russes 

First, let’s look at the no¬ 
tion of Oakland’s commit¬ 
ment to reviving works from 
the Ballets Russes (Friday’s 
program was comprised en¬ 
tirely of Diaghilev-era dances, 
including Leonide Massine’s 
La Boutique Fantasque, 1919; 
Michel Fokine’s La Spectre 
de la Rose, 1911; and Fo¬ 
kine’s Petrouchka, 1914.) 

La Boutique Fantasque (or 
The Fantasy Store) tells the 
tale of a fancy dollm 2 iker’s 
shop where (you gfuessed it) 
the dolls virtually come to 
life. Two families arrive, one 
Russi^m and one American, 
and each set of parents de¬ 
cides to buy a doll for their 
respective little darling, re¬ 
sulting in the separation of 
two lovers (we presume), the 
Can-Can Dancers (performed 
with zest by Abra Rudisill 
and Mario Alonzo). 

Scenario aside, the ballet 
advances as a suitable vehicle 
( 2 uid “vehicle” is the exact 
word) for choreographer Mas¬ 
sine’s string of ch2U-acter and 
nationsil dances. Interest in 
dancing, as an expressive or 
technicedly demanding art, is 
not what La Boutique Fan¬ 
tasque promotes. 

Instead I found myself 
wondering if the original 
decor and costumes (by An¬ 
dre Derain) could possibly 
have been as amateurish and 
naive-looking as the Oakland 
visuals. The costumes (lots of 
bright, bright colors and 
cheap, thin fabrics) reminded 
me of a campy Halloween 


party where everyone wore 
one of those nifty costumes-in- 
a-box, purchased from your 
local Pay ’n’ Save. 

But most disappointingly, 
and despite persistent reserva¬ 
tions about historical “authen¬ 
ticity,” there was no especial¬ 
ly compelling reason to expe¬ 
rience this ballet. The non¬ 
idea of reconstruction had, 
once again, sunk the possibil¬ 


ity of ballet as a vital, contem¬ 
porary art. Oakland’s La Bou¬ 
tique Fantasque resembles a 
kinetic, yet equally lifeless, 
visit to our local branch of the 
Mad 2 ime Toussaud empire. 

Dubious Highlight 

The dubious highlight of 
Oakland’s opening night was 
Joral Schmalle’s ardent, 
macho-man interpretation of 
the bravura solo in Fokine’s 
Spectre de la Rose. Schmalle 
leaps through a 19th century 
drawing room’s open win¬ 
dows, a young girl’s vision in¬ 
carnate (she carries a red rose, 
having just returned from her 
first party and her first whiff 
of romantic sexual liaison). 
Thus, the premier danseur’s 
role, immortalized by Vaslav 
Nijinsky (and well-document¬

ment — but they find strength 
in being exiles together. 
When they accept that 
Godette is not going to show 
up, they banter, “Disconso¬ 
late,” “Inconsolable,” “Stood 
up again.” It’s a scene they’ve 
endured before and will en¬ 
dure again, comrades in 
charms. 

Believable Coco 

Either Justin Bond, who 
played Coco, got all the best 
lines or was the most skilled 
of the two actors. Whatever 
the reason, his performance 
was the highlight of the play. 
Coco was believable and held 
the audience in thrall for the 
endurance of the one-act, one- 
hour play. Coco’s impressions 
of various campy movie 
scenes were truly hilarious, 
and her monologue about her 
vision of death was vivid and 
absorbing. 

Meanwhile, Darrell-Lynn 




ed in photographs), is one of 
potent sensuality, but deliv¬ 
ered within the safe, liquid 
context of androgynous being. 

Schmalle (dressed in hy- 
per-sex couture: sheer, partial¬ 
ly pink tights that omitted the 
short tunic worn by Nijinsky) 
danced a brutish, self-cen¬ 
tered Rose. He did, however, 
manage to get everyone’s 
blood moving, in a distract¬ 
ing, non-artistic sort of way. I 
can’t, truthfully, even remem¬ 
ber what happened to the girl 
(danced distractedly by Cyn¬ 
thia Chin). Spectre suggests 
Oakland Ballet’s management 
doesn’t have a clue why it’s 
putting this ballet or anything 
— or anyone — else on the 
stage. 

The final offering was 
Petrouchka, a narrative clas¬ 
sic (gobs more compelling 
than La Boutique Fantasque) 
with a great score by Stravin¬ 
sky and, on Friday (as in past 
years), a tour-de-force perfor¬ 
mance by Mario Alonzo in 
the title role. Also, the cos¬ 
tumes and decor were signif¬ 
icantly more appealing than 
the Massine bcdlet (and more 
expensive, I assume, bor¬ 
rowed from Pittsburgh Ballet 
Theatre). 

But Petrouchka still 
verges on museum-piece sta¬ 
tus (not necessarily a bad 
thing), and there isn’t a lot of 
dancing that’s really interest¬ 
ing — and what does exist is 
sloppily performed by the 
Oakland dancers. That, real¬ 
ly, is the other great, unex¬ 
plained tragedy of this East 
Bay troupe: Why is the quali¬ 
ty of the dancing so anemic? 
And why does Oakland’s 
artistic director keep picking 
repertoire that does so little 
to stretch the dancers’ techni¬ 
cal abilities? 

One can’t help but wonder¬ 
ing if anyone at the Oakland 
Ballet has any ideas, or cares, 
about what dancing might be 
in the late 20th century. Pet¬ 
ty jealousies and unique “com¬ 
mitments” aside, has anyone 
in Oakland every really 
looked at a ballet by George 
Balanchine? Or Mark Mor¬ 
ris? Or Peter Martins? Is the 
house truly as empty as it 
seems? ▼ 


Alvarez brought needed 
severity and garishness to the 
role of Didi, though his deliv¬ 
ery occasionally faltered. And 
Didi’s infrequent but essential 
displays of kindness seemed 
slightly out of character, but 
shouldn’t have. 

Christian Huygen’s script 
is sharp and quick-witted. His 
references to camp icons such 
as the Woolworth’s cosmetics 
department and Valley of the 
Dolls kept the audience 
laughing. And Coco and 
Didi’s monologues were 
imaginative and occasionally 
moving. But the driving force 
of the play was Huygen’s suc¬ 
cessful emulation of the lan¬ 
guage of the drag queen exile, 
a language beyond decon¬ 
struction and definition but 
which most gay men instantly 
recognize and understand. 
Takes one to know one, and 
judging from the ecstatic re¬ 
sponse of the predominantly 
gay male audience, Huygen 
trumpeted a familiar tune.

A Fairy Tale for 
Romantics 

Wsetzie Bat 

by Francesca Lia Block; HarperCollins, $3.50 
by Jeffery Kennedy 


I ’m a romantic. So shoot 
me. I like picnics, hold¬ 
ing hands and the li¬ 
brary. And looking 
around, I can tell there aren’t 
many of us left. The world is 
a pretty ugly place. I’m not 
blind, but I’m not a nihilist, 
either. Neither is Francesca 
Lia Block. Weetzie Bat is her 
debut young adult novel. 

Weetzie Bat is a California 
teenage girl with a bleached- 
blonde flattop and dangling 
charm earrings who wears 
feathered headdresses and 
hates high school because no 
one understands. Dirk is a 
gay punk with a shoe-polish- 
black Mohawk and a red ’55 
Pontiac named Jerry. Watch 
Weetzie and Dirk slamdance 
at rock and roll shows, drink 
canned Club cocktails and 
look for boyfriends. 

Life is bleak until Dirk’s 
Grandma Fifi gives Weetzie a 
genie in a bottle. Watch Weet¬ 
zie make three wishes. Meet 
Weetzie’s boyfriend My Se¬ 
cret Agent Lover Man. Meet 
Dirk’s boyfriend Duck. They 
live together in a Hanna-Bar- 
bera bungalow, make movies, 
explore their playground LA, 
have babies and grow up. 

All Objects Have Meaning 

In Weetzie’s world, all ob¬ 
jects have meaining. Houses, 
dresses, restaurants, high¬ 
ways, the “Hollywood” sign 
and the beach are not just 
places or things but birthday 
candles that decorate the cake 
of her life. They evoke feel¬ 
ings ranging from joy to awe. 
There isn’t much room in this 
world for sadness and grief, 
but that doesn’t prevent bad 
stuff from happening^ her fa¬ 
ther’s overdose. My Secret 
Agent Lover Man’s tempo¬ 
rary desertion, Duck’s flight 
from the horror of AIDS. 

The big question is: How 
can you keep faith in the 
magic of life when there’s so 
much awfulness around? 
That’s the quintessential ado¬ 
lescent dilemma, explored by 
writers from Denton Welch 
to Dennis Cooper, and Weet¬ 
zie’s resolution punctuates the 
end of the book. 

Block’s technicolor lan¬ 
guage saves her penchant for 
describing her characters in 
terms of their accessories 
from being annoying. Her 
sentences are delectable can¬ 
dies wrapped in a heart- 
shaped box. On Weetzie and 
My Secret Agent Lover 
M 2 Ui’s first kiss: “A kiss about 
apple pie a la mode with the 
vanilla creaminess melting in 
the pie heat. A kiss about 
chocolate, when you haven’t 
eaten chocolate in a year. A 
kiss about palm trees speed¬ 
ing by, trailing pink clouds 
when you drive down the 
Strip sizzling with cham¬ 
pagne.” 

Yum. She also has a keen 
ear for slang. Dirk’s car is 
“slinkster cool.” Weetzie’s fa¬ 
vorite exclamation is “Lanky 
lizards!” 

No Moralizing Here 

And, considering the 
genre. Block is daring. When 
Weetzie wants a baby and My 
Secret Agent Lover Man 



doesn’t because he’s been 
reading newspapers, she 
sleeps with Dirk and Duck, 
and the resulting girl Chero¬ 
kee has three dads and Weet¬ 
zie’s surname. No moralizing 
here. 

And Dirk and Duck’s 
relationship isn’t described 
through its effect on a straight 
character. When Duck flees 
because his rose-tinted glasses 
are shattered by the progres¬ 
sion of his pal Bam-Bam’s ter¬ 
minal illness (“How can any¬ 
one love anyone when you 
could kill them just by loving 
them?”), Dirk packs up Jerry 
and goes after him, muttering 
“You are my blood” under his 
breath. He finds Duck wasted 
at the Stud, takes him to a ho¬ 
tel 2 ind gives him a bath, and 
the next morning they drive 
back to LA singing to a 
Dionne Warwick tape. And 
no, the car doesn’t crash. 

Despite its vibrant lan¬ 
guage and unusual subject 
matter, Weetzie Bat is a 
young adult novel. Teenagers 
tend to see the world in this 
or that, black or white, terms, 
and so do Weetzie and her 
friends. It’s an emotionally 
charged perspective but also 
very simplistic. In Weetzie’s 
world, all problems are 
solved, everything falls neatly 
into place, and essentials like 
money take care of them¬ 
selves. 

Weetzie Bat is a fairy tale, 
where cynics don’t exist, 
where rhinestones are dia¬ 
monds — a home for the defi¬ 
antly rom 2 tntic. My bags are 
packed. When can I move in?

dustry game,” she brought to 
Seal a knowledge of the field 
plus contacts in women’s pub¬ 
lishing. Many presses, she 
notes, “spend time figuring 
out the process,” but her 
knowledge gave Seed an ad¬ 
vantage in that regard. 

Complemetary Skills 

Conlon believes that she 
and Wilson are a “good mix,” 
“fired by the same desire.” 
Both possess a blend of skills 
and experience that comple¬ 
ment each other. Neither of 
them, Wilson notes, “ceime in 
as managers” — so the work¬ 
ing to manage a staff has 
been an adjustment. It was 
not an original goal of the col¬ 
lective, so they have simply 
been learning as they have 
been doing it. As an enter¬ 
prise, Seal has been able to 
flourish, where so many other 
feminist businesses have 
failed, because they were able 
to adapt to changing econom¬ 
ic realities. 

One of Seal’s best non-fic¬ 
tion publications is Hard-Hat¬ 
ted Women, the testimony of 
26 women working in non-tra- 
ditional jobs — from sheet 
metal, steel and iron workers, 
to fisher, firefighter and 
phone repair technician. Edi¬ 
tor Molly Martin notes that 
the feminist movement has 
focused on women in the 
white-collar sector and that 
little attention has been paid 
to women in the blue-collar 
trades. To provide women 
with any economic choice, it 
is necessary to do so, and 
Martin, an electrician by 
trade, lets these women’s 
voices speak in a publication 
that is a remarkable labor of 
love. 

Conlon cited Hard-Hatted 
Wo men as a big editing chal¬ 
lenge because of the process 
of getting the words of wom¬ 
en who were workers, not 
writers, on the page. Publish¬ 
ing the work has been nearly 
as big a success story as many 
of the accounts of personal 
triumph it contains. 

Seal has also been the only 
press to translate the work of 
top international women writ¬ 
ers into English. The sales of 
literary translations have 
been subsidized by grants, 
and now part of Se^’s opera¬ 
tion has become a separate, 
though connected, non-profit 
project, “Women in Transla¬ 
tion.” 

High Standards 

The press has consistently 


demonstrated high standards 
in the publication of fiction as 
well. Not only are Wilson’s 
own award-winning mysteries 
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examples, but Ellen Hart’s 
mystery series is a promising 
one. Vital Lies is the second 
work by the Minneapolis 
writer, featuring restauran- 
teur/sleuth Jane Lawless and 
I her intrepid theatrical side- 
i kick, Cordelia Thorn. It is an 
j elaborate “Clue” game in a 
winter wonderland setting of 
an old country inn, where 
vandalism and murder turn a 
' colorful cast of characters into 
a list of suspects. 

Wilson 2 ilso cites “quality 
above all else” in Seal’s selec¬ 
tion of material to publish — 
and their publications span 
quite a range of political and 
social concerns. For exeunple, 
the controversial A Vindica¬ 
tion of the Rights of Whores 
shares the shelf of Seal publi¬ 
cations with Good Girls/Bad 
Girls, a dialogue of feminists 
and sex industry workers, 
and resource books on abuse 
and domestic violence. 

Wilson still has a certain 
“nostalgia for the funkiness” 
of Seal’s early years, when 
the press began as a collective 
in a g£irage. Since then. Seal 
has experienced some grow¬ 
ing pains, particularly in the 
increase in size of staff from 
the original three in the col¬ 
lective and restructuring of 
the operation. Both Conlon 
and Wilson give credit to the 
eight other women at the 
press for contributing to 
Seal’s success, but caution 
that feminist publishers all 
over the country still have to 
struggle, in spite of whatever 
artistic or financial success 
they might achieve. What 
continues to fuel their work is 
the knowledge that, as Wilson 
puts it, “the primary strength 
of the feminist movement is a 
literary one - we have to 
write our way into history.” 

Seal Press receives 300 to 
500 queries and manuscripts a 
year, and they published 12 
works last year; this year it 
will be 14. 

Despite the overwhelming 
problems faced by many 
women’s presses cind book¬ 
stores, plagued by personal 
burnout and stress, in addi¬ 
tion to the little economic 
power that women have. Seal 
remains a successful venture 
with a clear mission that has 
not changed in over 15 years 
— although the means by 
which that mission is realized 
has changed. As Faith Conlon 
remarks. Seal’s “editorial vi¬ 
sion and commitment to qual¬ 
ity have paid off.” ▼

The 'Big Foot' Genre 

Calling Rain

W hat with the 
drought and all, I 
realize that we al¬ 
ways have to be 
in favor of rain. I understand 
that being unhappy about 
rain of any kind is simply not 
done. May I offer a prayer of 
hope that the being who con¬ 
trols precipitation is not im¬ 
mortally offended by the title 
of this not very good novel, or 
we may be in for a century of 
drought. 

The various subgenres of 
the category lesbian novel 
(lesbian mystery, lesbian sci¬ 
ence fiction, lesbian utopian 
science fiction, lesbian comi¬ 
cal, pastoral, historical, sepa¬ 
ratist, utopian, etc.) have 
been, it appears, woefully in¬ 
complete. Missing, in all les¬ 
bian writing heretofore, has 
been the lesbian Big Foot 
novel, but no longer. Calling 
Rain is the Big Foot novel, 
with sex and violence, that 
has been missing in £dl of our 
lives. And you thought you 
were going to have to settle 
for reading Big Foot stories 


in the Weekly World News. 

Nikki is a college student 
who has no meaning in her 
life, until the great day when 
she sees Dr. Darnan Stone in 
a National Geographic video 
about the North Americ 2 m 
Great Apes (surprise — Big 
Foot is actually a lot of Big 
Feet), and she learns the 
meaning of true adoration. 
Nikki leaves school and treks, 
in brand new L.L. Bean gear, 
to the mountaintop, where 
she meets, and eventually 
beds, the mysterious Dr. 
Stone. When Nikki is not 
sleeping with Darrian — and 
let me tell you, Dsu-rian is 
pretty darned eager to find 
sexual uses for most of Nik¬ 
ki’s time (once she overcomes 
an initial, momentary fear of 
becoming involved with a 
headstrong, bumbling woman 
less th£Ui half her age) — her 
job is to perform scientific 
studies for which she has no 
training. 

Eventually, Nikki meets 
the apes, bad capitalist ex¬ 
ploiters take over the moun¬ 
tain — owing to a tiny lapse in 
scientific rigor by the still 



saintly Darrian (she makes 
things up) — and Nikki is re¬ 
quired to commit herself to 
Darrian’s vision of the world. 
The ending, which I will not 
reveal (critics’ code of ethics. 
Part 6, supplemental activi¬ 
ties), is no surprise whatsoev¬ 
er, and comes, as near as I 
can tell, from the random plot 
device school of writing. 

Calling Rain is a not very 
interesting novel, with charac¬ 
ters that lack believability, or 
warmth, or wit. If it weren’t 
against the rules, I might be 
tempted to chant “Rain, rain 
go away ... .” ▼

The Way It Was 


by Martin Duberman; 

Dutton, $19.95

M artin Duberman’s 
Cures is not only 
a fascinating re¬ 
counting of one 
man’s gay odyssey toward 
self-acceptance, it’s also scary 
and disconcerting. 

Duberman is a prize-win¬ 
ning playwright (In White 
America), biographer (Paul 
Robeson) and esteemed gay 
scholar (co-editor of Hidden 
From History). These works 
can be seen as part of Duber- 
mem’s coming-out story, each 
one circling closer and closer 
to his personal truth and cul¬ 
minating in Cures. In it, with 
a calm yet relentless candor 
fortified by unusual insight, 
Duberman zeroes in on his 
early hatred of his homosexu¬ 
ality and the sadistic thera¬ 
pies he sought in order to be 
cured. 

The time was the ’50s, 
when the press and govern¬ 
ment officials concurred that 
homosexu 2 ds by their nature 
were unfit and unreliable, 
when noted “authorities” in¬ 
formed the world that homo¬ 
sexuality was a gross person¬ 
ality disorder, a disease which 
made its sufferers unfit for 
human companionship. Like 
many gay men, Duberman 
spent those years trying to ad¬ 
just. He tried psychoanalysis 
and psychedelics, group anal¬ 
ysis and group grope, yet ulti¬ 
mately he couldn’t believe he 
was wrong and came up for 
air from the hypocrisies of 
the postwar decades to chron¬ 
icle the gradu£il evolution of

both his own and a collective 
gay consciousness. 

At first, it’s a despairing 
tale. When finding a closeted 
gay subculture upon attend¬ 
ing college in the ’40s, Duber¬ 
man notes “the quantum leap 
in happiness from private to 
shared anguish.” The move 
from personal isolation to the 
extended gay community we 
enjoy today is the heartening 
thrust of Cures. In a series of 
horrifying encounters, Duber¬ 
man’s tirelessly questioning 
mind endures and rejects the 
closets of his day. He bril¬ 
liantly analyzes the allega¬ 
tions against us, and personal¬ 
ly exemplifies and explicates 
our defenses until he can 
throw off the various yokes of 
“expert” opinion and, with 
other pioneers of the day, 
help create the gradual mo¬ 
mentum of the ’60s which led 
to the creation of the gay 
movement. Cures is an im¬ 
portant document of gay life, 
the definitive look at the way 
it was. It is also eloquent, in¬ 
sightful and brave. T

It's in the Stroke 


Consistent success is the 
elusive quest of every 
dedicated pool player, and 
there’s one pervasive element 
common to all advanced 
players: the “stroke.” 

Loosely defined, stroke is 
the ability to deliver precise, 
efficient energy flow to a varie¬ 
ty of contact points on the cue 
ball, resulting in effective con¬ 
trol of the cue ball’s path after 
delivering its object ball to the 
pocket. The ability to wield 
stroke grows from an aware¬ 
ness of mechanics and requires 
a high level of concentration, 
focus and self-confidence. 

If there’s one thing the first 
four players to qualify for the 
SFPA’s 11th Annual 9-Ball 
Championship have in com¬ 
mon, it’s their ability to stroke 
the cue. 

The first stop in the eight- 
qualifier trail was at the Bear 
and Uncle Bert’s Sept. 12. Top¬ 
ping the field of hopefuls at the 
Bear was last season’s Cap¬ 
tains’ Tournament Champion, 
Mark Miller. His current team 
play record of 14-2 underscores 
his abilities. 

Half of the opening night 
field filed over to Uncle Bert’s 
to determine the second player 
to earn finalist status in the 
single elimination, race to two, 
contest format. Two-time 
defending champion, Lauren 
Ward, with a current team rec¬ 
ord of 13-2, survived numerous 
challenges to win the opportu¬ 
nity to defend her title.

On the occasion of handing 
over his title to the second Mr. 
Australia Drummer this past 
May in Melbourne, the text of 
Clive Plat man’s farewell 
speech is printed here in its en¬ 
tirety as it was delivered at the 
contest and from the Mr. 
Australia Drummer 1991 pro¬ 
gram with the permission of 
the Mr. Australia Drummer 
producers, Jayar Leather of 
Sydney and Leather World of 
Melbourne: 

T his year has had many 
firsts for me, finding a 
lover, the transition 
from bottom to top, old 
and new leather, and perhaps 
the hardest first to deal with. 
Public Scrutiny. Only now do 
I know how enjoyable 
anonymity can be! 

As a group we have seen 
what is achievable through 
cohesion in our community, 
and seen how destructive un¬ 
controlled egos can be. No one 
man or group can place them¬ 
selves ahead of us all, for if 
they do they are detrimental to 
our growth. 

I feel we can learn a lot from 
major leather cities, i.e., San 
Francisco or Amsterdam. See 
their mistakes and emrace 
their positive aspects. How¬ 
ever, this cannot be at the ex¬ 
pense of National unity — the 
Aussie Flavours, (anything but 
Vanilla!). 

There is considerable alco¬ 
hol and drug abuse in the 
Australian Gay/Leather com¬ 
munity. A problem more 
damaging than any external 
prejudice. Given our health 
climate — a suicidal tendency. 
We have all lost friends and 


lovers to AIDS; Lifestyles 
must change if this is to stop. 

The damage we do our¬ 
selves in denying our leather 
sisters will not only be realiz¬ 
ed in years to come, such is the 
case elsewhere. Misogyny 
belongs in a straight world that 
would deny us our freedom, 
we must not be guilty of the 
same crime. 

Education is occurring. Safe 
SM and perhaps more impor¬ 
tantly, correct SM practices are 
emerging through groups such 
as M.L.M., Melbond and the 
S.B.C The unfortunate passing 
of Colin Smith and the A.L.M. 
Journal, a tragic and untimely 
loss for us all, is work that will 
be continued we hope. 

Change seldom happens on 
its own, complaining about the 
status quo achieves nothing; 
getting involved does. 

To this end YOU must deter¬ 
mine what you want from 
Drummer, it’s more than com¬ 
petitions. It’s the acceptance 
and pride in our diversity; 


pride in what we are. 

Spiritual awareness has 
entered into SM in fact it 
seems to be one major dif¬ 
ference between old and new 
leather. This difference may be 
a source of conflict which can 
be avoided if we are aware of it. 

We now return to the U.S. to 
complete our obligations and 
hand over our titles. To my suc¬ 
cessor I would like to wish all 
the joys, the possibilities and 
the challenges that have been 
mine. Thanks to Leather 
World and Jayar Leather, the 
motivation behind Mr. Drum¬ 
mer in Australia. I would like 
to thank those who have sup¬ 
ported me, particularly those 
who contributed to the Drum¬ 
mer travel fund. It is you who 
have made this year so en¬ 
joyable and worthwhile. 

Enjoy this evening and give 
support to your new Mr. 
Drummer. As I said at the 
beginning, always remember 
— “Leather Pride and Leather 
Strength.” ▼

saga of gays murdering gays, 
that’s rather more offensive 
than Cruising, Julien mixes 
what he must perceive as box 
office boffo elements of disco 
infatuation with gay, 
sex=death do^atism. The 
non-stop boogieing and jig¬ 
gling and lavender love-bash¬ 
ing make it seem as though 
Pat Buchanan were at the di¬ 
rectorial helm. 

Incidentally, both the 
Julien and the Van Sant films 
feature scenes grossly carica- 
turing’SOs effete, hairdresser- 
type gays that would be eye¬ 
brow-raising and off-putting 
enough in any non-gay direct¬ 
ed effort. Is it OK if gays visu¬ 
ally denigrate other gays? 
Will the teenyboppers in the 
malls clue into the fact that 
the filmmakers are gay and 
so then take with a shaker of 
salt the approving homopho¬ 
bia that these works imply? 
And is this kowtowing to con¬ 
ventional narrative by cashing 
in one’s artistic chips as low 
as one can stoop? These are 
some of the questions the 
works raised. 

Fortunately, a bill of gay 
shorts, which was almost 
completely great, provided a 
necessary antidote and affir¬ 
mation of what gay artists can 
contribute. Chris Newby’s 
Relax (reviewed here for the 
recent SF gay film fest) con¬ 
tinues to grow in magnitude 
with each encounter. Van 
Sant’s illuminating miniature 
of William Burroughs reciting 
a Thanksgiving Prayer found 
both artists in topnotch, 
provocative form. 

I adored a student thesis 
film from Columbia by Marta 
Balletbo-Coll entitled 
Harlequin Exterminator, 
which had the audience roar¬ 
ing hilarious approval. This 
lesbian coming-out parable is 
so lively and adept that it’s 
hard to believe it’s a first film. 

Bruce Weber’s Backyard 
Movie is both more openly 
gay and technically assured 
than his previous features, 
while Australian Stephen 
Cummins’i?esonance niftily 
foils homoerotic dance rou¬ 
tines with more serious vio- 
lence-against-gays motifs. 
Garth Maxwell’s/?e(J Deli¬ 
cious spent a lot of 35mm 
glitzy money on a bludgeon¬ 
ing endeavor of stupefying 
triviality. 

Lesbian's Film Attacked 

The only unfathomable 
slot on the program was filled 
by Su Friedrich’s new First 
Comes Love. Friedrich is a 
grand experimenter in her 
previous output, but this is a 
shambles of incoherent indul¬ 
gence. The audience tried to 
shut it off and even attacked 
the projection booth. 

I’m a fan and supporter of 
the French director Jacques 
Rivette’s work, but in his lat-

est. La Belle Noiseuse, the 
use of extended time in 
chronicling the artistry of a 
weakly talented painter’s 
work seemed at odds with 
such a banal vision. Although 
I guess one could.say, as usu¬ 
al, that’s the very point. 

Agnes Varda’s homage to 
her late husband Jacques 
Demy, who died last year of 
AIDS, Jacquot de Nantes, 
was unfortunately not even a 
qualified success. Cutting 
from the obvious inspirations 
of a conventional, Truffaut- 
like fictionalized boyhood of 
Demy, to scenes from his 
films did neither the direc¬ 
tor’s fans nor those willing to 
be sympathetic to his discov¬ 
ery any good. The clips were 
not in CinemaScope when 
they should’ve been but 
rather in ghastly faded colors. 

A debut work by Michel 
Bena — Le del de Paris 
gained in stature with reports 
of the director’s untimely 
demise, again from AIDS, 
within recent weeks. This 
typically Gallic roundelay 
d’amour of Mary-loves-John- 
who-loves-Jim-who-loves-Mary 
needed some grounding away 
from the relentless romantics 
with more practical concerns— 
like everyone’s source of in¬ 
come. But the behavioral 
charms of both Sandrine Bon- 
naire and Marc Fourastier, as 
the bisexual pivot of the tale, 
ensured interest and perusal. 

A much more aesthetically 
successful three-way evolves in 
another First Cinema entry; Jo¬ 
celyn Moorhouse’s Proof, 
from Australia. This lean, 
mean, Losey/Pinter-inspired 
domestic drama is so totally 
assured and mesmerizing, ev¬ 
ery gear slicked in place for 
maximum economic opera¬ 
tion, that the results yielded 
Moorhouse as one of the dis¬ 
coveries of the festival. 

Chris Munch’s The Hours 
and Times charmed with its 
adroit and balanced nuances. 
At a sparse 60 minutes, it 
chronicles the Barcelona affair 
between John Lennon and his 
then manager Brian Epstein in 
1963. Deft and controlled, the 
film deserves attention. 

Hermosillo's Latest 

While not explicitly homo¬ 
erotic, gay filmmaker Jaime 
Humberto Hermosillo’s La 
Tarea (Homework) is a daz- 
zlingly cinematic one-take film 
in the tradition of Hitchcock’s 
Rope (euid even by extension 
Rear Window) and the avant- 
garde classics of early Warhol 
and Michael Snow’s Wave¬ 
length. A video camera 
records an unfolding-in-time 
encounter between a randy 
housewife and her lover, giv¬ 
ing the audience tips on how 
to keep one’s erotic partner¬ 
ship fresh and inventive. This 
welcome comedy by Hermosil- 
lo (his Dona Herlinda and Her 
Son plays the Castro Oct. 2) 
peels away not only garments 
but the layers of role playing 
“truths’’ that the duo Vcu-iously 
don and discard.

were split between Atom 
Egoyan’s The Adjuster and 
Bruce Beresford’s Black Robe. 
The former is an elegant por¬ 
trait of another bisexual (big 
this year) lead’s manipulations 
of his clients whose homes 
have burned and who depend 
on the insurance company’s 
generosity. The hero’s wife is 
a tilm censor with question¬ 
able professional tactics. The 
end is more moralistic than I 
would’ve liked, but the film is 
still visually rich and strange. 

Beresford’s epic of early 
17th-century Canadian explo¬ 
ration is a harrowing, straight¬ 
forward narrative that is al¬ 
ready being compared to 
Dances With Wolves, even 
though it was in the planning 
stages before Costner’s project. 
Though there was much dis¬ 
agreement among my col¬ 
leagues on Black Robe’s mer¬ 


its, so much was powerful and 
compelling that I was swept 
up in its force and grandeur. 

The premiere of Polish 
filmmaker Krzysztof Kieslows¬ 
ki’s superb The Double Life 
of Veronique was held up by 
a snafu in the projection 
booth, but the audience of 
2,000 waited patiently for its 
rectification. It was worth the 
wait. 

Many of the more dis¬ 
tributable items I held off en¬ 
countering until back in the 
USA, but Bad Boy Sean Penn 
in his directorial debut (he’s 
bid adieu to appearing in front 
of the lens) The Indian Run¬ 
ner proves that he can make 
as painfully bad a work as 
anybody. 

The finest Asian work sam¬ 
pled was Chen Kaige’s Life on 
a String. Don’t ask what was 
going on in the narrative. At 


first visual encounter one only 
wanted to bask in its glorious 
flow of images. The same 
could not be said about 
Michael Tolkin’s directorial 
debut. The Rapture, which 
has been making the Big 
Three September festival 
rounds of Telluride-Toronto- 
New York. This is a case of 
the ideas of a work being 
more assured than its execu¬ 
tion. I don’t mind Silly, but 
Silly without energy is a disas- 
ter. 

In this very gay festival, it’s 
worth noting that gay director 
Gus Van Sant’s My Own Pri¬ 
vate Idaho won the interna¬ 
tional critics’ award for best 
picture, and gay Canadian di¬ 
rector John Greyson’s satirical 
assault on gay bashers. The 
Making of Monsters, won the 
National Film Board citation 
for best short. ▼
